Frederick V, Burgrave of Nuremberg, fouriſhed 


in the Beginning of the 15th Century, * a Time 


when the Romiſh Clergy had carried wh Abuſe of 
the moſt” ſacred Things to fuch a Pitch, that wr 
began to be decryed ; and Jobn Hus and Ferom of 
Prague, Men eminent for their Piety and Learning, 
undertook to open the Eyes of the whole World, 
with regard to the Corruption both of the Clergy 
and their Doctrine. However their Preaching un- 
E extended to only a Part of Bobemia, which 
hs a: imme-

immediately threw off the Yoke of the Biſhop. of 
Name, and aſſerted its Chriſtian Liberty. This Step, 


the Bobemians endeavoured to juſtify in vain; it 


was looked on as a Revolt; and theſe unhappy 
People were treated like Rebels, becauſe they would 
for the future only believe what the Apoltic had 
believed. 
The Emperor Sign, a Prince, who to many 
other bad Qualities, joined thoſe of exceſſive Igno- 
rance and great Stupidity, thought he did an agree- 


able Work in the Sight of Go p, in employing

the Church of Rome, ſuch of his Subjects as had 


Fire and Sword to — 


ſtrayed from it. With this Intent he made War 
on them, but with a Succeſs ſo different from what 
the imaginary Juſtice of his Caufe- made him hope 


for, that he was very near being obliged to beg 
Peace of an Handful of ill-armed Peafants, who 


tought in Favour of what he thought Hereſy. It 
was imagined that the Council of Baſil, — was 
then aſſembled to try the Pope, would have ac- 
commodated the Matter with the Huſſites; (the 
Name they gave thoſe Bohemians who adhered to 
the Sentiments of Jabn Hus) but they demanding 
more than the Council thought reaſonable to grant, 
the War was renewed with great Fury. The Em- 


peror, whoſe Finances were exhauſted, applied to 


ſeveral Princes of the Empire, who he knew were 


able to lend him Money; and amongſt others to 


the Burgrave of Nuremberg, who did him very 


great Service. This Zeal of the Burgrave ſo 


pleaſed Sigiſmund, that he gave him the Margra- 
viate of Brandenbourg, being unable otherwiſe to 
indemnify him for the Sums he had lent him; and 


Hrederick was ſoon after acknowledged Elector of 


Brandenbourg at the Council of Conſtance: upon 
which he fold the Burgraviate of Nuremberg to its

Inhabitants, for a Sum which would now be 
thought very ſmall, though it was then conſider- 
able. He was the firſt Elector of Brandenbourg of 
the Houſe of Zollern, and Founder of a Power, ſu- 
2 in Extent of Dominions, Forces and Riches, 
o any other in the Empire, except the Houle o 
ris. Frederick I. Elector of Brandenbourg, died 
in 1440, and was ſucceeded by his Son Frede- 
rick II; who was ſucceeded by Albert, ſirnamed 
the Ubſſes and Achilles of Germany. After him 
came Fobn I. Elector of Brandenbourg, famous for 
his Eloquence and the Tallneſs of his Perſon; he 
died on the gth of January 1499, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by his Son Joachim, a learned Prince, well 
verſed in Aſtrology and the Mathematicks; and 
ſo bigotted to the Roman Catholick Religion, that 
he would have impriſoned his Electreſs, Daughter 
of the King of Denmark, for perſwading him to 
embrace Lutheraniſm, che Religion ſhe profeſſed; 
had ſhe not eſcaped into Saxony. His Son Joa- 
chim II. did not imitate” his Zeal for Popery, but 
embraced the Religion of the Electreſs, his Mo- 
ther, and introduced” it into his Dominions. Jobn- 
George, his Son, born on the 11th of September 1525, 
| ſucceeded him, and dying on the 8th of January 
1398, was ſucceeded by his eldeſt Son, Foachim- 
Frederick, whom he had by his firſt Wife, the 
| Daughter of the Duke of Lignitz. He died on 
the 18th of Fuly 1608; 1 25 was ſucceeded by 
his Son, Jobn Sigiſmund, This Prince, being diſ- 
pleaſed that Luther had left many Cuſtoms and 
Ceremonies of the Roman Catholick Church, in 
his Reformation, embraced the Doctrine of Calvin, 
which he thought more ſimple, and introduced it 
into his Dominions, about the Year L614. 
George-William, his Son, born on the 3d of 
NOR 1595, ſucceeded him, and died on the 
2 Tg 2 14k 
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21ſt of November 16403 having born a great Part 


in the Affairs of the Empire, Aae the 17th 


Century. 


 Frederick- Willian, Son of the Provedanges and 
Elizabeth-Charlotte, Dau ghter of Frederick IV. E- 
lector Palatine, took the Reins of Government im- 
mediately after the Death of the Elector his Fa- 
ther. He was born on the 6th of February 1620, 


and juſtly ſirnamed the Great. He was a great 


Politician, a great General, a good Chriſtian, and 


a good Prince; and one of the ſtrongeſt Ramparts 
againſt that unlimited Power, which the French en- 


deavoured to uſurp in Europe. Ne commanded 
the Imperial Army on the Rhine, againſt the 


French, when Louis XIV. to get rid of ſo formi- 


dable an Enemy, brought the Swedes upon him, 


who, taking Advantage of the Great Elector's 
Abſence, — in Violation of the Peace they had 
lately concluded with him, conquered the greateſt 
Part of the Dominions of Brandenbourg in a very 
ſhort Time. Frederick-William, underſtanding the 


Danger in which his Electorate was, reſolved to 


puniſh the Perfidiouſneſs of his Enemies, or periſh 
in the juſt Attempt. All depended on Secrecy 
and Diligence, neither of which were wanting. 
The Expedition, with which he was obliged to 


march, would not permit him to take much In- 


fantry with him; he therefore took only two Re- 


giments, and all his Cavalry, amounting: to about 
6000. Horſe; with which, traverſing great Part 
of the Empire with extraordinary Diligence, he ar- 


rived 'in his Dominions, when the Swedes thought 


him ſtill on the Rhine. He firſt attacked their 


Out- guards, which he carried with very little Loſs ; 


and then drove them to a Village named Hakel-

The King of France having revoked the Edict 
of Nantes, which ave Liberty of Conſcience to 
his reformed Subjects, and delivered them up to his 

ragoons ;* moſt of thoſe unfortunate People fled, 
and took Refuge in the Proteſtant States that were 


neareſt to them. Some of them came into Bran- 


denhourg, where, the Reception the Elector gave 
them, ſoon drew many others. They came by 
Troops into the Dominions of this good Prince, 
who granted them Privileges which they will pro- 
bably enjoy, till they are weary of them. 
Frederick William, was the firſt of his Family who 
thought of making himſelf be acknowledged King; 


which, Work leaving imperfect, his Son Frederick 


III, purſued the * of it with very great 
Eagerneſs. The Cauſe of it is attributed to his 
being diſpleaſed, that the Prince of Orange, who 


was in many Reſpects his inferior, after he was be- 


come King of England, refuſed his Serene Highneſs.

This Province had formerly belt ed to the Great”

Teutonick Order, on ſome Pretence, invaded it, 
and conquered. it from the Poles: and Albert, 
Markgrave of Brandenbourg, and Great Maſter of 
chat Order, embracing the Proteſtant Religion, de- 
prived the 2 75 of Pruſſa, in 1511. Sigiſ-. 
mund I, King Poland, who had Pretenſions on 
Praſſia, did not quietly permit the Markgrave of 
Brandenbourg to appropriate the Sovereignty of that 
Province to himſelf; but conteſted the Poſſeſſion 
of it with him, for five Years ; during Which 
Time, there was a War between thoſe Princes, 
which was diſadvantageous to the King of Poland; 
inaſmuch as he was obliged to acknowledge Albert 
for Duke of Pruſſia, on Condition, however, that 
he ſhould do Homage for it, to the King and Re- 
publick of Poland, and that this Country, in Caſe 
of Failure of Male Iſſue, ſhould return under the 
Dominion of the Republick. This Agreement 
terminated the Difference between thoſe two. 
Princes; but the Emperor Charles V, diſapproved 
of it, and declared by an Imperial Decree, that 
Sigiſmund had no Right, to diſpoſe of Pruſſia, it 
being, as he ſaid, a Fief of the Empire; and that 
conſequently. the Tranſaction between the King of 
Poland, and the Markgrave of Brandenburg, was 
void and of no Effect: but all this Fury of the 
came to nothing, for that Prince had ſo 
many other Affairs on his Hands, that he was 
obligel to lay aſide all Thoughts of Proufſ ia. The 8 
Markgrave of Brandenbourg- Does it peaceably * 
till his Death ; and his only Son, Frederick Albert, 
took Poſſeſſion of it in 1569, after having done 
B 4 Homage 
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Homage to the King and d of Poland. 


Frederick Albert being dead without Iſſue, Jahn 
Sigiſmund, Elector of Brandenbourg, by. Proximity 
of Blood, ſucceeded, and took Poſſeſſion of Pruſſia; 
che Inveſtiture of Which he received from the King 
of Poland: and the Electors his Succeſſors always 
poſſeſſed it as a Fief of the Crown of Poland, till 
the Elector Frederick William found Means to wake 
himſelf the abſolute, and independent Sovereign of 
it. This Prince took Arms againſt Charles Guſtavus 
King of Sweden, i in Favour of the Poles; and had 
the Happineſs, to ſerve his Allies very eſſentially, 
in return for which, the Republick of Poland 
made over to him, and to his Deſcendants, the 
immediate Sovereignty over Prufſia. This Ceſſion 
made Part of the Treaty of Bidgeſt, which was con- 
cluded in 1639. The Elector ſeeing himſelf *poſ- 
ſeſſed of a Sovereignty which was held of no other 
Power, and which he ſaid he held immediately of 
Gdd alone, thought of the Means of erecting it 
into a Kingdom, and making himſelf be acknow- 
ledged King of it; but while he was taking the 
Meaſures neceſſary. for that Purpoſe, he departed

The Court of Hanover ſeemed alſo to Mare in the 
Joy for the Birth of our young Prince; they made 
publick Rejoicings for it, and the Dutcheſs Sophia, 
Grandmother of the fie berth Prince, could not 
reſt till ſhe had obtained Leave to go to Berlin, to 
ſee her Grandſon. She accordingly- went thither,

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tender Age. However, to comfort the Dutcheſs, 
he promiſed to ſend the Electoral Prince his Son, 
to Hanover, as ſoon as he was a little older; with 
which Aſſurances the Dutcheſs departed, to the 
great, Regret of the whole Court, where her Aﬀa- 
bility and Politeneſs had gained her an univerſal, 
Eſteem. 

The Elector, however, was Rill intent on the 
Deſign. of. becoming King of Pruſia,; he was ſure 
of the King of, England, to whom he had lately 
done too important Service to be ſo ſoon forgot. 
His Electoral Highneſs had taken Care of the Safety 
of Holland, during the Time the Fleet and Troops: 
of the States General, went to favour the Deſigns 
of the Prince of Orange upon England. It was 
then to be preſumed, that neither his Britannick 
Majeſty or their High Mightineſſes, would oppoſe 
the Elector; but on the contrary, would be the 
firſt to acknowledge him King of Pruſſia.

Elector who loved them, and was beſides of 4 
magnificent and generous Diſpoſition, would doubt- 
leſs have given more ſignal Marks of his Joy, had 
he not been ſtill very much afflicted, for the late 8 
Death of the Elector his Father. © 
The Court of Hanover ſeemed alfo to fare in che 
Joy for the Birth of our young Prince; they made 
publick Rejoicings for it, and the Dutcheſs Sophia, 
Grandmother of the flew. börh Prince, could not 
reſt till ſhe had obtained Leave to go to Berlm, to 
ſee her Grandſon. She accordingly went thither, 
and was received by the Electreſs, her Daughter, | 
with all poſſible filial Tenderneſs and Reſpect; as 
well as by the Elector her Son-in-Law. After the 
firſt Compliments were paſſed, the Dutcheſs earneſtly - 
_ defired to ſee her Grandſon, who was then only 
ſome Months old. He was accordingly-brought to 
her, in the Electreſs's Apartment ; ſhe embraced” 
has, kiſſed him a Thouſand Times, and wept for 
She found he had a ſtrong and robuſt Con- 
ſtitution, and admired his maſculine Air and ſtern 
Look ; and, in ſhort, was fo charmed with his 
_ Pliyfiognomy, that ſhe uſed her utmoſt Endeavours 
to obtain the Eledtor's Conſent to carry him with 
her to Hanover; Where ſhe promiſed to take as 
6 ular a Care of his Education, as if he were 
her own Son: but the Elector would not conſent 
to it, excuſing himſelf on account of the CAMEL,

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ct Age. However, to comfort the Dutcheſs, 
he promiſed, to ſend the Electoral Prince his Son, 
to Hanover, as ſoon as he was a little older; with 
which Aſſurances the Dutcheſs departed, to the 
great Regret of the whole Court, where her Aﬀa- 
bility and Politeneſs had gained her an. univerſal. 
Eſteem. 
The Elector, however, was Rill intent on the 
Deſign of. becoming King of Pruſſia ;, he was ſure 
of the King, of.

done too important Service to be ſo. ſoon forgot. 
His Electoral Highneſs had taken Care of the Safety 
of Holland, during the Time the Fleet and Troops 
of the States General, went to favour the Deſigns. 

It was 
then to be. preſi amed. that neither his Britannick 
Majeſty or 1 High Mightineſſes, would oppoſe 
the Elector; but on the cantrary, would be the 
firſt, to acknowledge him King of Pruſſia.

it. There are few Princes of a more grateful Diſ- 
poſition, than was Leopold, who then filled the Im- 
perial Throne; and perhaps the Miniſters of Bran- 
denbourg would not have been able to ſucceed, with 
any other. The War between the Emperor and 

France being terminated by the Peace of Rifwick ; 
that Monarch was very favourably diſpoſed towards 
the Elector of Brandenbourg; but whether his Mi- 
niſters difſwaded him from giving any Proofs of his 

favourable Diſpoſition, or whether he was alarmed 
at the Proteſtations of the Poles and the Court of 
| Rome; the Miniſters of Brandenbourg were not able 
to make any Progreſs in the Affair of Pruffia. 
Dankleman and Baron Schmettau having failed in it, 
the Elector ſent Bertholdi in their ſtead. This 
Gentleman had a penetrating Genius, and found the 
Elector would ſooner or later obtain what he de- 
ſired; but he being too impatient to ſuffer any 
Delay, Bertholdi was s obliged to puſh the Negotia- 
tion with all imaginable Vigour. He had the 
Chagrin to find all his Endeavours produced only 
uncertain Hopes, which determined nothing; this 
be fignified to his Maſter, intimating at the fame. 
Time, that the beſt Thing he could do, was to 
gain Father a Jeſuit, the Emperor's Con- 
feſſor. The EleQtor, if we may believe a * Pruſſian 
Baron, who has written Memoirs, wrote to the Fa- 
ther with his own Hand ; who, being extreamly 
pleaſed to find himſelf courted by one of the moſt 
powerful Proteftant Princes, and hoping the Service 
he 11 r do 15 er would procure great Ad- 
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vantages to his Order, repreſented to the Emperor; 
That in the declining Condition of the King ot 
Spain, whoſe Death was every Moment to be ex- 
pected; it was not conſiſtent with his Imperial 
Majeſty's Intereſt, to neglect ſuch an Ally asg the 
Elector of Brandenbourg, to ſupport the Rights of 
the Houſe of Auſtria, to the Spaniſh Succeſſion; 
Rights, which France would certainly conteſt with 
him: and that an open War with that Crown, in 
Support of them, ſeemed inevitable; in which Caſe, 
an Alliance with the Elector of Brandenbourg, was 
of the laſt Importance to the Emperor. Theſe, 
and ſuch like Reaſons, perſwaded that Monarch; 
he promiſed to acknowledge Pruſſia for an inde- 
pendent Kingdom, and the Elector of Brandenbourg 
tor lawful King of that Kingdom ; on the follow- 
ing Conditions, however. 

«© 1. That he ſhould never PET 2 From the 
* Empire, thoſe TIP of his Dominions, which 
* depended on it. 

2. That he ſhould not in the Emperor's Pre- 
« ſence, demand any other Marks of Honour, 
e than thoſe he actually enjoyed at preſent. | 

*© 3- That his Imperial Majeſty, when he wrote 
* to him, ſhould only g give him the Title of Royal 
Dilection. | 

© 4. That nevertheleſs the Miniſters which he 
had at Vienna, ſhould be treated like thoſe of 
5 other Crowned Heads. 

. That the Elector ſhould maintain ſix Ae 
Gu Men in Ialy, at his own Expence, in caſe 
the Emperor was obliged to make War far the 
* Spaniſh Succeſſion. | 
6. That thoſe Troops ſhould continue there, 
as long as the War laſted. 

While the Miniſters of Brandenbourg were la- 
bouring to advance their Maſter's Intereſts at the 


Impe- 
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Imperial Court; the Electoral Prince increaſed in 
Age and Strength. His manly and warlike Air 
became every Day more and more conſpicuous; 
and as ſoon as he had attained to three Years of 
Age, they could no longer defer ſending him 'to 
Hanover, according to the earneſt Intreaty of the 
_ Dutcheſs Sophia, his Grandmother, and Duke Erneſt 

Auguſtus his Grandfather. 

The Electreſs herſelf bene her dear Son 
to Hanover, as well to take Care of him, as to ſee 
once more a Father and Mother, for whom ſhe had 
the tendereſt Affection. After having ſtayed ſome 


Time with them, the Electreſs returned from 


thence to Berlin; manifeſting a great Concern, for 
the being obliged to part with the Prince her Son. 


The young — of Hanover, Son of George- 
Louis I. ſince Elector of Branſwick-Lunenbourg, and 


King of England, was about eight Years of Age, 
—_ the Electoral Prince of Brandenbourg arrived 
at the Court of Hanover. This young Prince was 
named George- Auguſtus, and is the ſame who ſo 
gloriouſly now governs the Britiſh Dominions, and 
the Electorate of Hanover. The Electoral Prince of 
Brandenbourg ſeemed at firſt to be pleaſed with the 
Careſſes of the Electoral Prince of Hanover; but it 
was plainly perceived in a little while, that their 
Humours did not agree, and that there was not 
the leaſt Sympathy between them. There aroſe 
every Day ſome new Quarrel, and in ſhort Things 
came to that Paſs, that they were obliged to ſe- 
parate them. We ſhall fee, in the Sequel of this 
Hiſtogy, how far theſe two Princes carried their 
Mifunderſtanding, in a more advanced Age. 
Towards the End of the Year 1693, the Electo- 
ral Prince was brought back to Berlin; and was 
ſome Months after taken out of the Women's 
Hands, and had a Governour appointed * The 
ö erſon 
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Perſon choſen by his Electoral Highnefs for this 
delicate Employ, was the Count of Dohna, a No- 
bleman equally eminent, both in the Field and 
Cabinet: but certainly very improper to educate 
ſuch a Prince, as was the Electoral Prince of 
Brandenbeurg. They already began to remark a 
Sort of Sternneſs in the Looks, Manners and Be- 
haviour of the young Prince; he ſhould there- 


fore have had a Governour of a different Diſpoſi- 


tion, to correct what was amiſs in him: and this 
Count Dohna was very improper for, his own 
Aſpect being not very inviting. Beſides this, the 


young Prince had a Propenſity to Savingneſs, and 


Dohna was not reputed a Prodigal. The Elector 
ſoon perceived this Governour, with all his Merit, 
(which was certainly very great) was improper for 
his Son; however he was continued ſome Time 
longer in that Employ, the Elector being then too 
much engaged in the Deſign of becoming a King, 


to think of making any Changes in his Son's 
Houſhold. The young Prince had an Apartment 


in the Electoral Palace, where he ſpent his Time 
in Studies agreeable to his Age and Rank. He 
already ſpoke French very well, and a little of the 
Italian; but had ſuch an invincible Averſion to 
the Latin, that he could never make any great 
Progreſs in it, whatever Pains they took to teach 


him. I have ſaid, it was remarked, this Prince had 


a Propenſity to Savingneſs ; and this is what occa- 
fioned that Remark. _ P | 
They had made his Electoral Highneſs a Gold- 
laced Coat, which he ſeemed very well pleaſed 
with, when the Taylor came to try it on; but he 
was not ſo with a little Night-Gown, of Gold- 


Brocade, which was made for his Uſe. His High- 


neſs looked on it with Indignation, thinking it 
probably too rich, and a ſuperfluous Expence 
and 
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and with this T n ſnatched the Night. Gon 
up before they perceived it, and threw it into a 
large Fire, which was in the Chimney of his A- 
partment, the Weather being then ſevere. This 
Action gave them to underſtand our Rande had no 
Taſte for uſeleſs Expences. 
I have forgot to mention in its Place, how: the 
Electoral Prince was hardly two Years old, when 


a fatal Accident had like to have deprived him of 


Life. He was playing with a little golden Buckle, 


while they were drefling him, which had accidentally | 


dropped from one of his Shoes. This, the young 
Prince, in playing with it, put into his Mouth, and 
ſuddenly; ſwallowed ; and was immediately ſeized 
with ſuch violent Pains in the Stomach, that he 


fainted away. is eafy to gueſs the terrible Con- 
fuſion this Accident occaſioned at Court; the E- 


lectreſs ſhrieked in ſuch a Manner, as would have 
melted: the Rocks; the Elector's Grief was viſible 
in his Countenance; and every Body was in the 


greateſt Conſternation. Happily they were rid of 


it, for the Fright; for the young Prince being of 
a robuſt Conſtitution, bore an Emetick which was 
adminiftred to him, and by vomiting brought up 


the Buckle which had ſo much alarmed them. 
This Buckle was placed in the Cabinet of Curioſi- 


ties, in the Royal Palace at Berlin; which they 
ew to all thoſe who go to ſee the Cabinet, and 
always tell them why it was placed there. 


As the Electoral Prince advanced in Age, * 


was taught other Things; The Mathematicks, 
Drawing, Hiſtory and Geography employing his 
Underſtanding, while Dancing, Riding the Great- 


Horſe, and. Fencing gave him a free and 7 


Carriage. 


The Prince Electoral was about thirteen Vears of | 


Age, when they received the News at Berlin of the 
Succeſs 
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Succeſs of che Negotiation at Vienna; od almoſt _ 
at the ſame. Time an Account of the Death of 
Charles II. King of Spain. M. Deſalleurs, Envoy: 
from France to the Court of Brandenbourg, notified 
this Death to the Elector, and the Will conſti- 
tuting the Duke of Anjou Heir to all the Domi- 
nions belonging to the Spaniſh Monarchyp. 
The Elector was too far engaged with the Em- 
peror, to enter into the Views of Frauce; he there- 
fore refuſed to acknowledge the Duke of jou 
for King of Spain; and ſent Orders to M. Span- 
heim, his Ambaſſador in France, to leave that King- 
dom immediately, and go in the ſame Quality to 
the King of England. The King of France on the 
contrary, to be revenged on the Elector, refuſed 
to acknowledge him for King of Pruffia, and re- 
called M. Deſalleurs. 
The Elector's Departure for Koning:burss the Ca- 
pital of Pruſſia, and Place where he was to be 
anointed King, was fixed for the 15th. of Decem- 
ber, 1701; and two Biſhops were made by his 
Serene: Highneſs, in a moſt pompous Manner, for 
the performing this / Auguſt Ceremony. Tis 
* eighty German Miles from Berhm to Koning ſ 
Fes. however, notwithſtanding the Length of the 
Journey, Badneſs of the Roads, which are very 
ſandy in thoſe Parts, and the Shortneſs of the 
Days, the Court made this Journey in a very 
ſhort Time: thirty Thouſand: hired Horſes being 
employed in it, beſides thoſe belonging to the E- 
lector's Stables. 
On the 18th of January all Things were ready 
tor this augult Ceremony... 
From the 16th, four Heralds at 1 in 7 * 
of n of blue Velvet, mounted on fine 
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Horſes, whoſe Houſings were of Silver Brocade, 
ſeeded all over with Eagles and Crowns of Gold, and 
followed by a numerous Train, went through all 
the Streets of the City to proclaim the Erection of 
Pruſſia into a Kingdom; which was done in theſe 
Words; Since it bas pleaſed the Divine Providence 
to erect this ſovereign Dutchy of Pruſſia into a King- 


dom, and raiſe the moſt high and moſt potent Prince, 


F rederick I. our moſt gracious Sovereign to the Throne 
of it; we are deſirous to communicate it to the In- 


habitants of this Kingdom, that they may ſay with us :

The next Day after this Proclamation, the King 
inſtituted the Order of the Black Eagle; the Badges 


of which are an Orange-coloured Ribbon, the Sym- 


bol of the Houſe of Orange, from which he was 
deſcended by the Mother's Side, with an enamelled 
Croſs, like that of Malta, hanging at it. Thoſe 
who are. honoured with this Order, wear a Star em- 


broidered in Silver on their Cloaths, in the middle 


of which is a Black Eagle, holding a Crown in one 


of his Talons, and a Scepter in the other; with this 


Legend round the Scutcheon 3 duum — EvERY 
ONE HIS OWN. 

The principal Statutes of this "TORY are, 1. That 
the Number of the Knights ſhall never exceed 
thirty, the Sovereigns and Princes of the Houſe of 
Brandenbourg, not included.

The Prince Electoral received the firſt Ribbon; and 
immediately after the Elector's two Brothers, the 
Markgraves * Chriſ#:an and Albert, received theirs. 
The Markgrave + Philip, being left at Berlin, to go- 
vern during the Elector's Abſence, could not re- 
ceive his Ribbon ſo ſoon : it was fent to =_ by a 
Gentleman of the Bedchamber. W 

The Knights, and other Officers of this new Or- 
der, had at firſt no other Marks of their Dignity, 
than the Ribbon and Star embroidered on their 
Cloaths; but the new King gave. them afterwards 
other Ornaments for Days of Ceremony. | Theſe Or- 
naments conſiſt of a Veſt of Cloth of Gold, over 
which is another of ſky-coloured Velvet, reaching 
down to the middle of the Leg; *tis lined with 
Flame-colour, and tied beneath the Cravat, with 
Strings of Flame-colour- and Gold, whoſe Taſſels 
hang down to the Knees. The Belt is of F lame- | 
colour embroidered with Gold; their Mantle is 
alſo of Flame- coloured Velvet, lined with a Gold- 
coloured Mohair; and above it they wear a Golden 
Collar, enamelled with Blue, forming theſe two 
Letters; F. R. which ſignify Fridericus Rex.

The Day the Elector was to be coined King 
of Pruſiia, he cauſed himſelf to be dreſſed at Nine 
of the Clock in the Morning, by his Great Cham- 
berlain, attended by all the Officers of the Chamber. 

His Habit was Scarlet "embroidered with Gold, 
with Buttons of Brilliant Diamonds. Over this he 
wore the Royal Mantle, which was of Crimfon 

Velvet, ſeeded with Crowns of Gold, lined and 
bordered with Ermine ; and faſtned over the ro 

with a Claſp of three Diamonds. | 

As ſoon as the new King was dreſſed, he went 
into a large Hall, which was Part of his Appart- 
ment, in which was erected a Throne, with a Silver 
Table on each Side of it, having on them the 
Royal Ornatnents for the King and Queen. The 
new Monarch beiag ſeated on his Throne, ordered 
thoſe Ornaments to be brought to him; which 
were preſented to him on the Knee: He took the 
Crown himlelt and placed it on his Head, and took 
the Scepter in his right Hand, and the Royal Globe 
in his left. The Prince Royal then came and firſt 

did Homage to the new King, by kneeling ; and 

Wl then the two Markgraves did the ſame. After this,

Their March 
was extreamly pompous and brilliant. The King 


walked under à Canopy of Silver Brocade, em- 


broidered with Gold, which was carried by ten 


Pruſſian Noblemen of, the firſt Rank; and the 
Queen followed him at ſome Diſtance under ano- 
ther Canopy like his. The Train of his Majeſty's 
Mantle was born up by the Great Chamberlain; 
and the Queen's by the Dutcheſs of Holſtein, and 


two other Ladies, one of which was Lady of Ho- 
nour to her Majeſty, and the other received as 


ſuch, in Reverſion. The two Biſhops, who were 
to perform the Ceremony of the Coronation, re- 
ceived their Majeſties at the Entrance of the Church. 
They were clothed in Violet- coloured Velvet, like 
the Prelates of the Church of England, and had fix 
Aſſiſtants, three of which were of the Lutheran 
Communion, and the others of the Reformed 
Church. The King and Queen were conducted to 
their Thrones, by theſe.

The Time — his Majeſty's 8 receiving the Une- 
tion being come, he went and proſtrated himſelf at 
the Foot of the Altar; after which he returned the 
Scepter and Globe to the Noblemen who had car- 
ried them before, and himſelf took off his Crown 
and placed it on a Cuſhion, like that on which he 
kneeled.

After this, turning to che Queen; he Gid to hers 
Blefſing and Proſperity be with Sopmi a CHARLOTTE, 
Quezn” or PrusSIA.” May the Lord, our God, 
2 her as a Token of Bleſſing upon his People; 

and may jfhe from henceforth ſee Proſperity and Hap- 
pineſs diffuſe tbemſolves over ber Royal Houſe, and 
over her Children, in the Peace of Iſrael 
When they came out of the Church, the King 
and Queen ordered Ten Thouſand Crowns worth 
of Gold and Silver Medals to be thrown to the Po- 
pulace, on which were the Effigies of their Maje- 
ſties, with theſe Words; Frxiptricus & SopRHIA 
CHARLOT TA, RRx * Rr n : and on the Re- 
verſe, a Crown, __ theſe Words; I MEE

After the —— Ceremony was over, there 
was a moſt magnificent Entertainment, in the 
Great-Hall of the Royal Palace at Koning ſberg. The 
Prince Royal, the two Markgraves, and the 
Dutcheſs of Courland, were the only Perſons that 
had the Honour to eat with their Majeſties. As 
ſoon as the King and Queen were ſeated at Table, 
the two Great Marſhals went out of the Hall, and 
deſcended into the Court of the Palace, from whence 
_ went on Horſeback to the Royal Stables, ac- 
T4 companied

companied by many Kettle Drums and Trumpets, 
and a great Number of the Officers of the King's 
Kitchen. Here they found a whole Ox roaſting, 
ſtuffed with all Sorts of wild Fowl ; off of which 
they cut a Piece, and carried it on a n Plate 
to their Majeſty's TablGmme. 

The Great Cup- bearer, atteniled] b by. the like Re- 
hows went afterwards to the: ſame Stables, where 
were two Fountains of Wine, running from the 
Beaks of two Eagles; ; -at which he filled a Golden 
Goblet, and: went and preſented it to the King. 
His Majeſty took it, and returned it to him; and 
the Queen, to whom he afterwards offered it, did 
the ſame : and then the Great Cup: bearer carried it 
and ſet it on the Side-Board-Table, which was 
placed at the other End of the Hall.

Retinue, had Refreſhments in Abundance. in 
ſhort, the Court paſſed through Dantzig , and 
croſſed the Viſtula, which was ftill frozen in that 
Place.

bits, of Velvet and Satin; the Maidens preſenting 
the King and Queen with Fiſh, Fruit, Comfits 


and Flowers; and the young Sailors accompanying 
their Majeſties to the Sound of various Muſical In- 
ſtruments.

As ſoon as their Mazeſties had paſſed the River, 


they diſmiſſed the Deputies of the City, and pre- 


ſented each of them with a Golden Chain and Medal, 


which had their Portraits on it. | bes- 
The King arrived on the 19th of March at Pot/- 
dam, and the Queen went the ſame Day to Lutzel- 
bourg, a Place which that Princeſs. was extremely 
fond of, and had bought of Mr. Doberginſti, Great 
Maſter of the Houſhold to the Electreſs, the King's 


Mother. Her Majeſty had made ſeveral additional 


Buildings to this Houſe, of great Taſte and Mag- 
nificence ; but had not the Satisfaction to ſee them 
compleated : the King, her Huſband, who ſurvived 
her, finiſhed. them, and gave it the Name of Char- 
lottembourg, in Memory of the Queen who began 


it, 
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it, and who was named Sophia Charlotte. As to 
what remains, tis only one League from Berlin to 
Charlottembourg, and one may go thither, either 
through a fine Park, or by the Spree,” which runs 
cloſe by it. They went to it formerly in a covered 
Bark, very much reſembling a Dutch Treck-Schutt ; 
but about ten Years ſince, the King, whoſe Hiſtory 
Jam writing, having impoſed too high a Rent on 
the Maſter of the Bark, the poor Man, being no 
longer able to follow his Employment, was obliged 
to quit his Bark, which Time has deſtroyed. + 
The King being determined to make his publick 
Entry into Berlin, ſet out from Potſdam towards 
the latter End of the Month of April; and went to 


Schonbauſen, a Summer-Houſe, one League from 


the Capital; whither the Queen came to him in 


two or three Days, the Prince Royal being then at 


Berlin, with Count Dohna his Governour. Their 
Majeſties made their publick Entry into the Ca- 
pital of their Dominions, with an extraordinary 
Magnificence; the City, on their Side, omitting 
nothing in their Power, to teſtify their Joy to 
their new Monarch. They had erected ſeven 


triumphal Arches, the fineſt of which was placed at 


the Barrier, at the Entrance of the Suburb, thro? 
which their Majeſties paſſed, before they entered 
into Berlin. This triumphal Arch was entirely 
green, with Columns and Pilaſters ornamented with 
Flowers; Pomona and Flora ſupported the Portraits 
of the King and Queen; the Spring-Time at- 
tended by the Zephyrs, preſented them with Fruits 
and Flowers; and a fine Alley of Orange Trees 
and Laurels, in guilt Boxes, border'd both Sides 
of the Road, from this triumphal Arch, to St. 
George's Gate, which ſince their Majeſties publick 
Entry, has been called the Na

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| The next Day the Deputies of the Provinces pre- 
ſented their Free Gifts to the King and Queen, 


on their happy Acceſſion ; and the Markgrave Phi- 
lip, General of the King his Brother's Artillery, 


cauſed a fine Firework to be played off the ſame 
Day, repreſenting the King's Return to Berlin, by 
that of Jaſon after the Conqueſt of the Golden 
Fleece. The Rejoycings continued many Days at 
Berlin, and the King and Queen gave ſeveral En- 
tertainments, which concluded the publick Plea- 
ſures; after which his Majeſty ſet out for Oraniem- 
Bourg, and the Queen returned to Lutzelbourg. 
Towards the latter End of the Summer the 
King, being at Berlin, thought proper to take the 
Government of the Prince Royal from Count Dohna, 
and gave it to M. Fintenſtein, a Pruſſian Gentleman, 
afterwards raiſed to the Dignity of a Count of the 
Empire, Field-Marſhal of the King's Armies, Knight 


of the Black Eagle, Colonel of ' a Regiment of In- | 


fantry and Governour of Pillau. 

This Choice ſhewed the Judgment of Frederick l. 
who certainly could not put the young Prince his 
Son, into better Hands. Count Finkenſtein was one 
of the moſt mild, polite,” affable, generous, com- 
paſſionate, humane Men in the World; ; all which 
good Qualities, - tho* innate in M. Finkenſtein, had 
been very much corroborated by his ill Fortune. 
This Gentleman, though of a very good and very 
ancient Family, had but a ſmall Fortune: which 
obliged him at firſt to enter into the Dutch Service 
in the Capacity of a Cadet only. While in this 


Service, he was made a Priſoner by the French, 


and conducted into France; where he endured all 
the Hardſhips of Poverty: and laſtly owed to his 
DEI alone, all his future Advancement. 

The Prince Royal already ſhewed a great Inck- 
nation for the Military Art, He had affembled 
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two hundred young Gentlemen of about his own 
Age, which he had formed into two Companies, 
and exerciſed certain Days in the Week. Theſe 
he often conducted to Lutzelbourg, where the Queen 
his Mother was; put himſelf at their Head, and 
made them exerciſe before her. The King ſeeing 
the Prince his Son had a military Genius, judged 
it proper to give him a Regiment of Foot; which 
the Prince Royal went immediately and reviewed. 
Here he found a Man, named Creutz, whoſe Perſon 
made an Impreſſion on him; he was Auditor of 
the Regiment, of a middling Size, and extremely 
well ſnaped. The Prince Royal took an Affection 
for him, and the King, out of Complaiſance to his 
Son, ennobled him, made him Secretary of State, 
and he afterwards roſe to the Rank of Firſt Mini- 
ſter. This Affection of the Prince Royal for Creutz, 
convinced the clear-ſighted that he would love tall 
Men; but no body then imagined he would ever 
carry that Love ſo far as he afterwards did. a 
Beſides the Appartment which his Royal High- 
neſs had in the Palace at Berlin, the King aſſigned 
him the Caſtle of Muſterhauſen, three Miles — 
that Capital, to ſpend the Summer Seaſon in, and 
take the Diverſion of Hunting. This Place the 
Prince Royal delighted very much in, becauſe he 
diſliked the Noiſe and Hurry of a Court, and 
Wufterhauſen was a Place very proper for Hunting, 
as it abounded with Game and Deer. 
The Prince Royal had obtained the Colonels 
Company of his Regiment, for his Guard at 
Wuſterbauſen. This Company conſiſting of tall and 
ſhort Men intermixed, the Prince diſmiſſed all the 
latter, and ſupplied their Place with the talleſt 
Men he could find: thus his Paſſion for extraor- 
dinary tall Men became daily more and more con- 
[picuous.

It was determined his Royal 
Highneſs ſhould go into Holland, where he ſhould 
make ſome Stay; after which he was to ſee the 
principal Courts of Germany, and after them aq, 
the War with France not permitting him to viſit 
that Kingdom. It would be difficult to expreſs 
the tender Farewells of the Queen and young 
Prince; her Majeſty loving him like the Apple of 
her Eye, and the young Prince having an equal 
Affection for his Auguſt Mother. Who could 
have told him it was the laſt Time he would ſee 
her? The Queen, who was perfectly informed of 
every Thing that happened to the Prince Royal, in 
his Journey, had made a Journal, which often 
began with theſe Words; My Dear went __ a 
Day from ſach a Place. 

The Queen was for the young Prince's Sit: 
from Holland into England; but the King for ſecrer 
Reaſons was not much inclined to that Voyage; 
however his Majeſty conſented to it. His-Royat 

Highneſs 
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Highneſs had no ſooner received Advice of it, 
than he prepared to paſs the Sea with all his 
Retinue; — juſt as he was on the Point of em- 
barking, a Courier brought him the diſmal News 
of his Auguſt Mother's Deceaſe. That Princeſs 
commonly went and paſſed the Carnival at Hanover; 
not ſo much to enjoy the Pleaſures, with which 
they diverted themſelves there, during that Seaſon, 
as to ſee a Mother whom ſhe loved moſt tenderly. 
She found herſelf indiſpoſed from the Evening pre - 
ceding the Day ſhe ſet out for Hanover, but con- 

cealed her lines, for fear it ſhould. induce the King 
to put off the- Journey, and detain her. This 
Auguſt Queen continued to conceal her Indiſpoſition 
till her Arrival. at Hanover, where ſhe had the

She had formed ſo equitable an Idea of Govern- 
ment in general, that ſhe was commonly called in 
Germany, the Republican Queen. She was not very 
tall, but well ſhaped ; and might have paſſed for 
beautiful, if ſhe had not been a little too fat. The 


Monarch, whoſe Hiſtory I am writing, was the 
only Child ſhe had "ag her Marriage with Bu, 
rick I. King of Pruſſia. This Auguſt Queen dyed

happy. 

The hin,” as ſoon as this Treaty of Marriage 

was begun, thought proper to take a Journey to 
Hanover, with the Prince Royal his Son, to preſs 
the Concluſion of it; and the Treaty being happily 
concluded, was fi aned by the contracting Parties. 
The Prince Royal Fog Days after ſet out to make 
the Campaign in Flanders, the King committing 
the Perſon. of this dear Prince, to the Charge. of 
General Tettau, who then ſerved in the Allied Ariny: 
in Flanders, and for whom his Royal Highneſs 
ſeemed to have a particular Friendſhip, 

The Prince Royal joyned the Allied Army before 
Brufets, the Siege of which they had formed; 
after having obtained a glorious Victory over the 
French at Ramelies, a Village of Brabant, under 
the Command of the Duke of Marlborough ; which 
General payed our young Prince all the Honours 
due to his Rank. After this his Royal Highneſs 
afliſted alſo at the Siege of Menin, and ſeveral 
Times expoſed his Life, going frequently into the 
Trenches, when it was very dangerous being there: 
ſo that General Tettau had all the Difficulty in the 
World to reſtrain our young Prince's martial Ar- 
dour ; however, the Campaign happily ended 
without any Accident happening to him. 

He returned to Berlin by : 2 Way of Hanover, 
52 he was impatiently expected by the Electreſs 
Dowager his Grandmother, the Elector George- Leuis 
his future Father in Law, and all the other Princes 
and Princeſſes of the Houſe of Hanover. His 
Royal Highnefs ſtayed there ſome Days to pay his 
Court to the Electoral Princeſs' of Hanover, his 
betrothed Bride; after which he continued his 

Journey to Berlin, where he was received by the 
* his Father with all the Marks of a moſt * 
. At- 
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Affedion; his Majeſty being abundantly ſatibfied 
with his Son's Conduct, n che Campaign he 
had made. 

The Court of Berlin was now wholly employed 
in the Preparations for the Prince Royal's Marriage; 
and as Frederick I. loved Pomp and Ceremony, all 

the Diſpoſitions were made to give his betrothed 
Pring eſs a magnificent Reception : and therefore as 
om 5 as he knew ſhe was ſet out from Hanover, he 

pared to go and receive her out of Berlin, with 
all the Splendour imaginable. 

The 2yth of November 1706, the Princeſs of 
Hanover. made her Publick Entry into the Capital 
of the Electorate of Brandenbourg ; which was done 
with all poſſible Order and Magnificence z every 
body, from their Highneſſes the Markgraves, to 
the loweſt Gentleman of the Court, ſtriving on this 
Occaſion, to make the handſomeſt Appearance his 
Conan would permit. 

The Cavalcade began with che Prince Royal's and 

Markeſianes! s Led-Horſes, covered with beautiful 
Tygers Skins, and led by Grooms richly clothed 
after which came above 60 Coaches, moſt of them 
with ſix Horſes ; theſe were empty, and had only 
Footmen behind them, in ſuperb Liveries, and 
Heydukes at the Coach- Doors. 

After all theſe had filed off, the Officers of the 
Court, Chamberlains; and Gentlemen of the Chamber, 
with the Great Marſhal of the Court at their Head, 
followed on. Horſeback, preceded by the King's 
Kettle Drums and Trumpets, ſounding Flouriſhes ; 
Then came the Nobility on Horſeback," and im- 
mediately after them, the Prince Royal, in ſky- 
coloured Velvet, laced. and embroidered with Gold, 
and was followed by the Markgraves. The King with 
the betrothed Princeſs came next, in one of the fineſt 
Coaches that could as ſeen; his Majeſty was in 
2 Scarlet,

Scarlet; laced alſo and embroidered” with Gold; and 
the whole: enriched with a great Quantity of Pearls 
and Jewels: the Count of Martemberg, Grand 
Chamberlain and Firſt Miniſter preceding the 
King's Coach, mounted on a valuable Horſe magni- 
ficently capariſoned. Lis eaſy to imagine the 
Dreſs of the betrothed Princeſs was anſwerable to 
the Magnificence of the Feſtival; her Clothes 
ſparkled all over with Diamonds, whoſe Luſter 
3 the Eyes. After the King's Coach came 
the hundred Sils of his Majeſty's Guard, the 
Pages, Footmen, Heydukes, Moors and Turks 
of the Chamber; with ſeveral Coaches filled with 
the Ladies of the Court; and the Cavalcade was 
cloſed by the King's Body-Guards, clothed in blue, 
laced with Gold. In this Manner they came to 
the Palace, between two Lines formed by the 
Infantry and the Regiment of Gronadicrs; com- 
monly called the Grenadiers of the: Ca, dib 
The 28th M. Urfinus of Bar, created Biſhop 
by his Majeſty, ! before his Cotonation z bleſſed the 
Marriage of the Prince Royal with the Electoral 
Princeſs of Hanover; which Ceremony was per- 
formed in the Royal Chappela during Which the 
Cannon were diſcharged. The Entertainment 
which followed this Ceremony was mu ſumptuous, 
and made in the Hall of Orange. e. 
All the Artillery mounted on the Ramparts roi 
the City, made three Diſcharges, and. four and 
twenty Pieces placed in the Square before the 
Palace, fired inceſſantly during the Entertainment. 
Operas, Comedies, and other Diverſions: of that 
Sort, continued for three Weeks together, and 
their Highneſſes the Markgraves themſelves; did not 
- think it beneath them to go upon the Stage, and 
act their Parts. Bonfires, Illuminations, Fireworks,

He was baptized in the 
Great Church, and named Frederick-Louis ; which 
laſt Name was given him in Honour of George- 
Louis, Elector of Hanover, his Grandfather by the 
Mother's Side, who was (afterwards King of Great 
Britain: and the young Princeſs of Zeitz, Daughter 
to the Dutcheſs of that Name, who was then at 
Berlin, was Godmother, to the new born Prince.

with a great * which at firſt impoſed on 
every Body. He had a neat. Equipage, ſeveral 
Footmen in moſt ificent Liveries, two Valets 
de Chambre, two Pages, a Steward, and in a 
Word, the Retinue of a Nobleman: his Pages 
were in ſcarlet, turned up with yellow Velvet, with 
Waiſtcoats bedaubed all over with Gold and Silver 


Lace, and ftrait Coats - laced upon all the Seams. 


This Neapolitan Count at firſt made a great Noiſe 
at the Pruſſian Court; but it increaſed much more 
when they underſtood he had no Eſtate, and that 
all this Expence was the Fruit of a Secret he had 
found qut to make Gold. The King, who did 
not think the Thing impoſſible, looked on our 
1talian Count with Admiration ; and in order to 
attach him entirely to himſelf, gave him a Com- 
miſſion of General of Artillery, without a Salary ;

The Truth of this was 
confirmed ſoon afterwards, and they had certain 
Intelligence, that Signor Count Cajutano, had been 
a long Time in Priſon at Munich, and only ob- 
tained his Liberty, in Conſequence of the Revolu- 
tion which happened in Bavaria, after the Battle of 
Hochſtet; from whence he went to Vi ienna, and from 
thence came to Berlin. 1 l 
No ſooner had our Chymiſt heard the ag 
tageous Reports that were ſpread of him, than he, 
Wu waiting to ſee how his Pruſſian Majeſty 


would 
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would take them, decamped on a ſudden, without 
Beat of Drum, and made his Eſcape ſo dextrouſſy, 
that it was a long while before they could hear any 

Thing of him, notwithſtanding the Pains his Ma- 
jeſty took to diſcover him. At laſt they heard he 
was at Francfort on the Main, where he continued 
to act the Cheat. The Pruſſian Reſident in that 
City, ſuſpecting the Chymiſt's Flight from the Ca- 
pital of Brandenbourg, muſt have ſomething in it 
prejudicial to the State; deſired the Magiſtrates of 
Frantfort to arreſt this Mountebank, *till they knew 
what was the Motive for his leaving Berlin, with- 
out his Pruſſian Majeſty's Permiſſion. The Senate 
thought the Pruſſian Reſident's Demand reaſonable, 
and therefore ordered him into Confinement; where 
he continued, '*till he was delivered up to the 
King of Pruſſia, who had him hanged at Cuftrin, 
on a Gallows covered over with gilt Plates of Lead. 
A Puniſhment a little ſevere, and which would put 
a Period to abundance of Men's Lives, if it were - 
inflicted on all thoſe who abuſe the Credulity of 
Princes. The Monarch, whoſe Hiſtory I am 
writing, has been often heard to ſay; this unfor- 
tunate Chymiſt might have been treated with leſs 
Rigour. It feems, indeed, as if Frederick I, was 
foo much nettled with the Shame of having been 
this Man's Dupe; but if he was deprived of his 
Life for ſuch a Crime, how would he have been 
puniſhed, had he made an Attempt on his Majeſty's? 
We are affured, his jeſty himſelf repented the 
having treated him with-ſo much Severity ; and 
thought they might have made an Advantage of 
this Impoſtor ; who in the main, muſt have had 
great Knowledge both in Chymiſtry and Alchimy,

However that be, the 
Prince Royal, ſince this Adventure, was confirmed 
in his Opinion, that all Goldmakers were Im- 
poſtors; and only aimed at picking the Pockets of 
the credulous: and that if the Art of making Gold 
was not intirely chimerical, it would at leaſt coſt in- 


finitely more than the Profit it produced. This

2" 1709» the Prince Royal obtained the King his 
Father's leave to make the Campaign in Flanders.

The Day preceding this bloudy Action, a very 
remarkable Thing happened in his Royal Highneſs's 
Tent. General Tettau, who was very much in his 


Royal Highneſs's Favour, calmly diſcourſing on 


various Subjects; roſe up, all on a ſudden, and 


kiſting his Hand, took Leave of him, aſſuring him 
he believed he ſhould be killed the next Day. His 


Royal Highneſs laughed at him as a ge 5

and aſked him what Proof he had of his 'approach- 
ing Death; No other, SIR E, replied Tettau, than 
ſuch à Preſcience as amounts to a' Certainty. His 
Royal Highneſs, who loved him, adviſed him to 
baniſh thoſe vain Thoughts from his Mind; but 
Tettau perſiſted in ſaying, he ſhould be killed the 
next Day, which accordingly happened. An Aid 
de Camp General, who was preſent when Te/tau 
faid this of himſelf, bethought himſelf alſo of 
having a F oreknowledge 3 To-merrow, ſaid he, I 
ſhall 95 killed at ſuch an Hour; but what ſignifies it, 
1 will fight like a brave Man, aid then happen what 
pleaſes God. Unhappily for him he propheſied but 


too truly, for he was killed at the very Time he 
had oed. They then wondered how any Man 


can have a fore Knowledge of his Death, but *till 

this happened, thoſe two Gentlemen were thought 

not much better than out of their Senſes. | 
The Death of General Tettau laid the Founda- 


tion of M. Derſchau's good Fortune. He was that 


General's Aid de Camp, and as ſoon as he ſaw him 


fall dead, with the Aſſiſtance of ſome Pruſſian 


Soldiers, brought him out of the Throng, and 
having left him under a good Guard, in a Place of 
Safety, returned again to the Battle; which being 
afterwards told to his Royal Highneſs, it inſpired 
him with a Curioſity to ſee this brave Aid de 


Camp. His Phyſiognomy having the Happineſs 


to pleaſe his Royal Highneſs, he commended him 
for his Bravery and Attachment to his General, 
and aſſured him he would take Care of his Fortune. 
Derſthau was the Prince Royal's Favourite after he 
came to be King, even to his laſt Moment, wha 
loaded him with Honours, and married him to a 
rich Heireſs. 
During all the Time this Campaign laſted, the 
3h rince Royal often dined with the Duke of Marlbo- 
Tough, 
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rough, who treated him with all the Hotiourk due 
to his Rank: as he did alſo: with Prince Eugenes 
where his Highneſs was better pleaſed than at the 
Duke of Mariborougb's; either becauſe his Table 
was more Ware ſerved, or that he liked che 
Prince of Savoy, better than the Engliſh General. 

The Pnſias Court in the mean Time were very 
bully about the Affair of the Succeſſion. of Orange, 
and the King was not well pleaſed with the Slowneſs 
of the States General. His Majeſty finding at laſt 
their High Mightineſſes only defigned to amuſe 
him, reſolved himſelf to come to an Agreement 
with Prince Friſo of Naſſau, who was alſo called 
Prince of Orange; and for that Purpoſe, thought it 
convenient to make a Tour into Holland, with the 
Prince Royal his Son. When this Monarch was 
arrived at Weſt, he ſignified to the States, that he 
was come with an Intention to terminate this Affair 
with ſome one of the Parties concerned; and de 
manded he might in the mean Time have Leave to 
take Poſſeſſion of Dieren, a Village in the Weluwe- 
zoom, | a League from  Doeſbourg, and near the 
Woods of Ride; which is only remarkable for 
the magnificent Houſe built there by William III. 
King of England, where that Monarch uſed to take 
the Diverſion of Hunting when he was in Holland. 
The States General did not think it proper to grant 
this Leave without the Conſent of the Prince of 
Orange, and therefore acquainted his Highneſs, 
who was then in Flanders, where he commanded 
the Troops of the Republick, with his Prufſion Ma- 
jeſty's Demand; who was ſo far from conſenting 
to it, that he would not even proviſionally iel

leaſt. Appearance of an Inſult. ' Beſides, that he 
ought not to execute the Mandate with Grenadiers, 
fince the Inhabitants- being voluntarily inclined - to 
do Homage, there was no Cauſe to fear any Di- 
ſturbance; and that theſe thirty Grenadiers, if they 
did not take Poſſeſſion of a Gate, might at leaſt 
make themſelves Maſters of ſome Houles, to keep 
the Garriſon in perpetual Alarm. ee 
- To all this the Governour added heavy Com- 
plaints againſt the Droſſard of the County of Meurs, 
appointed by his Pruſſian Majeſty; who had cauſed 
the Mandate and Reſolutions of the States of the 
26th of Auguſt and 15th of September, to be printed, 
publiſhed, and affixed to the Barriers and other 
publick Places: demanding to be ſupported againſt 


fuch- like Inſults, and that they ſhould even oblige 
this Droſſard to give him Satisfaction. While the 


Governour of Meurs complained of his Pruſſian Ma- 
jeſty's Officers, that Monarch's Envoy preſented 
Memorial upon Memorial, to. induce the States to 
chaſtiſe the Governour, whom he termed in one 
of his Memorials, an ſolent Fellow ; an Epithet 
that did more Injury to him who gave it, than to 
the Perſon it was given to. The States had ſome 
Years before, examined into the Conduct of the

This was executed A the Prince of Anhatt, on 
the 8th of November, who, at the Head of two or 
three Hundred  Praffian Grenadiers, ſurprized the 
Caſtle between Four and Five of the Clock in t 
Morning; and having made the Governour an 
Garriſon Priſoners, afterwards threatned to bombar 
the Town, if they refuſed Entrance to the Pruſſian 
Troops. The Fear of a Bombardment, ' obliged 
the Inhabitants to open their Gates to the Prince of 
Anbalt, and take an Oath of Fidelity to the Kin; 
of Pruffia ; who, on' the firſt Advice he hind 
of the Succeſs of this Affair, ſent Orders to his 
Generals to cauſe two Battalions to march to Meurs, 
to keep the Inhabitants in Subjection, and defend 
the Place, in caſe they ſhould have a Mind to re. 
take . 

As ſoon as the Landgrave of Heſſe had Intell⸗ 
gence of this Affair, he wrote in very ſtrong Terms 
about it to the States; and what gave theſe wiſe 
Republicans the moſt Uneaſineſs, was, the Prin 
of Anhalt publiſhed, that the whole was tranſac 
with their Conſent. The King of Praſſia alſo on 
his Side, wrote to the States to Juſtify the furptiz- 
ing of Meurs; but as the Reasons he gave for it 
are much the fame as thoſe T have 1101 before, 1 
ſhall not recite them here: however, I will give 
the Subſtance of their High Mightinefſes Aitfiver 
15 on, which will ſet this whole Affair in a clear

After having complained birterly' of the Violence 

his Majeſty had committed, the States Aid. to him;

* As to the firſt, the States ſaid, They had never 
made themſelves a Party. That it was manifeſt 
& to the whole World, his Pruſſian Majeſty's 
Claim was conteſted by the late Prince of Naſſau 
« Friefland, and that his Majeſty, as well as the 
« Guardians. of that Prince's Son, had ſubmitted 
« their Diſpute. to the Deciſion of the Imperial 
Chamber at Wetzlar. That they had declared 
they acquieſced in it, and promiſed to ſtart no 
“ Difficulties. againſt the Decrees and Mandates of 
* that Chamber. They had to this Purpoſe ordered 
« the Commander of their Garriſon at Meurs, not 
« to intermeddle in any Political or Civil Affair, 
* and conſequentiy, not oppoſe the Execution of 
*. ſuch Mandates. That their Orders had pro- 
+ duced. the deſired Effect; ſince the Complaints 
« made againſt. the Commander, having been 
* examined, were found to be frivolous, and with- 
* out a reaſonable Foundation; ſo that if there 
had been any Oppoſition to the Mandate. of the 
Chamber of Fezlar, it had not proceeded from 
&«. the Garriſon, but from the Magiſtrates and 
*« Burghers. They they would not examine whe- 
« ther it were ſo or not, ſince it did not concern 
them; but left it to his Majeſty's. wiſe Judg- 
ment, whether they ought not to be ſenſibly at- 
* fected, while they were treating with his Envoy 
„on the Means of forcing theſe Magiſtrates and 
« Burghers, by the Aſſiſtance of the Militia of the 
Circle of Meſiphalia, to ſubmit to the Mandate; 

that he ſhould proceed in a violent and un- 
« friendly Manner to ſurprize the Caſtle and Town 
*« of Meurs, with very difagreeable Circumſtances. 
That this was done in a very dark Night; that 
. 
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« and diſarmed him, while he thought himſelf in 
« full Security, under the Protection of Negotia- 
c tions ; made the Gar riſon of the Caſtle Priſo- 
<« ners; obliged the Inhabitants to admit the 
cc Pruſlian Troops into the Town 5 and what was 
« moſt grievous of all, had palliated the whole, by 
„ ſpreading a Report, that all this was. done with 
& the Knowledge and Conſent of the States, and 
e the Connivance of five Provinces : That they had 
« made uſe of the Arms and Ammunition of the 
<< States for this nocturnal Exploit ; which had 
been even attended with Acts of Violence, 
though it might probably have been otherwiſe 
* repreſented to his Majeſty ; that an innocent 
% Burgher had loſt his Life in this Affair, which 
* was not the only Irregularity committed in it.“ 
As to the ſecond Article, their High Mightineſſes 
avowed; They could not ſtill forbear complain- 
ing that they were injured by this unfriendly 
«© Surprize z ſince every Body knew that Place 
& had been. re-taken from the Enemy, by their 
„Arms; and that when they reſtored it to it's 
«© Maſter, they reſerved to themſelves, with his 
Approbation, a Right of keeping a Garriſon in 
« it, which they had been poſſeſſed of above a 
Century: and that ſo long a Poſſeſſion, . was 
* more than ſufficient to prove, they could not be 
&« juſtly diſpoſſeſſed of it, by force of Arms. That 
this Proceeding could not be reconciled with the 
«© Friendſhip and good Intelligence, in which they 
«« had the Happineſs to live with his Majeſty, and 
Which they had always fo ardently endeavoured 
to cultivate, any more than with that Alliance 
« they had contracted with him, for the mutual 
Defence of their reſpective Dominions, Poſſeſ- 
ſions and Juriſdiction; ſince according to that, 
I Majeſty would be obliged to maintain them

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in the Poſſeſſion they 4. fo long enjoyed, of 


_ Kavi a Garriſon in Meurs, in caſe any Power 


* ſhould have had a Mind to diſturb them; and 
« conſequently they had the leſs Reaſon to imagine

& of it, in ſo ſurprizing a Manner, and do them 
« ſuch an Injury in the Face of the whole World. 
* Laſtly, their High Mightineſſes demanded a 
* Reparation for the Injury done them on this 
* Occaſion ; which they had the more Reaſon to 
hope for, as his Majeſty had been pleaſed to 
«© aſſure them of his ſincere Inclination, to continue 
esto live in that good Intelligence, which had ſo 
* Jong ſubſiſted between them. The States con- 
* cluded, by affuring his Pruſſian Majeſty, on 
« their Side, that they had a great Regard for his 
* F riendſhip, and would cultivate it as much as 

* poſſible.? 

His Pruſſian Majeſty gave himſelf very little 
Concern about making the States the Reparation 
they demanded ; and contented himſelf with repre- 
ſenting to them ; ; That he had often preſſed the 
& States, as Executors of the Will of Prince Fre- 
as derick-Henry, to do him Juſtice with regard to a 
* Place, belonging to the Heirs of that Prince, 
of which he was the firſt ; and that having been 
* able to obtain nothing by his Repreſentations, 
& he had been obliged to make uſe of Force, to 
& execute the laſt Mandate of the Imperial Chamber 
« at Wetzlar. That as to the Right they claimed 
4 of having a Garriſon in Meurs, they could have 
none; ſince it would be contrary to the Laws 
* and Conſtitutions of the Empire, which forbid 
* all the Members of the Germanick Body to ad- 
„mit any forreign Garriſons into their F ortreſſes. 
That he had obſerved to them before, All the 
4 Expences of the Fortifications and other Neceſſa- 
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6e ries for Meurs, had not been payed by the States, 
« but taken from the Revenues of the Houſe of 
« Orange; the Inheritance of which he pretended 
* wholly. reverted to him, and was fallen to him. 
2 That as to the Diſorders his Troops were re- 
« proached with, they were abſolutely falfe, and 

« their High Mightineſſes had been impoſed on in 
% that reſpect, as well as with regard to their Mi- 
« litary Magazine, which they pretended had been

The Prince Royal, in W mean Time, though 
of. Age to govern, ſaw with Grief a Father, whom 
he loved tenderly, daily decaying; and perhaps his 
Majeſty's Illneſs would have continued a long 
while, had not an unforeſeen Accident, in all Ap- 
pearance, haſtned his Death. This Monarch had 
married for his ſecond. Wife, * Sophia Louiſa, of 
Mecklembourg-Swerin, Siſter to the Duke of that 
Name; which Princeſs before her M „ had 
had the Reputation of being "paſſionately ond. of 
nelly; Diverſions : and therefore imagined the Way

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With this Notion, ſhe became a perfect Recluſe, 
and by Degrees fell into. an exceſſive Devotion, 
which at laſt degenerated into a Madneſs. - One 
Day when a Fit of Madneſs ſeized her, ſhe got 
F + the Women who had the Care of her, and 
paſſing through a little Gallery which led to the 
King's Appartment, broke into it through a Glafs 
Door. The King, who was ſleeping on a Couch, 
did not awake at the Noiſe, but the Queen falling 
upon him, and ſcolding him, he waked ; and was 
ſtruck with ſuch a Terror on ſeeing her half naked; 
with her Hair diſhevelled, and her Arms, Hands 
and Face covered with Blood, that he imagined it 
was an Apparition; and the Idea made ſo ſtrong 
an Impreſſion on him, that he immediately fell 
into a Fever. His Sickneſs continued only fix 
Weeks, during which he had the Conſolation to 
ſee: how well he was beloved by his Subjects, by 
their Grief, and the continual Prayers they made 
under che Windows of his Appartment. This 
however could not ſave his Majeſty, he was obliged 
to prepare for another State, and was not ſhoc ed 
in this critical Moment; but ſeemed to have his 
Thoughts intirely weaned from all worldly Gran- 
deur, and ſolely intent on the Joys of Heaven. 
On the 24th of February, 1713, in the Evening, 
the King deſired to ſpeak with the Prince Royal, 
his Son. He was in his Appartment, diſcourſing 
with ſome of thoſe who were moſt intimate with 
hin, when Word was brought, the King deſired 
to ſpeak with him; and on entering his Chamber, 
— a profound Silence, and Sadneſs in the 
Countenances of all preſent, which did not ſeem to 
preſage any good. He drew near to the King's 
Bed; and as ſoon as the Monarch perceived him, 
he reached out his feeble Arms to him, ſaying; 
* muſt ſeparate; but that he was not * |

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for his Subjects, ſince he left them a Maſter ſo 
capable of governing them. This is what ſome 
Memoirs I have before me, fay ; but it ſavours too 
much of the Compliment, © and does not agree with 
what I have heard from a Pruſſian Nobleman of the 
firſt Rank: who, though he was not preſent at this 
ſad Interview, was neverthelefs near enough to 
know che Particulars of it.

The King, as I have 
Aid, knowing the Prince Royal was prone to 
Frugality, "and not naturally "inclined to What is 
called Munificence; adviſed him conformably to 
the Knowledge he had of him, to govern his 
People with Mildneſs, and encourage Arts and 
Commerce by his Liberality; and laſtly told him, 
it was bad Policy in Sovereigns to impoveriſh their 
Subjects ro'entich themſelves: for that by depriving 
them” of their Wealth,' they 'were deprived of the 
Means of trading; and conſequently they dried up

After having Eura bim for the laſt Time, 
| 18 ave him his Bleſſing, and wiſned him all Sort 
of Proſperity. He expired the next Day, being 
the 25th of February, about an Hour after Noon; 
which cauſed a univerſal Grief in the Hearts of his 
Subjects, whom he had governed with much Mild- 
neſs and Wiſdom. This Monarch was one of the 
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moſt magnificent that ever was; and maintained a 
fine Body of Guards; for beſides. a Battalion of 
| Grenadiers, he had a Company of Horſe-Muſke- 
teers, wholly compoſed of French Refugees, one 
of an 5 Swiss and Body Guards al richly 
clothed. He had a favourite Miniſter, Who was 
as much inclined to Expence as himſelf, and ſug- 
geſted a thouſand fine Deſigns to him, which were 
perfectly well executed. - The Royal Palace, Arſe- 
nal, and ſeveral other Buildings, are 2 of that 
Monarch's magnificent Diſpoſition. augmented 
the Privileges of the French I Rage an, them 
Churches, and aſſigned Miniſters Penſions to preach 
and explain the Holy Scriptures in them. He gave 
them, a College. for.

The new King diſmiſſed all 
theſe; retaining only one Chamberlain, two Valets 
de Chamber, four or five Pages, a dozen Foot- 
men, and ſome Grooms: and for his Kitchen, two 
Cooks, one Steward, and one Butler; almoſt all 
the reſt were nid. from the Great Chamberlain 
down to the loweſt Gentleman of the Chamber, and

But while he diminiſhed the Nilttber of his 
Pepe dck he increaſed that of his Soldiers. He 
at firſt indeed diſbanded the hundred Swiſs, and

The King, in all theſe Things, began to ſet the 
Example; only five or fix Diſhes a peared at his 
ordinary Table, and unleſs it were for the Queen 
his Spouſe, to whom, he was bound by Duty, 
Reaſon, and Inclination, was at no Expence to 
pleaſe others; for whoſe Affection he 1 was leſs con- 
cCerned, than for his Footmen's. He was ſuch an 
Enemy Pp every Thing which ſayoured of Coquetry. 
that a Woman need only be a little affected, to 
make him judge her worthy of his Contempt 5 
which he gave himſelf no Trouble to diſſemble: 
and a Man could do nothing more effectual to 
diſoblige him, than to appear before him in a 
5 Giidzen e 
He deteſted Luxury in Dreſs ang Fin and 
would lie no longer in a Chamber hung with Ta- 
peſtry; and for the future wore only a Coat of 
courſe blue Cloth, with gilt Copper Buttons WOE 
 Straw-coloured Waiſtcoat with a ſingle Gold Lace, 
and Straw- coloured Breeches alſo, except in Sum- 
mer, when, he wore Linnen ones. He wore only 
White Spatterdaſhes, Which were faſtned with ſmall 
Copper Buttons, by the Help of a little Iron 
Hock, with which they were forcibly drawn till 
3 came into the Button holes. His Shoes were 
a . . 
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arong and durable, with high Heels and ſquare 
Toes. His Hat had only a” plain narrow Gold 
Lace, and little Button without a Loop, and a 
Band of Gold Twiſt about it, from which a ſmall 
Golden Taſſel hung down on each Side of the Hat. 
The Graſp of his Sword was of Silver Wire, the 
Guard and Shell of gilt Copper, the Blade large, 
long and heavy, and the whole hong by an Elk- 
Skin Belt, whiten'd with Chalk. 

As 005 as the Courtiers ſaw their Maſter' * Taſte, 
they began to imitate him; nothing was ſeen but 
tolain neat Equipages ; for the King loved Neatneſs.

He went on however, in the mean Time, w with

Thus Frederick-William juſtified the late King 
his Father, from the Reproaches of ſuch of the 
Allies as deſired to continue the War againſt 
France, for having ſacrificed them to his own pri- 
vate Intereſts. 

To deprive his Courtiers of all Thoughts of be- 
coming Firſt Miniſter, the King declared he would 
have no Firſt Miniſter but himſelf; and appointed 
Meſſ. Igen, Grumkau and Kniphauſen to act under 
him. His Favourite, Creutz, who from a com- 
mon Auditor of a Regiment, had been made his 
private Secretary, when he was only Prince Royal, 
was admitted into his Majeſty's Council, as was 
alſo M. Vierec, a Gentleman of Quality of Meck- 
lembourg. 

In the mean Time the Plenipotentiaries aſſembled 
at Utrecht, were labouring to re-eſtabliſh a general 
Peace in Europe; but the Work did not proceed ſo 
faſt as could have been deſired : becauſe there were 
too many oppoſite Intereſts to reconcile, and the 
Parties invented new Claims, and made freſh 
Demands every Day. The States General ſaw with 
Regret, the Garriſons his Pruſſian Majeſty had in 
Venlo, and Fort St. Michael on the he Side of 
the Meuſe; which Fortreſſes had been delivered to 
him, as Pledges for a conſiderable Sum of Money 
which he claimed : and ordered their Plenipotentia- 
ries'to ſolicit thoſe of the other Powers, to require 
his Pruſſian Majeſty to withdraw thoſe Garriſons. 
The Reaſon that obliged the States to inſiſt on 
this, was, they were afraid his Pruſſian Majeſty 
ſhould become Maſter of the Paſſage of the Meuſe, 
towards Magęſtricbt.

* Count Zinzendorff, that he conſented to treat

Hands of the Danes, in the Beginning of the fol- 
lowing Year, In the mean Time the Saxons and 
Moſcovites evacuated the Dutchy of Holſtein; and 
marched towards Swediſh Pomerania. The King 
of Pruſſia, fearing the War, which was going to 
be made on the Frontiers of his Dominions, ſhould 
become burthenſome to them, uſed his utmoſt 
Endeavours to keep it at a Diſtance; and to this 
End ſolicited the Emperour to join him, to pacify 
the Troubles of the North, and particularly to 
prevent the Moſcovites, - Saxons and Danes from 
eſtabliſhing the Theater of the War, in the very 
Heart of the Empire. But all this tended to 
nothing; for the Imperial Court had Buſineſs 
enough on the Rhine, and were too vigorouſly 
puſhed by the French on that Side, to be able to 
concern themſelves with what paſſed in Holſtein and 
Pomerania. A Congreſs was indeed aſſembled at 
Brunſwick, but it produced hardly any Effect. 
The Moſcovites and Saxons. in the mean Time had 
layed Siege to Stettin, a conſiderable Fortreſs in 
Pomerania; and the Swediſp Garrifon in the Place 
was ſo weak, that it was obliged to ſurrender in 
leſs than a. Fortnight. The King of Pruffia put 
| himſelf in a Poſture to ſtop the Progreſs of the 
Allies, if he could not prevent it by the Way of 
Negotiation; and Prince Menzikoff, who com- 
manded the Moſcovites, came willingly- into his

Baron Gortz, Miniſter of the Duke of Gottorp, 
at the Court of Berlin, negotiated and obtained this 
Conſent; by repreſenting to Fredericł- William, that 
the Indifference of England and Holland, to main- 
tain the Guaranty of the Treaties of Atena and 
Traventhal, not permitting the Duke his Maſter to 
hope for the Re-cſtabliſhment of his Affairs, by 
any other way, than that of Negotiation : it muſ 
be indifferent to the Duke, while a general Peace 
- was concluded, whether the King of Denmark had 
Tonmngen, and the reſt of his Dominions, in Se- 
queſtration, or not; fince his Dan; Majeſty, en- 
gaged to reſtore them in the fame Condition they 
were in before the War. Theſe Reaſons, ſupported 
by various political Motives, induced the King of 
Pruſfia to conſent to this Sequeſtration. Gortz was 
Prime Miniſter of the Duke Adminiſtrator of Holſtein, 
and is more famous now-a-days for his vaſt Pro- 
es, which had like to have thrown all Europe 
into a Flame, than for the tragical Death, which 
put an End to his Days at Stockholm. © 
During his Stay at Berlin, he performed ſeveral

here, two or three of the principal ones. He fra 

a Scheme to place the young Duke of Gottorp on 
the Swediſh Throne, imagining Charles XII, would 
never return from Turky, where he had been neat 
five Years. With this View, he ſent M. Baſſewrtz, 
the Duke of Gottorp's other Miniſter into Naſſia, 
to treat with the Czar on this Affair; and gave 


him in Writing the Manner in which he ſhould

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into his Scheme. Baſſewitz had no ſooner made 
ſome Overtures to the Czar on this Subject, than 
he perceived. the Rufſian Monarch abhotd the 
Project, inſtead of inclining to purſue the Execu- 
tion of it. He informed Baron Gortz of this, 
who, underſtanding alſo that the King of Sweden 
was on the Point of returning into Chriſtendom, 
recalled Boſſewitz with all poſſible Speed; and 
fearing the Memorandums he had given him would 
be Evidences ſufficient to excite the King of 
Sweden's Anger againſt him and that Prince 
would puniſh his? for his raſh P roject, he wrote 
to Baſſetwitx's Secretary, to make his Eſcape from 
Him on the Road, and bring all his Maſter's Papers 
with him, promiſing him a Recompenſe adequate 
to this Service. The Secretary endeavoured to 
execute the Baron's Orders, however, he could not 
do it ſo ſecretly, but that Baſſewitæ perceived it 
Time enough; and purſuing him, overtook him, 
and obliged him to. return every Thing he had 
taken from him; the Loſs of which would have 
made Baſſewitz incapable of, juſtifying himſelf on 
the Orders Gortæ had given him, or ſent to him, 
when he was with the Czar.

The Diviſions, however, which reigned among 
his Pruſſian Majeſty's Miniſters, did not hinder 
that Monarch ſrom labouring inceſſantly to aggran- 
diſe his Family, and procure Advantages. to his 
Subjects. For the firſt, the King augmented his 
Army,. and omitted nothing to make his Troops 
the fineſt in the World, This noble Ambition 
being his Amuſement, he fpared no Money to 
procure it; and gave as far as two Thouſand. 
Crowns for an extraordinary tall Man, that he 
could place in the firſt Rank of his Great Grena- 
diers. But the King deſigning that all his Troops 
in general, for the future, ſhould be compo 2 ;

* none but tall Men; appointed every Captain a 
certain Diſtrict, throughout the whole Extent of 
his Dominions, out of which he * 2th take ſuch 
Men as he liked beſt, either by fair means, or 
force, provided they were not married or Houſe- 
keepers: and alſo, that young Men might not, en 
the one Hand, exempt themſelves from Service, by 
means of Marriage and Houſekeeping ; or moſt of 
them, on the other, precipitately marry improperly, 
for fear of becoming Soldiers; the King ' would 
have no young Man able to marry for the future, 
without the Permiſſion of the Captain, on whoſe 
Liſt he was, accordi ng. to the Rephrtinions of the 
Diſtricts. 
This Regulation gave Birth to a Thouſand Vera 
tions, from the Officers; theſe Gentlemen giving 
no Permiſſions gratis, though the King had ex- 
preſly forbid them to exact any Thing for them. 
If a Peaſant deſired to marry, he muſt "aſk; his 
Captain? 8 Permiſſion; ; and come up to his Price, 
to obtain it: and if the Captain either aſked too 
much, or the Peaſant was unable to give any 
Thing; there was no Permiſſion granted. If he 
Was of low Stature, he was not enliſted for a 
Soldier, but the Captain made him his Footman, or 
Groom, or at leaſt gave him to another Officer, who 
wanted him for a Servant, and the Captain received 
his Wages, for having yielded him to another. 
- The King ſoon received News of this extraordi- 
nary. Commerce; and that Monarch, who certainly 
never intended che Officers ſhould treat his Sub- 
jects like Slaves; frequently renewed his Prohibi- 
tions, with Menaces of corporal Puniſhment: and 
whenever an Officer, whoever. he was, was found 
guilty of this infamous Practice, the King chaſtiſed 
him on the Spot. remember to have ſeen a 
Count Dobna, a Colonel, confined in the Gade 
% Mexel, for the like Offence. But all this Mo- 
narch's 
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narcb's Precautions, could not prevent theſe Acts 
of Injuſtice being daily committed; and he was 
blamed for them, though he did every Thing in 
his Power to hinder them: and perhaps the Offi- 
cers themſelves were not wholly inexcuſable; for 
they were at great Expences to get tall Men, and 
muſt neceſſarily ſome way indemnify themſelves. 
Our Monarch did not only augment his Troops, 
but alſo increaſed his Revenue. Somebody made 
him obſerve, that if he erected a Manufacture of 
Cloth in his own Country, it would prevent the 
Exportation of many Millions, which were an- 
nually expended in the Purchaſe of forreigh Cloths. 
The Advice pleaſed, and the King this very Year, 
erected the Manufacture we are ſpeaking of; ſent 
for Workmen from Holland, cauſed the fineſt 
Wool in his Dominions to be collected together, 
and had it manufactured with wonderful Succeſs. 
This Manufacture was placed in a Houſe, which 
is now known by the Name of the Lager-haus, 
and is ſituate in the Cloiſter- Street. Frederick I, 
bought it of the Heirs of Marſhal Flemming, and 
eſtabliſhed an Academy in it for young Gentlemen, 
where they were boarded, and inftructed in all the 
_ Exerciſes proper for them, paying annually a very 
moderate Sum. i= Af ns 
The King inlarged the Town of Charlottembourg 
conſiderably, where the Pleafure Houſe is, which 
was formerly named Lutzelbourg, but now Char- 
lottembourg, in Memory of the late Queen, Mother 
to the King. He alſo gave a very large Sum to- 
wards rebuilding the City of Croſſen, which had 
ſuffered very much by a Conflagration in 1708. 
Thus this Monarch employed the immenſe 
Riches which he amaſſed by his Economy. His 
Army conſiſting of near 80,000 Men, was already 
as fine, as brilliant, as neat and ſplendid, as could 
be ſeen. The Soldiers, moſt of them well- ſnaped 
SQ Men,

Men, were every Year new-clothed; you alas 
ſaw them curled and powdered, and an exact Uni- 
formity. in their Dreſs, even. to the Buckles in 
their R ſo that whoever ſaw one Pruſſian 
Soldier, ſaw. them all. The Severity with. which 
the King had them puniſhed, made them extremely 
4 yg to their Duty, their Arms were kept 
exceedingly bright, and even their Boots, or Spat- 
terdaſhes, ſhone like Looking-Glaſſes ; by the 
Help of certain Cos which they knew 
how to make for that Purpoſe. - They performed 
their Exerciſe with wonderful Exactneſs, and their 
Motions were ſo regular, that one would have 
thought all the Soldiers moved by a Spring. The 
King's Eye was ſo long - ſighted and piercing, that 
he could diſcern from one End of a File to the 
other, though ever ſo long, the leaſt Motion that 
varied from this wonderful Regularity. Poſterity 
will hardly be able to believe the Beauty and Re- 
gularity of theſe Troops, and it is impoſſible to 
form a juſt Idea of them now, without having 
ſeen them with ones own Eyes. With ſo fine and 
ſo numerous an Army, our Monarch was in a 
Condition to make himſelf reſpected; and there 
fore Sweden imagined ſhe ſhould make a great Ac- 
quiſition, if ſhe could but detach his Prufian Ma- 


jeſty from the Intereſts of her Enemies.

The Com- 
mander returned no other Anſwer, except that he 
Would endeavour to make a good Defence; and indeed, 
he had omitted nothing that could contribute to 
it; for beſides the uſual Precautions, he had fortified 
the Ditches with Chevaux-de-Friſe, and incumbered 
them with the Trunks and Branches of Trees. 
On the 18th of Auguſt, they opened a 
Trenches in two different Places; and on the 2oth, 
the Batteries began to play upon the Fort, which 
anſwered them with à very brifke Fire of their 
Cannon : but that of the Allies not doing ſo much 
Execution as was expected, it was determined to 
orm the Place, and endeavour to carry it Sword 
in Hand. As it had very few Out-Works, and 
its Garriſon Was very weak, they had nothing to 
do but paſs the Ditch: which if they could do, 
chere was à great Probability of making themſelves 
Maſters of the Fort. This being thus reſolved on, 
400 Grenadiers and 600 Fuſiliers were commanded 
for the Attack; and the Cavalry had Orders to 
have Faſeines ready to fill the Ditch. The 1000 
Foot comtmafided for the Affault, were divided 
into four” Diviſions :- for four different Attacks; 
M. M inter feld, a Profſian Lieutenaht-Colonel,- com- 
manded that in the Center; à Pruſſian Major of 
the ſame Name, the Left; the Right was com - 
manded by M. Beth; 2 Major'i in the-daxor Troops;

Between fix and? ſeven of the Clock in hs 
Evening,*theſe Troops marched out of the Trench- 
es and poſted" themſelves within two hundred 
Vards 0 the Counterſcarp; where they covered 
themſelves with Soo Intrenchments, - and waited 
quietly for Day. As _ as it appeared, __y 
83 made 
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made a general Diſcharge of all the Artillery, che 
Signal for the Attack; which the Beſiegers —— 
with great Vigour; «marching couragiouſly-ſtrait to 
the Ditch,- where the Beſieged waited for them.” 
They had not yet, according to the King of 
Sweden's Orders; fired a ſingle Shot, but as — as 
the Beſiegers appeared on the Brink of the Ditch, 
they made ſo dreadful a fire on them, that they 
laid many of them dead on the Ground. Major 
Winterfeld, however, leaped into the covered Way, 
with Part of his Diviſion; but was killed there, as 
well as Major Beth, and ſeveral other Officers of 
Diſtinction. The Allies advanced in cloſe Order, 
with all poſſible Courage, but the Beſieged made 
ſuch a fire, that hardly a Shot miſſed doing Execu- 
tion. The Soldiers diſcouraged, began to give 
way, when the Prince of irtemberg, a Major 
General, in the Service of Saxony, (the ſame who 
was afterwards flain at Guaſtalla) marched out of 
the Trenches, followed by ſeveral Officers, and 
the few Soldiers he could aſſemble in the Hurry, 
and came to the Aſſiſtance of the Aſſailants. The 
Fire of the Swedes began to ſlacken, and the Allies 
taking freſh Courage, at the Sight of che 5 
of Virtemberg, who expoſed himſelf very 
 furmounted all Obſtacles, paſſed the Dich, .

and working at their Lines of Circumvallation. 


While they were employed in this, the Kings of 


Pruſſia and Denmark went ſometimes. to the 


of Uſedom, to ſee the Arrival of the heavy Artillery 
and Ammunition, and haſten the Preparations for 


the Attack of the Iſe of Rugen. One Day when 
thoſe 'two Monarchs were in the Iſland of Uſedom, 
they heard: a great Firing of Cannon, on the Side 
of the Sea; it was the Daniſh Flotilla, commanded 
by Admiral Sebeſtedt, engaging ſome Swediſb Pri- 
vatcers, which would have oppoſed his paſſing the 
Niewe-Diep. The two Kings went upon an Emi- 
nence, from whence they could ſee this whole 
Naval Action, in which the Danes gained the 
Advantage; the Swediſo Privateers being obliged 
to ſtand off: and ſome of them were even ſo much 


damaged, they were obliged to run themſelves

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ground near rralſund, where the Danes ſome 
Time afterwards ſeized tbe mn. 

The King of Pruſſia being returned into his 
Camp, affembled a great Council of War, at which 
his own Generals, and thoſe of Saxony and Denmark 
aſſiſted, as well as ſeveral Miniſters of State. They 
debated whether they ſhould attack the City in 
form, and the Opinions were divided; © ſome 
thought they ought only to bombard it, and gave 
very good Reaſons to ſupport their Opinions; but 
thoſe who declared for attacking it in form, in all 
Probability, gave as good, ſince it was determined 
to form a regular Siege, in order to make them- 
ſelves Maſters of the Place.

STRALSUNp 18 ſituated in the Hither Phiawiito, 
and” belongs to the Lordſhip of Bard; and oppo- 
ite to it lies the Iſland of Rugen, Which is only 
ſeparated from it by the narrow Streight of Getie 
or 'Gelle; and cloſe to the Shore of the 'Baltick 
Sea.

It afterwards became free and 
imperial, and is indeed one of the richeſt and 
ſtrongeſt Cities in Germany; being almoſt encom- 
paſſed by the Sea, and the Lake Franken, fo, that 
there is fio approaching it, but by a narrow Cauſe-

225 was then alſo beſides: by almoſt inacceſſible Re- 
trenchments. Stralſund has three Gates, that of 
Kniep, that of Frank,” and that of Tyiebſee; the 
Side of the City between the Gates of Frank and 
Kniep,' looks towards the Iſland of Rugen; that be- 
tween the Gates of - Frank and — towards 
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Gripſtwald; and that which is between the Gates of 
Triebſce and Kniep, towards Dangarten and the 
Country of Mecklembeurg ; and the two laſt __ 
are environed with great Moraſſes. This City in 
the Year 1629, was beſieged by the Imperialiſts, 
commanded by Count Wallenftein, but he was 
obliged to raiſe the Siege; however, Frederick-

it in 1678, by the Aſſiſtance of his Bombs; but 
it was reſtored to the Swedes, by the Treaty of 
St. Germain en Laye.

and of the firſt, in the Dutchy of Pomerania. 

The Allies broke Ground before it, in two dif- 
ferent Places, in the Night between the 19th and 
20th of Oflober. The Attack was begun by the 
Pruſſians and Danes; and the Workmen, to the 
Number of 1560, carried on their Works with 
great Diligence; ſo that, in a few Days, they were 
very near the Swediſh Intrenchments.

Particulars of it; and 6600 Foot, ind about 2000 
Horſe, were appointed for the Enterpriſe. The 
_ greateſt Part of theſe Troops were committed to 
Aid-de-Camp General Roppen, who was to be 
ſuſtained by Major-General Loben; and the reſt 
of the F hs were diſtributed according to the Plan 
reed on. 

At half an Hour after One in the Morning, the 
Troops deſigned for the Attack, being arrived at 
the Rendevous ; Koppen began to march with the 
Water above the Waiſt, and being followed by 
M. Loben, with 1000 Foot, ſoon penetrated as far 
as a Battery, which pointed towards Fort Denbolm. 
The Swedes, not imagining the Allies would at- 
tempt an Attack on that Side, becauſe of the 
Water, were a little ſurpriſed; however, perceiving 
their Approach, they fired a Cannon Shot, which 
was the Signal to take Arms. General Trautwetter 
drew up his Men, in the beft Manner he could, in 
the Confuſion ; - but the Allies had got within the 
Intrenchments, before he could make his Diſpo- 
fition, The Swediſp Regiment of Mellin, finding 
itſelf hard prefied by the Allies, before it could 
form, gave way ; thoſe of Horn and Trautwetter 
did better, and for ſome: Time fought very bravely ; 
but ſeeing themſelves ſurrounded on all Sides, were 
obliged, part of them to ſave themſelves by Flight, 
and the reſt to throw down their Arms, and ſur- 
render Priſoners. The Fugitives were ſo cloſely 
purſued by the Beſiegers, that they were very near 
entering the Place with them; but the Swedes had 
Time to draw up the Bridge, and choſe rather to 
facrifice their Friends, who were tilt without, than 
run the Hazard of looſing the City at once. - 
Thus this Retrenchment was taken, on which 

Charles relyed ſo much, and the French Ambaſſador 
in his Letter to the King of Pruſſia, had made ſa 
formidable.

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| which they found, belides a great Quantity of Am- 
munition, 25 Pieces of Cannon, half of them 
Braſs; which were immediately med upon the 
Place. 
The King 3 Sweden was tempted to bring Ge- 
neral Trautwetter to a Trial, for not having been 
enough on his Guard, in the Intrenchments he had 
intruſted him to defend; but altered his Sentiments 
on better Information. 

The Thoughts of the Allies, in the mean Tims; 
were wholly employed about making themſelves 
Maſters of the Iſland of Rugen, by which the Be- 
ſieged might eaſily receive Supplies of Men and 
Proviſions from Sweden. They had 400 Veſlels ready 
for the Tranſportation of 24 Battalions . and 39

They began to embark them on the 2d 7 Nos 
vember, at Ludwig ſbourg, but a violent Storm which 
happened unexpectedly, prevented their failing till 
the 8th, when it was reſolved to ſhape their Courſe 
towards Palmerof, to conceal their true Deſign; 
which was to make the Deſcent at $!rezzau. On 
the 12th they arrived off Palmerof, where they 
dropped Anchor; and in the Cloſe of the Even- 
ing, embarked the Troops in flat-bottom'd Boats, 
to tranſport them to Strezzau; but a contrary 
Wind happening, mixed with Rain, Orders: were 
given for the Boats to return to the Ships, which 

was done with great Difficulty, becauſe of the 
Darkneſs. The Wind continuing contrary *till the 
15th, they remained inactive; but the Deſcent was 
reſolved on that Day, and accordingly executed by 
broad Daylight. The Troops were re-embarked 
in the Boats, which ſailed for the Land with a

The Prince of Anbalt was not 3 25 the 


King of Sweden no ſooner underſtood the Deſign of 
the Allies, than he was cloſe. at their Heels. Charles 
being told they had been landed in the Iſland ſome 
Hours, did not doubt but that he ſhould be able to de- 
feat them, with 800 Foot and 2000 Horſe; imagining 

to find them ſtill in the Diſorder of a Debarkation. 
The next Day at Four of the Clock in the 
s he was in Sight of the Allies; but how 
was he furprized, when he found them well in- 
trenched!

. could never have thought it. However, continued 
he, it ſignifies nothing; let them tear away the 
Chevaux-de-Friſe, and attack them.

NEE POV at which Inftant, his Horſe: being 
killed under him, a Dans Lieutenant, who knew 
him, ſeized him by the right Arm, and eried out, 
Sire, ſurrender yourſelf, or I will kill you: but 
Charles, who had a Piſtol in his Belt, took it in 
his Left Hand, and ſhot the Damp Officer through 
the Head. The Battle grew extremely obſtinate;

The Allies loſt about 200 Men in chis n ; 
and the Swedes left about 400 dead on the Spor, 
near the Intrenchment, beſides as many wounded. 
| Among the dead on the Swediſp Side, were the 
Major Generals Baſſewitz and Grothbuſen, the 
Colonels Wilwarth and Torſtenſon, four Captains, 


and a great Number of ſubaltern Officers; General . 


Dalldorſf was wounded by the King of Sweden's 
Side, as were alſo the Colonels Caſcul and Cron- 
fedt. The Allies loſt very few Gfficers of Di- 
ſtinction, except the Colonel and Major of the 
Regiment of Fuiland, of the Daniſh Troops 3 The 
Prince of Heſſe Philipftadt, a General, (now in the 
Dutch Service) was ſhot through the Arm, and 
Count Sponeck, a Os wounded with three 
mall Shot.

Aſter this Victory, the whole Inand of Rugen 


ſubmitted to the Allies, and ſome er of 


Swedes, who were diſperſed about it, ſurrendered 


Priſoners; among which were Lieutenant-General 


Marſchall, the Major Generals, Count Mellin, 
Strobfelden, and Wolfrath, three Colonels, three 
Lieutenant-Colonels, ſeven Majors, forty-eight 
Captains, ſeventy-two Subalterns, and about an 
hundred warrant Officers. All theſe Priſoners, were 
divided among the Allies, and his Pruſſian Majeſty 
formed a Regiment of Cavalry out of thoſe, which 
fell to his Lot, the Command of which he gave 
to the Prince of Anbali's eldeſt Son, out of Grati- 
rude for the Service which _ Father had done him 
on this Occaſion.

the Czar advanced with his Fleet, having 30,000 
regular Troops on Board, very near Stockholm, 


and ſpread ſuch an Alarm throughout the whole 


Kingdom of Sweden; that they were obliged to 


think of defending their Capital, inſtead of ſuccour- 


ing their King: and beſides this, the Engh/ſh F. leet, 


commanded by Sir John Norris, was preparing to 


reinforce the Damp, which was under the Com- 


mand of Admiral Grabe.

The King of Sweden, * ſuſpected 990 Dif- | 
rakes the Allies would meet with; made the ne- 
ceſſary Diſpoſitions for a Sally, which he conducted 
himſelf, armed and cloathed like a common Soldier. 
The Combat was furious; Charles did Wonders, 
and was fo well ſeconded by his Swedes, that the 
Beſiegers were beat out of the Work.

The Allies being Maſters. of theſe Yon. were 
preparing to make a general Attack on the Body 
of the Place; which the King of Sweden would 
have ſtood ; , but his Generals and Miniſters . con- 
juring him not to expoſe himſelf to inevitable Cap- 
tivity, or Death, which could neither redound to 
his Greatneſs or Glory: he left the Place, and 
embarking on board a ſmall Veſſel, eſcaped almoſt 
miraculouſly into Sweden; as may be ſeen by 
thoſe Hiltoriahs, who have MF the Life of that 
Prince. 

After the Departu fe of FASL Gems a

They ſympathiſed extremely; their Humours and

The Sovereignty of the City of Stralſund was 
yielded to the King of Denmark, who promiſed the 
| Inhabitants to preſerve them in their Privileges. 
His Majeſty made Major General Steffens Gover- 
nour of the Place, and left him the three Regi- 
ments of Prince Charles, Pretorius and Ingenhorn, 
for a Garriſon ; and the two Kings, after having 
given reciprocal Marks of their Eſteem for each 
other, ſeparated to return into their reſpective Do- 
minions, uk TO Rats OP, 
Thus ended the Campaign of 1715, to the 
great Advantage of the Allies. His Pruſſian Ma- 
jeſty arrived at Berlin, on the 2d of January; and 
would not permit the Magiſtrates to erect any 
triumphal Arches for him, or be at any uſeleſs 
Expence, on account of the taking of Stralſund: 
but only ordered ſolemn Thanks to be returned to 
God, to whom the whole Succeſs of this Event, 
ought - chiefly to be aſcribed. Some Time after 
this Monarch's Return, that is to ſay, on the 13th 
of March, the Queen his Spouſe was delivered of a 
Princeſs, who was baptized in the Chappel of the 
Caſtle ; and named Pbilippina- Charlotte; the Duke 
of Orleans, Regent of France, being Godfather, 
and the Dutcheſs Dowager of Orleans, and Dutcheſs 
of Zell, God-mothers. As ſoon as his Pruſſian Ma- 
jeſty was arrived at Berlin, he cauſed ſeveral Bat- 
talions to march and reinforce the Blockade of 
Miſmar; in order to drive the Swedes for good and 
all out of the Empire. After this our Monarch 
applied himſelf to augment and imbelliſh his 
Troops; and did not negle& his | Manufactures,” 
particularly that of Cloth, from which he promiſed 
| himſelf great Advantage: and indeed ſince the 
Prohibition to export the Wool of the March of 
Brandenbourg, either into Switzerland, or other- 
where, and introduce forreign Cloths into his Do- 
e minions; 
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minions; the Revenue of the Exciſe was very mucft | 
increaſed. 
The Czar, in the Saving: of the Year 1716, 
made a Voyage to Copenhagen, where he had a 
Conference with the King of Denmark ; and thoſe 


two Monarchs 9 to join their F leets toge- 
ther, and make a Deſcent in Scania, or the Penin- 
ſula of Schonen; and employ 30,000 regular Troops 
in this Expedition. The Czar's Fleet ſoon joined 
the Daniſh in Sight of Copenhagen, where they re- 
mained ſome Time; and every Body believed the 
Conqueſt of Schonen infallible : but a Difference 
unexpectedly ariſing between the Czar and his 
Daniſh Majeſty, the Expedition proved abortive. 
The Czar would have had the King of Denmark 
act againſt Schonen with all his Forces, and join 
him with only 8000 Men; and yet inſiſted on an 
equal Share of the Advantages and Conqueſts. 
This Difference occaſioned a fort of Coolnefs be- 
tween thoſe two Princes, which was never Ater- 
wards wholly removed. 
However that was, the Czar A out of 
Denmark with his Troops, very much out of Hu- 
mour ; paſſed through Holſtein, and entered into the 
Dutchy of Mectlembourg, where he made ſome 
Stay. The Duke who then governed in that 
Country, was named Charles-Leopold ; and it is un- 
neceſſary for me to deſcribe his reſtleſs and tur- 
bulent Diſpoſition here, becauſe it will diſcover 
itſelf enough, in the remaining Part of this Hi- 
ftory. This Prince, on the 2d of July 1710, had 
married for his firſt Wife, Sophia-Hedwiga, Daugh- 
ter of Henry-Cafmmir, Prince of Naſſau-Dietz ; and 
after the Deceaſe of that Princeſs, which happened n | 
fome Years afterwards, he married for his fecond TO 
Wife Caiharina-Toanowa, Princeſs of Ruſſia, and.

The Duke was hardly returned into his Domi- 
nions, before he began to ſeek a Quarrel again 
with his Nobility ; ; but as he did not think himſelf

hold on the Opportunity of the Czar's Arrival, to 
obtain ſome Thouſands of his Troops, to remain 
in his Country, in order to defend him againſt the 
Attempts of his Nobility. The Czar unacquainted 
with = Privileges of the Mecklembourg Nobility, 
and how far the Duke's Rights extended ; judged 
he could not refuſe ſuch a Piece of Service, to a 
Prince who was juſt become his Nephew; thinking 
ry to bring a Nobility, which he believed 
diſobedient, to a right Senſe of their Duty. He 
therefore left him three or four Thouſand Men, 


and ordered the reſt to march through Pomerania 


and Poland, into Ruſſia; as for himſelf, he reſolved 
to go into the Dominions of Brandenbourg, and 
have a Conference with his Pruſſian Majeſty .z and 
engaged the Duke of Mecklembourg te accompany

The City of Havelberg derives its Name from its 
Situation near the River Havel, whoſe Waters en- 
viron it; and the City itſelf lies in the Territory 
properly called Havelberg : but the Cathedral and 


_ Epiſcopal Palace are upon an Eminence, on the, 


other Side the Havel; in a little Diſtrict called 
Preignitz. Havelberg has undergone ſeveral Revo- 
lutions; the King of Denmark took it, and built 
a Fortreſs on the Eminence, but however abandoned 
it in 1627. The Imperialiſts afterwards ſeized it, 
and the Swedes drove them out of it in 1631 3 they 
afterwards in Conjunction with the Saxons retook it 


in 16 365 but the Stoedes entered it again the next - 


Year. 
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Year. It was afterwards taken and retaken, and 
finally left in the Pollcfſion of the Elecioe of Bron 
denbourg. * 

There was foriznly: A Biſhoprick RY ah ded 
by the Emperour Otho I, but it was ſecularized at 
the Treaty of Munſter, in favour of the Houſe of 
Brandenbourg. It was in this City, the Czar and 
King of Prufſia had a Conference on the 23d of 
November 1 716; his Pruſſian Majeſty being accom- 
panied by M. Printz, Great Marſhal of his Court, 


General Count Denboff, and Baron Igen, his Privy 


Counſellour and Miniſter of State : and the Czar, 
as I have ſaid before, was accompanied by the 
Duke of Mecklembourg, whom he had 8 
Generaliſſimo of his Troops in Germany. 

The two Monarchs, from the very Evening of 
their Arrival, expreſſed great Friendſhip for each 
other; and their Conferences laſted five Days. We 
do not well know what was the Subject of them; 
ſome ſay it was the City of Elbing, which the late 
King of Pruſſia had reſtored to Poland, notwith- 
ſtanding neither the Principal or Intereſt of a large 
Sum of Money, for which it had been mortgaged 
by that Crown, was never repayed; and which our 
Monarch was determined not to looſe : : others fay 
it was a Treaty of Marriage between the eldeſt Son 
of the late Markgrave Philip, and one of the Czar's 
Nieces ; but that Prince was then ſo very young, 
that T cannot think they thought of marrying 
; Him. 

Whatever che Subject was, the Czar imme- 
diately afterwards ſet out for Hambourg, and his 
Pruſſian Majeſty returned to Berlin; where the He- 
reditary Prince of Wirtemberg was already arrived, 
-to celebrate his Marriage with the Princeſs Mary 
Henrietta, Daughter of the late Markgrave Philip 
of Brandenbourg. The King ſent the Collar of the 
| Order of the Black Eagle to the Prince of Wirtem- 
berg, 
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berg, by M. Natzmar ; and their Nup tials were 


celebrated with great Magnificence, yan Weeks 


after; Urfinus, the good Biſhop of Bar, who was 
then very much advanced in Years, performing the 
Ceremony. The new-married Couple left Berlin 
under a tripple Diſcharge of the Artillery. 141 

I have forgot to relate in its proper Place, that 
the King of Pruſſia promiſed the Czar, a magni- 
ficent Amber Cabinet, which was in his Majeſty's 


Palace at Berlin, and had been made with great 


Labour and Expence: and that he added to this 
Preſent, a ſuperb Hunting - Boat, guilt all over 


without, and richly furniſhed within; which the 


late King, his Majeſty's Father, had built in Hol- 
land, at the Expence of 100,000 Crowns. Theſe. 


valuable Preſents were ſent by the Elbe to Ham- 


Bourg, and ſhipped from thence for St. Peterſbourg; 


and the Czar promiſed his Pruſſian Majeſty in 


return, to ſend him annually an hundred and fif 
of the talleſt Men, that could be found in his 
Dominions, to be incorporated into the Great- 


Grenadiers of Potzdam. His Czariſh Majeſty im- 


mediately ſent ſuch expreſs Orders into Ruſſia, for 
that Purpoſe, that the hundred and fifty Men ar- 
rived at Potzdam, towards the End of the Year ; 
and this extraordinary Ruſſian Preſent, continued 
even after the Czar's Death; the King of Pruſſia 
alſo. on his Side, ſending annually ſome of his 
Subaltern Officers into Ruſſia, to inſtruct their 
Troops in the Pruſſian Diſcipline. * 

The Czar ſet out from Hambourg, to go into 


Holland with his Spouſe, from whence he went 
into France; but the Czarina, who was with Child; 
and far advanced in her Pregnancy, not being able 
to accompany him into France, ſtayed at Amſterdam, 


where they thought ſhe would be delivered: but

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ſhe was received under a Diſcharge of 49; Pieces of 
Cannon, pointed on the Bank of the Rhine. The 
Czar, Who was returning to Amſterdam when ſhe. 
was brought to-bed at Veſel, receiv'd by an Ex- 
preſs the News. of the Czarina's being happily de- 
| livered of a Prince on the 13th of January, 1717, 
which was immediately baptized, and named Paul. 
This gave the Czar an extreme Joy; but another 
Expreſs, which arrived ſoon after the other, 
brought him the melancholy Advice, that the 
young Prince died the ſame Day. 

This fame Year L717, og King reſolved to 
aboliſn all the Fiefs in his Dominions, and make 
them Allodial, or Free; on Condition of an annual 
Sum, amounting to 300, ooo Crowns. To make 
the Reader rightly comprehend what the Change, 
which the King deſigned to make in this Reſpect, 
conſiſted in; I will tranſcribe what is ſaid of it 
m a German Author, which has been tranſlated into- 
French, under the Title ef the Modern Cyrus. 
Every body knows, ſays the Author, there muſt 
„ have been very ſtrong and preſſing Reaſons, to 
<« induce the King to. renounce his Rights in favour 
* of his Vaſſals; and give them, by a particular 
Act of Goodneſs, the intire Sovereignty of 
the Fiefs they poſſeſſed throughout all his Domi- 
“% nions. This Renunciation will appear enigma- 
_< tical to a Man verſed in the Feudal Law; he will 
< not be able to comprehend, how. a Lord Para- 
„ mount of a Mannour could reſolve with himſelf, 
to diſcharge his Coppy-holders from their Obli- 
% gations to him, and leave them their Fiets very 
nearly free. The Original of Fiefs, and the 
End of their Eſtabliſhment are well known; the 
Intention of them was, that thoſe who poſſeſſed 
them, ſhould be ready to do on all Occaſions,

* Roſs-dienſt; that is to ſay, Mount on Horſeback 
> defend the Country, and earn their Fiefs

„ granted, it as truly enfues, that the Lord Para- 
mount, when the Nobility of a Country are 

remiſs in their Duty, has a lawful Right to

s titled to receive. In ancient Times, before they 

had regular Troops in conſtant Pay; it is evident 

this Inſtitution, was not only very uſeful, but even 

* indiſpenſably neceſſary, for the Preſervation and 

Safety of the Country. Princes then held it for 

a Maxim, that the Strength of a State conliſted 

« in the Number of its Fiets, and Knights-Feuda- 

tory; and for that Reaſon, a Country would 

„never ſuffer a forreign Sovereign Prince, to ac- 

« quire one of its Vaſſals, for fear of weakening 

eir Number, and making the Country more 
„ inſecure againſt the Attacks of an Enemy. They 
* would no more permit any Perſon to acquire 4 
« Fief, unleſs he was of the ſame Rank; and 
* capable of meriting it, by expoſing his Life 
« Occaſion. Plebeians and Men of weak Conſti- 
„ tutions, were excluded from them; the one, 
* becauſe they were incapable of Service; and the 
others, that the Dignity of Vaſſals might not be 
* brought into Contempt, by their refuſing to 
„ march againſt the Enemy with them. Laſtly, 
<< theſe Fic had Qualifications, and Properties, 
very advantageous, and of extreme Conſequence, 
« in Times paſt. This Cuſtom has been ſucceeded - 
&« by that of levying and maintaining regular Ca-

“ Country would be leſs expoſed to Inſults, by 
ce this Means: and fince that Time, the Service of 
the Vaſſal is become uſeleſs; nay, it is almoſt a

«© the Soldier has done the Duty, the Vaſſal did 
& before. As this Nobility, has loſt the Remem- 
5 brance of their Subjection, ſo they alſo retain a 
« Senſe of the Slight put on them, in making no 
te more Uſe of their Service; they are reduced to 
the Condition of no longer attending on their 
« Sovereign as Vaſſals, and not appearing in that 
« Quality on any Occaſion of Parade, not even in 
Tournaments; in a Word, of doing nothing 
that might diſtinguiſh them from thoſe, who 
really follow the - Profeſſion of Arms. The 

<< Ancients looked on their Office in Tournaments, 
Das a Mark of Contempt, and Subject of Raillery ; 
the Reaſon of which is well known to thoſe, 
Who have ſeen the Equipage of this Nobility, - 
„ when they made their Appearance either at a 
„ Feſtival, or in War. One was a bad Horſeman, 
& another was mounted on a Coach-horſe, this had 
«© his Furniture all in Tatters, the others Arms 
were all ruſty and old-faſhioned ; here you ſaw 
© one who could not guide his Horſe, there 
another, who out of Timidity and want of 

*© Addreſs, could not fit upon his; in ſhort, a 
«thouſand other Extravagancies, which ſerved 
& for Entertainment and Paſtime to the Courtiers 
and Soldiers, for a whole Year. The Vaſſal 
Nobility paid no Taxes, or the leaſt Thing in 
Money; but every Gentleman mounted on 
* Horſeback, according to his Rank, or the 
« Place he had in the Muſter-Rolls: and this 
** Nobility compoſed the Cavalry, who took the 
S F dield, in Order to earn their Fiefs, with the

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« Price of their Blood. The Burghers and 
4 Peaſants by contributing to the Expence, bought 
* the Advantage of ſtaying at Home, to take 
& Care of their Houſhold Affairs, carry on Com- 
< merce, and cultivate the Lands. But if any 
<« extraordinary Subſidy was required, which did 
„ not relate to War; He Vaſſal Nobility were then 
c obliged to contribute to it, in Proportion to 
« the Number of their Horſes: and this Tax 
„ ſometimes amounted to ten, twenty, thirty, or 
* forty Crowns each Horſe; and in Caſes of great 
v6 Neceſſity, exceeded even fifty. For Example, 
a Tax is appointed to build a Palace for the 
Prince to reſide in; another Time he demands 
Fortunes for his Daughters; or the Prince is 
&« indebted, and requires a pecuniary Aſſiſtance 
„an nis Subjects. On this Sort. o Occaſions, 
„ where War was out of the Queſtion, and it was 
& not neceſſary for the Nobility to mount on 
_ * Horſeback; they were equally obliged to pay 
e their Quotas in Money, inſtead of Service: 
< but however did not pay ſo much as the Burg- 
<« hers or Peaſants, becauſe they were always on 
the Watch, and ready to march for Defence of 
1 Country. Add to this, that in the primitive 
6 Times of their Inſtitution; they conſtituted al- 
moſt the whole Strength and Support of the Go 
vernment; but as it is cuſtomary at preſent to

| From all this the Author concludes, that the 
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King did a very advantageous Thing for this 
Nobility, in making their Pie free, ing . 
but the Advantage would have been much more 
real, if that Monarch had granted it gratis. But 
as each Fief was taxed to pay a Sum, much ex- 
ceeding in Value, that of the Feudal Service, 
which had been for Time immemorial, taxed at forty 
Crowns each Horſe; the Nobility, far from thank- 
ing the King, reſolved to make their Repreſen- 
Feen to him, on this Head, without having any 
egard to that Prince's Declaration, bearing Date 
the 3oth of June, 1717, in Which he explained his 
Intentions at large: but an Edict iſſued from his 
Majeſty's Cabinet Council, and dated the gth of 
January next enſuing, removed all Objeftions, and 
convinced the Feudatory Nobility, that * 
do nothing better than 'accept of what his Majeſty 
as pleaſed to grant them, and comply with on 
be required of them. 

As ſoon as our Monarch had compleated 1 | 
Buſineſs of the Fiefs, he turned his whole Attention

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The Method the 6 Avich Refu ges took of leav- 
tag his Majeſty to make Choice of a Perſon to re- 
lace Count Benboff, in the Direction of their Af 
airs; was ſo agreeable to him, that he not only 
confirmed their Privileges, but enlarged them 
afterwards, as I ſhall ay in its proper Place. . 
The King underſtanding, although he had ex- 
pre prohibited the young Men of his Dominions, 
his Edicts of the 7th of October 1713, and gth 
o May 1714, to go out of the Country, on Pain 
of being treated as Deſerters; that ſeveral of them 
had lately made their Eſcape : publiſhed an Order, 
dated at Berlin, the 19th of February, this ſame 
Year ; by which he granted thoſe run- a- ways a 
Reſpite of two Months longer, during which Time 
they mi bras return into their native Country, 
provide Wen © the Magiſtrate of 
the Place, from ce they went, with their Re- 
turn, 
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turn. This Mon arch took the. Averſion thoſe 
young Men ſhewed for a military Life, to which they 
were - deſtined, as I may ſay, from the Cradle, 
very ill; and in this Order, treated thoſe who had 
fled out of the Country for fear of it, as Men, void 
of Honour and Conſcience. © 
This Prince publiſhed another Edict on the 23d 
of April, this fame Year, which was only an Ex- 
tenſion of the preceding; in which he renewed his 
Menaces againſt thoſe who ſhould ſtay in forreign 
Countries, for fear of being inrolled for Retruits, 
and promiſed a freſh Pardon to thoſe, who would 
take Advantage of a Prolongation of two Months, 
which he was: pleaſed to grant them, for ſuſpend- 
ing the Execution of the Puniſhments, directed by 
his former Edicts to be inflicted on them. I would 
willingly tranſlate all theſe Pieces, but am afraid of 
tiring the Reader by a continual Repetition of the 
ſame Expreſſions ; and therefore think it better, to 
haye briefly given only the Subſtance of them. | 
While the King was ſtriving to heap up Riches 
| by his. good Economy, two Villains abuſed their 
eee to rob his Majeſty's Treaſury. The 
firſt of theſe was named Run, he had been a Foot- 
man, and was afterwards Valet de Chambre to the 
late King; but his Son Frederick-William pleaſe 
with his honeſt. Looks and genteel Perſon, a 
vanced him to the Office of Caſtellan, that is to 
fay, | Keeper of the Royal Palace at Berlin. This 
Employment was not a Trifle for ſuch a Man as 
Runk ; beſides: the Honour of entering into the 
King's Apartments, a Caſtellan has a very good 
Salary; he keeps the Keys of all the Chambers, 
Parlours, Salons, Sc. and takes Care that all 
Things in them are neat and in good order. No 
Forreigner comes to ſee the fine Furniture of the 
Palace, but makes ſome little Preſent to the Ca- 
mr or his Wife; which ſort of Accidents, at F 
f the 
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the Year's End, very often amount to a large Sum. 
Notwithſtandin g all theſe Advantages, the Caſtel- 
lan, or Keeper Runk, took it into his Head tq rob 
the King; and for that Purpoſe ſuborned the 
Lock-ſmith of the Palace, to make ſeveral falſe 
Keys, with which theſe Wretches opened the 
King's Coffers, and at two or three Times ftole 
twelve Thouſand Crowns out of them. They fol- 
lowed this Trade for ſome Time, and perhaps 
would not have been diſcovered ſo ſoon as they 
were, if the imprudent Stief, (the Name of the 
. Lock-ſmith) had not taken a Fancy to go and 

rummage in the Cabinet ? Curioſities, and take 
ſome Gold Medals out of it, which he went to ſell 


to a Goldſmith. He immediately ſuſpected there 


was ſomething extraordinary, that occaſioned the 
ſelling of theſe Medals ; however, pretended he 
would buy them: but as that, ſaid he, appears to 
be of old Metal, I ſhould be glad to try it at my 


Leiſure, and therefare deſired” he would lay *- 


with him for a few Hours; which Requeſt he ob- 
| tained. As ſoon as ever the Lock-ſmith was gone, 
the Goldſmith immediately ran to M. De la Croze, 
Profeſſor in Philoſophy, and a learned and ſkilful 
Antiquarian, who was Director of the Royal Li- 
brary, and Cabinet of Curioſities. 

This ingenious Man knew theſe two Medals at 
the firſt Sight, to be ſome of thoſe belonging to the 
King's Cabinet; and aſked the Goldſmith how he 
came by them; who told him by what means they 
came into his Hands. The Officer of the neareſt 
Guard was informed of this, without Loſs of 
Time, who ordered ſome Soldiers to go and lie 
concealed near the Goldſmith's Houſe ; and when 
the Lock-ſmith came to demand the Money for his 
Medals, he was very much ſurpriſed to find him- 
ſelf arreſted. He was conducted to Priſon, and in 
a few Days afterwards, ſuffered the Torture ordi- 
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nary and extraordinary, without confeſſing any 
Thing, except that he had found theſe Medals on 
the Ground in the Street. 

The Caſtellan, who was not yet in the leaſt 
ſuſpected, diſcovered the whole Affair, in the fol- 
lowing Manner, by attempting to ſave his Accom- 
plice. He wrote a Dialogue between ſome im 
nary Thieves, who ſaid r Lock-ſmith Stef 
was unjuſtly detained, W os they were the Per- 
ſons who had committed the Robbery in queſtion : 
and that they had dropped the Medals „Which 
were the Cauſe of this innocent Man's Impriſon- 
ment; as they were coming down from one of the 
Palace Windows. Runk had the Imprudence to 
cauſe Copies of this Dialogue to be fixed up in 
| ſeveral Places, by People who he thought were his 

very great Friends ; or perhaps he imagined, they 
would not think there was any Knavery in it. Be 
that as it will, they ſearched for the Author of 
theſe Papers, and ſoon diſcovered him ; Runk was 
ſeized, who immediately owned his Crime z and 
added, their Intention was to ſteal the Crown, 
Globe, Scepter, and other Royal Ornaments, and 
afterwards retire into ſome very remote Region. 
This Confeſſion convicted the Lock-ſmith, who 
then owned what he had concealed when under the 
Torture. The Caſtellan was alſo put to the Tor- 
ture, to make him confeſs ſomething elſe ; but 
they could get nothing more from him. 

Their Proceſs was ſoon made, a F ortnight or 

three Weeks were ſufficient to draw it up, at 4 
End of which Time their Sentence was pronounced 
to them; and on the 8th of June, in the Morn- 
ing, they were put into a Cart, with their Backs 
turned towards the Horſes, and their Hands tied, 
and in that Manner conducted to the Place of Exe- 
cution; being pinched from Time to Time, as 
they were carrying along, with burning hot 
Pincers: 


— 
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a their Wives following them on Foot, in 
the Midſt of a Circle of Soldiers, three deep, with 
Bayonets at the Muzzles of their Pieces. When 
they were arrived at the Place of Execution, the 
Lock. ſmith was firſt extended on a St. Andrew's 
Croſs, and had all his Limbs broke, while alive, 
the Caſtellan, his Wife, and the Lock - ſmith's Wife, 
ſtanding Spectators; and in a quarter of an Hour 
afterwards, the Caſtellan ſuffered the ſame Puniſh- 
ment, the two Women being obliged to ſee him 
broke alſo: after which they were conducted to 
Spandau, and put among the lewd Women, who 
are ſeverely corrected every Day. 

The German Courts of Judicature are commonly 
very flow and very circumſpect, when Sentence of 
Death is to be pronounced againſt a Man; and it 
is not ſurprizing in Germany, to ſee a criminal 
Proceſs continue four or five Years together. 
When the Crime is fully confeſſed, before they even 
Paſs Sentence, they — 5 a Thouſand Precautions ; 4 
they ſend the Trial to the moſt celebrated Univer- 
fities ; conſult the moſt able Lawyers; and after 
that proceed to paſs Sentence. His Pruſſian Ma- 
jeſty thinking all thefe Delays only ſerved to make 
= Criminals ſuffer more, forbad any criminal 
Trial in his Dominions, to laſt for the future, 
above three Months; but would not have them 

roceed to execute any criminal Sentence, before he 

d reviewed it himſelf; and was pleaſed to take 
the Trouble of examining into the Particulars of 
them, to prevent the Inconveniencies that might. 
reſult from Prejudice, Animoſity, or Intereſt. He 
himſelf took care to either aggravate, or mitigate, 
the Sentences of the Civil and Military Courts; 
and in this Manner criminal Juſtice was admini- 


fired during his whole Reign, one of the moſt fa- 
mous that ever was. wy 
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I His Majeſty was this Year, 1718, attacked by 
pr Small-Pox, but very ſoon happily recovered 
OL it. | 

There was a Controverſy between his Ma jeſty 
and the Landgrave of Heſs-Hombourg, — the 
Abbey of Herford; and Count Santhy was com- 
miſſioned by his Serene Highneſs, to negotiate an 
Accommodation with the King; who accordingly 
came to Berlin, Where he had the good Fortune to 
ſucceed, and made up the Affair in a very ſhort 
Time without much Difficulty. But a Difference 
which aroſe between the Elector Palatine, and ſe- 
veral Proteſtant Courts, concerning the Church of 
the Holy Ghoſt, was not ſo eaſily adjuſted ; and as 
our Monarch ſhewed an extreme Zeal for his Reli- 
gion, and by his Firmneſs obliged them to do him 
Juſtice, it is requiſite I ſhould enter a little into the 
Particulars of this Affair. 

Heidelberg was, as every Body Wenn the ordi- 
nary Reſidence of the Electors Palaline. The Em- 
perour Robert, when only Elector Palatine, built a 
Church in che Square of this City, which he . 
the Church of the Holy Ghoſt ; and annexed a good 
Revenue to it, for the Uſe of the Prieſts wh offi- 
ciated in it. Ozho-Henry turning Proteſtant,” intro- 
duced his Religion into his Dominions, where it 
was joyfully received by the People, who were 
already very weary of the Debauchery and Avarice 
of the Monks; and gave the Church of the Holy 
_ Ghyſh, with its Revenues, to Miniſters of his- own 
Religion. 

After the Electoral "AE of Simmeren was extinct, 
the Houſe of Nerobourg ſucceeded to all their Domi- 
nions and Titles. Wolfgang-Williom of Newbourg, for 
Reaſons forreign to my Subject, turned Roman Ca- 
tholick ; however his Succeſſors did not moleſt their 
reformed Subjects, or thoſe a the Evangelical Com- 
| munion, 
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wunion, in 1 religious Matters, till the Elector then 
reigning : but that Prince, who was naturally good, 
humane, affable and popular, had the Weakneſs to 
attend to the filly Propoſals of his Confeſſors, enter 
into their Paſſions, and ſecond. their furious and 
turbulent Zeal. Theſe Prieſts coveted extremel 
the Revenues of the Church of the Holy Ghoſt, 
and ardently wiſhed to appropriate them to them- 
ſelves; and with this View, gradually prepared, the 
Elector's Mind, by telling him, the Reformed had 
compoſed a . at Heidelberg, in which 
they maintained, that his Electoral Highneſs was an. 
Idolater :. and afterwards repreſented. to him, what 
a Profanation it was of the Sacrifice of the Mals 3 
to offer it in the ſame * Church, where . thoſe 
Blaſphemers performed their Heretical Service. 
This good Prince, without penetrating farther into 
the Views of theſe reſtleſs and avaricious Men, 
eſpouſed their Reſentment, and aſſured them he 
would omit nothing in his Power, to oblige them 
to yield the reſt of the Church, in queſtion, to them. 
This good Diſpoſition of the Prince, being ſpread 
among the Roman Catholicks, raiſed their Inſolence 
to the higheſt Pitch; in all their future Pro- 
ceſſions, they obliged 1 the Reformed- they met, to 
kneel down in the Streets: and thoſe who refuſed 
to ſubmit to it, were knocked down by the Roman 
Catholick Soldiers, who eſcorted the Proceſſion. 
All this, however, was but the Prelude of an 
Affair of more Conſequehce 3 which is as follows. 

On the 29th of Auguf, 1719, the Conſiſtory 
of the Reformed were commanded to appear before 
the Preſident Baron Helieſbeim, and Counſellor 
Becker; the firſt of which declared to them, what 
Care his Electoral Highneſs, ſince his Acceſſion 


1 The Roman Catholicks performed 'their Divine Service in 


one Half of the Nave of the Church of the Holy Ghaft, which 
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to the Government, had taken, to eaſe his Subjects 
as much as poſſible; in Hopes that they on their 
Side, and particularly the Reformed, would haye 
ſhewn their Gratitude for it, by yielding to him 
the Church of the Holy Ghoſt, as belonging to the 
Palace, and deſtined for the Burial Place of the 
Electors. That if they had complied with this 
Propoſal at firſt, it was the Intention of his E- 
lectoral Highneſs, to have ſet apart a Piece of 
Ground near the ſaid Church, and have given them 
the neceſſary Money and Materials, to have built 
another as large; but ſince they had come to no 
Reſolution, his Electoral Highneſs had ordered 
him once more, to demand the Reſignation of the 
Church of the Holy Ghoſt; and in Caſe of Refuſal, 
to declare to them, that it ſhould be taken from 
them. He added, that the Elector of 7. reves alſo, 
as Biſhop of Wormes, earneſtly. wiſhed it, and 
would never deſiſt *tilt it was done; that the faid 
Church was founded by the Elector Robert, for 
the Uſe of the Catholicks ; That the laſt Elector 
could not be buryed there, becauſe it could not be 
done any where elfe, except in the Nave of the 
Church; That the Choir was not large enough to 
contain his Electoral Highneſſes Court, and the 
Number of Forreigners, which daily increaſed; 
That they could not erect a Caſtrum doloris, and 
make a ſuitable Proceſſion; and in Caſe of a Re- 
joicing, could not ſing the Te Deum; That it was 
well Known the Catholicks had Injuſtice done them, 
and that this Affair might eaſily have been redreſſed, 
if the laſt Elector had reſided at Heidelberg; And 
concluded, by recommending to the Reformed, to 
deſerve the good Intention his Electoral Hi ghneſs 
had, of building them another Church, by. their 
Conſent ; 3 fince they might eaſily judge, in Caſe of 


Refuſal, they muſt provide one for themſelves, at 
their own Expence. 2, 
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The Conſiſtory having demanded, afid obtained; 
two Days, to return an Anſwer in Writing, repre- 
| ſented, that they could not give up the Church 
of the Holy Ghoſt, becauſe it was not in their 
Power, they being only as Guardians, to take Care 
and preſerve the K. Churches; inſomuch that giving 
them up, was ſo far from diſcharging the Duty of 
their Truſt, that it would draw on them the Re- 
proaches and Curſes both of the preſent Reformed 
and their Poſterity. That if the Argument, with 
Regard to the Ele&or Robert, who lived in 1420, 
was admitted, they ſhould be obliged to ſurrender 
all their Churches, and that the Proteſtants would 
not have one in the Empire; That the Church of 
the Holy Ghoft, had never been the Church of 
the Court, but the Cathedral of the City; That 
the Sepulchre of the Electors, was not under the 
Church, but under the Choir, which is as large as 
the Church; and that if they thought it too ſmall 
for the Service of the Catholicks, it was eaſily en- 
larged by an additional Building; That they repre- 
ſented with all Humility, that this Church was not 
only given to the Reformed, by the Treaty of 
Weſtphalia, and other Treaties and Conventions of 
the Empire, but alſo by a Declaration or Conven- 
tion of the late Elector with the King of Pruffiz ; 
And that this Agreement was ſo far from being 
prejudicial to the Catholicks, that they poſſeſſed 
| ſeven Churches, and the Reformed” only half that 

of the Holy Ghoſt, and the little one of St. Peter's, 
in the Suburb. They added, that as to the Church, 
which his Electoral Highneſs offered to build for 
them, they could not accept it; becauſe they 
could never be aſſured of keeping it, as it was 
evident the Succeſſors of that Prince, might take 
it from them whenever they pleaſed ; for the ſingle. 
Reaſon, that it was built at the Publick Expence. 

All theſe Reaſons, however plauſible and juſt, 

x2 made 
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made no Impreſſion on the Romiſb Prieſts, always 
inſatiable, and ready to devour. every Thing. 
They infinuated to the Elector, that he was too 
deeply engaged to let the Maſter reſt there; that 
his Authority was wounded by the Oppoſition of 
the Reformed, and he ought to bring them to a 
right Senſe of their Duty. The Elector, though 
naturally good, yet jealous of -his Authority, as 
molt Princes are, and exaſperated at Subjects who 
were repreſented as Rebels; went to ſuch Extre- 
mities as will always be injurious to his mild and 
clement Character. He gave his Orders to Baron 
Helleſbeim, who ſummoned the Conſiſtory to ap- 
pear before him again on the 3 iſt of Auguſt, and 
told them, he was ſurpriſed at the Obſtinacy of 
the Reformed, in having the Boldneſs to continue 
their Divine Service, in the Church of the Holy 
Ghoſt ; but the Conſiſtory excuſed themſelves, by 
alledging, that they were not prohibited doing ſo, 
by his Propoſal. On the 4th of September, the 
Conſiſtory was again cited before the Baron and 
Counſellour Becker, in the Preſence of Prothono- 
tary Cochenius; when they commanded them to 
deliver the Keys of the Church : which they abſo- 
lutely refuſed. But a Meſſenger of the Chancery 
having engaged the Church-Warden to bring them, 
M. Cochenius took them from him, and carried 
them to the Preſident ; which extremely ſurpriſed 
the Conſiſtory, who proteſted againſt this Violence; 
and declared, that having double Keys, they would 
nevertheleſs continue Divine Service. The Preſi- 
dent replied, they ought to deliver them alſo; and 
Counſellour Becker was of Opinion, they ſhould go 
and take Poſſeſſion of the Church, to prevent the 
Reformed entering it again ; but this being de- 
ferred, *till they had afſembled Maſons and ne- 
ceflary Workmen, for demoliſhing the Partition 

which ſeparated the Choir from the Church, the 
es bee” i Con- 
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Conſiſtory had Time to change the Lock. The 
Preſident Helleſbeim being come, and not able to 
open the Doors, went into the Choir of the Church, 


attended by Counſellour Becker, and followed by a 


great Number of Workmen, who immediately 
began.to beat down the Partition Wall, after thoſe 
two Gentlemen had given the firſt Strokes. The 
Hroleſe appeared the eagereſt, and one of the moſt 
zealous of them, was killed by a Stone; fo true it 
is, that a Man may die ſuddenly, in the Exerciſe 
of an Holy Zeal. People leſs hardened, and who 
had not ſo much of the Infidel in them as the Calvi- 
niſts, would have immediately cried out @ Miracle; 
at a Thing which was perhaps only the Effect of 
mere Chance, and that Man's inconſiderate Zeal. 
Be that as it will, the Reformed underſtanding the 
Elector was going for Swetzingen, went and threw 
themſelves at his Feet; one of their Miniſters 
ſpeaking for them, and humbly intreating him to 
leave them their Church, and not ſuffer any new 
Violences to be offered them. The Elector, who 
was already in his Coach, and heard only the laft 
Words, anſwered, as he was ordering them to drive 
on; No Violence, I will build you another Church. 
At the ſame Time the Elector Palatine was thus 
oppreſſing his Proteſtant Subjects, the Elector of 
Mayence- cauſed the Churches of the Reformed at 
Morſtat, Cher ſaulbeim, and Eichloch, to be taken 
from them by great Violence, and given to the 
Catholicks; which was done by Soldiers, WhO 
committed dreadful Outrages and Diſorders. 8 
The Complaints of ſo many innocent Victims, to 
the Rage of the Roman Catholicks, reached the Ears 
of his Pruſſian Majeſty, who thought himſelf oblig'd - 
to ſupport theſe unhappy People, with whom he 
was united by the Band of the ſame Religion; and 
authorized alſo, in order to preſerve the internal 
A of the 43 to oppoſe a Rampart 
againſt 
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againſt this raſh Zeal, which was capable of Plung- 
ing it again into a Religious War. 

Theſe Motives engaged that Monarch to write a 
very ſharp and preſſing Letter, to the Elector, in 
which he obſerved to him; „That he was very 
«« ſenſibly touched at the Advice he had received, 
ce of his Electoral Highneſs's Reformed Subjects 
e being moleſted in the ; Exerciſe of their Religion, 
„ while the Jerus were freely permitted - theirs. 
* His Majeſty, after having made an ample De- 
<« duction, of the Liberties and Privileges af the 
<«. Proteſtants, throughout the whole Empire; re- 
<< preſented the Infractions of them; and how that 
* ought. to be. conſidered by all the Proteſtant 
& Powers. He declared, that in Cafe they conti- 
t nued to diſturb the Reformed in the Palatinate, 
* on Account of their Religion, or extorted Money 
*. from them for that Reaſon; he ſhould be obliged 
to make Uſe of juſt and proper Means, to put 
« a Stop to ſuch. Proceedings, according to the 
Laus and Conſtitutions of the Empire, to pre- 
vent the wicked Deſigns formed againſt thoſe 
< of his Religion. His Majeſty alſo intimated to 
his Electoral Highneſs, that he ought to ſuppreſs 
the ſcandalous. and injurious Writings of Father 
«. Edzardi, as incompatible; with, and directly con - 
< trary- to the Conſtitutions. of the Empire, and 
< puniſh him according to his Deſerts: with which 
< his. ; Majeſty concluded, by ſaying, he imme- 
s diately, expected his | pr Highneſs's ultimate 
<« Reſolution,. that he might take proper Mea- 
<<. ſures. 

His Electoral Higlinefs and his r were 
5 very much perplexed at this Letter; and more ſo, 

when they receiyed a Copy of the following one, 
which his Majeſty wrote to the en of 
b e on the lame N 
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«© We Frederick-William, &c. command you to 
ſummon the Heads of all the Roman Catholick 
« Monaſteries? Schools and Churches, to appear 
e before you, and inform them, in what Manner 
<« thoſe of the Evangelical Communion, are op- 
<« preſſed in the Palatinate; not only by forbidding 
« them. the Uſe of the Reformed; Catechiſm - of 
« Heidelberg, made, Uſe of till now in their Schools 
<« and Churches, but alſo by taking. from. them 
<« the Church of the Holy Ghoſt, at Heidelberg: 

and declare to them, that they know very well, 
we have never treated our Roman Catholick 
< Subjects with the Hike Rigour ; but have on the

Rigour, we are firmly reſolved to prohibit the 
Divine Service of the Roman Catholicks in our 
Country, cauſe their Churches, Schools and 
Monaſteries, to be ſhut up, and ſtop their Re- 


* venues, *till the Religious Grievances in the 
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&, Palatinate ceaſe, and every Thing is re- eſta- 
ce bliſhed in its former State; and that we ſhould 
| © be pleaſed to ſee this done immediately, in order 
e to avoid theſe troubleſome Changes: the Cauſe. 
e of which ought not to be imputed to us, but 
<« ſolely to the Elector Palatine, and the Impru- 
& dence of his Romiſh Eccleſiaſticks. 

Notwithitanding the Elector Palatine was ſur⸗ 

riſed at the Vigour, with which his Pruſſian Ma- 
Ney ſi upported the Rights of the Proteſtants; he 
was however determined to go through with the 
Affair of Heidelberg, let the onſequence be what 
it would: believing it inconſiſtent with his Honour 
and Electoral Dignity, to ſubmit to his Subjects, 
though their Complaints and Grievances were ever 
ſo juſt. However, as he was not able to cope 
with the King of Pruſſa, he reſolved to depend 
on the Emperour s Protection; and accordingly 
wrote a Letter to that Monarch, in Juſtification of, 

the Affair of Heidelberg; palliating in it, as much 
as he could, the Violences committed upon his 
Reformed Subjects; and concluded, by complain- 
ing of his Pruſſian Majeſty's Proceedings, Who had 
juſt ſtopped the Revenue of the Convent of Ham- 
mer ſleben, and Chapter of Minden, and forbid the 
Roman Catholick Divine Service, in ſeveral other 
Places. He repreſented to the Emperour, that : 
this Proceeding was injurious to his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty's Dignity; the only Perſon. in the Empire, 
who had a Right to take Cognizance of the 
Differences of Princ:s with their Subjects, and even 
with. their Equals. TR. 

The Court of Vienna Was very ſenſi ble his 
Pruſſian Majeſty had not paid great Reſpect to the 
ſupreme Authority of the Emperour, in this Affair; 
but had ſtrong Reaſons to keep fair with that 
Monarch: therefore all they could do in favour of 

the e Patatine,' was to adviſe him to have 
= N FRO, 
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Patience, to diſſemble, and to be very complaiſant, 

to the King of Pruſſia. His Imperial Majeſty was 
engaged in a troubleſome and expenſive War 
with Spain; and therefore would by no Means 
openly condemn his Pruſſian M ajeſty's Conduct, 
and much leſs ſtill treat him with Menaces, as the 
Elector Palatine wiſhed, and his Conteſſor perhaps 
had made him hopę he would. 

His Pruſſian Majeſty was in a fouriſhing State, 
his Army became daily more numerous and fine; 
his Finances viſibly increaſed, and he had put them 
under ſo good a Regulation, that he was already 
able to make himſelf reſpected for that only. Be- 
ſides this, he was ſeconded by the Landgrave of 
Heſſe, and Duke of Wirtemberg; and out of the 
Empire, by the King of England, the Republick of 
Holland, and the Swiſs Cantons: all which Powers 
ated in favour of the Proteſtants of Heidelberg. 
I cannot forbear relating here the Memorial preſented 
to the Elector by the Britiſh Miniſter ; becauſe it

Some Days after the Britiſh Miniſter had pre- 
ſented this Memorial; the Roman Catholicks com- 
mitted an Outrage contrary to the Law of Nations. 
They were carrying the Viaticum to a fick" Perſon, 
juſt as Baron Spina, Envoy of their High Mighti- 
neſſes, went into the Miniſter of Heſſe-CaſſeP's 
Houfe; leaving his Coach at the Door. The Viati- 
cum paſſed by the Coach, and''the Coachman, Who 
was a — did not ſtir from his Box 3 but 
contented himſelf with turning his Head afic 
on which the Populace pulled him down ' from 
his Coach, and forced — by Blows of Sticks and 
Bayonets, to kneel down, 'threatning to kill Him 
on the Spot, if he diſobeyed. The Miniſter of 
the States General informed himſelf whether” theſe 
Violences were exerciſed by the Elector's Order 
and being anſwered, his Electoral Highneſs hac 
commanded that they ſhould compel ll Perſons, 
without Diſtinction, to pay the Honour due to the 
Hoſt; the Dutch Miniſter acquainted his Principals 
with it: who: ordered him in the moſt earneſt Man- 
ner, to demand the Revocation of that Order, ſo

teſtants; and which expoſed even Perſons inveſted 
with publick Characters, to unpardonable Inſults. - 

While theſe religious Matters were tranſacting in 
the Empire, the Face of Affairs in Sa was in- 
tirely changed. 

Charles XII, bed; 1 killed on abi 11th of 
December 1718, before Frederickſhall, a Fortreſs in 
Norway, which he was beſieging ; and the Army, 
after his Death, had proclaimed his Siſter, the 
Princeſs Ulrica Eleonore, who was married to the 
Hereditary Prince of Heſſe-Caſſel; which Proclama- 
tion was confirmed by the Votes of the Nation. 
The new Queen was too well acquainted with the 
State of the Nation, to be ignorant, that Peace 
alone could prevent its total Ruin; arid after ſound- 
ing ſeveral of the allied Powers, found none more 
ditpoſed to enter into an Accommodation, than his 
Pruſſian Majeſty: who gloried in having taken 
Arms ſolely to obtain Peace; and has indeed 
ſhewn through the whole Courſe of his Life; that 
he was not a Prince who deſired to diſturb any 
Perſon's Repoſe; but much leſs, to ſuffer his own 
to be diſturbed with Impunity. With theſe good 
Diſpoſitions, the two Courts began to draw to- 
wards a Reconciliation; and ſoon ſet about the 
great Work : but before I ſpeak of the Succeſs of 
the Negotiations, I muſt relate the Affair of Cle- 
ment, ſo famous at the Prifion Con for his Im- 
Feen: and tragical Death. 

Our Monarch was juſt going to anneal with the 
Emperour. and the King of Poland; and it was 
already reported, he would declare War againſt 
one of thoſe two Princes; which proceeded from 
the Suſpicions and ill Impreſſions, that had been 
artfully given him. Theſe Suſpicions fell at laſt 
on his moſt faithful Miniſters; they intimated to 
him, that he was betrayed by them; and had the 
ane to convince him of it ſo. well,” that he

thought himſelf obliged to 'put it out of their 
Power: to injure him. To this end he imme- 
diately exiled M. Blaſpiel, a Native of the Dutchy 
of Cleves; one of his Firſt Miniſters of State, and 
Commiſſary and Paymaſter-General of his Forces; 
and his Wife, who was very much in the Queen's 
Favour, and her firſt Lady of Honour, was alſo 
baniſhed. M. Kamecke, - Minifter of State, and 
Poſt-maſter-General, was conducted to Spandau, a 
little Town where the Baſtille of Brandenbourg is; 
but-did not remain there long : for the King was 
ſoon convinced of his Innocence; and ſet him at 

Liberty, -- 

The oth of all theſe Diſturbances, was an 
Hungarian, named Clement, a ' notorious Cheat, it 
there ever was one; the E of whoſe wag 
is as follows. a 

Clement was born in Hungary, but in what Town 
or Village, I know not; it is ſufficient that he was 
an Hungarian, and 'was naturally endowed with 
ſuch Talents, as would have made him worthy of 
Eſteem, if they had not been obſcured by an in- 
vincible Inclination to Lying and Deceit. His 
oreateſt Pleaſure was to dupe the moſt able Mi- 
niſters, and impoſe on the moſt powerful Princes. 
He had had a very liberal Education; ſpoke Latrn, 
French and German perfectly well; beſides his na- 
tive Language, which, however, he did not n | 
better than thoſe - three. 

He was at firſt Secretary to Prince Ragotſhi, 
Chief of the Hungarian Rebels; who ſent him to 
the Congreſs at Utrecht, to take care of his Intereſts 
there : Clement appeared there, under the Title of 
Baron Roſenaw z and was very well received by all 
the Plenipotentiaries, except the Emperour's, to 
whom he did not even dare to make himſelf 
known: but was amply indemnified for that, by 
the 7 Acceſs he found to thoſe of his Pruffian 


a NO 
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Ma jeſty ; and Count Denhoff pong, pale him 
a 00 ee . his Com- 
pany to dine with — it was 62 
cunning, ſpoke well, ror beſides a gracefu al 
Perſon ; ; all which were very ſerviceable to him, 
in gaining the good Will of thoſe, he deſired to 
be upon good Terms with. _ 

Ragotſhi, finding at laſt, he had nothing to hope 
for at the Congreſs of Utrecht, recalled 15 Agent; 
and Clement returned to Chaillot, a little Village be- 
tween Verſailles and Paris; where Prince Ragotſti 
then was: but finding that Prince's Affairs had an 
ill Aſpect, he wrote to Prince Eugene, and offered 
to deliver all his Maſter's Papers to him, for ſome 
Thouſand Florins. On that Prince's Anſwer, he 
clandeſtinely left Ragot/#i, and went to Vienna; 
where he delivered ſeveral large Packets of Memo- 
rials, Projects, Letters, and other Things; half of 
which, perhaps, were forged: for it muſt be ob- 
ſerved, that among ſeveral extraordinary Talents, 
Clement had that of counterfeiting all Sorts of Wri- 
ting, ſo exactly; that even the very Perſons them- 
ſelves, whoſe Hands he counterfeited, were very 
eaſily miſtaken. 

Clement received a conſiderable Sum from Prince 
| Eugene, for the Papers I have mentioned ; and as 
he loved Pleaſures and Magnificence, and was 
Maſter of ready Money, I leave the Reader to 
judge, how happy he thought himſelf. He bought 
a Chariot and Horſes, put his Servants in Livery, 
and began to appear with Splendor at Court ; and 
in order to be received more favourably by the 
Emperour, changed his Religion, which was 
Lutheraniſm, and embraced the Roman Catholick. 
Unhappily for poor Clement, the Court of Vienna, 
penetrating doubtleſs into che true Motive of it, 
gave no Attention to this Change; however the 
Price of his Treaſon was almoſt ſpent, and he 3 

d eep 
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keep up his Equipage, for he could not poſſibiy 

5 nk F retrenching, after having made a lors 
ance, Clement, in this Extremity, made a 
PA Attempt on Prince Eugene, and for that Pur- 
poſe forged ſome more Papers ; but all this was 
of no Service to him: the Prince had had Time to 
know him, and was throughly fconvinced he was 
an Impoſtor, Clement finding Prince Eugene 
{lighted him, thought it beſt to leave the Imperial 


ne. and beſides, his Finances would not permit 


him to make the ſame ſplendid Figure there, he 
had formerly done. On this he wiſely reſolyed to 
retreat, and went to Dreſden; where he found 
Means to inſinuate himſelf into the good Graces 
of Count Flemming, the moſt able Miniſter of his 
Time. He imparted to him a Thouſand imaginary 
Secrets, told him as many Lies; and as he reaſoned 
with tolerable. Knowledge, and a great deal of Im- 
pudence, on the Intereſts of Princes, and ſhewed 
counterfeit Letters from moſt of the Miniſters in 
Europe, with whom he pretended to. correſpond : 
Flemming did not in the leaſt doubt, of this Mar? 1 
being acquainted with Secrets, the Knowledge of 
which was of infinite Importance to his Maſter. I 
am aſſured this great Miniſter gave Clement a 
Thouſand Ducats, for one fingle Piece of Intelli- 
gence, which at the Bottom, was abſolutely falſe. 
After our Impoſtor had played his Part long enough 
at Dreſden, he thought proper to remove to Berlin; 
where he arrived about the Year 1717, and imme- 
diately found Admittance at Court: the King 
bimſelf, who was ſo little miſtaken in Phyſio- 
gnomy, and diſcovered a Cheat at the firſt Sight; 
giving him a favourable Reception, and ſoon placing 
an intire Confidence in him. 


Juſt at this Time, the Miſunderſtanding which 


had exiſted for ſome Time, between his Pruſſan 


Majeſty, the Emperour and the King of Poland, 


WAS 
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was arrived at its greateſt Height; each of thoſe 
Princes thinking in himſelf, he had Reaſon to di- 
ſtruſt the other, and imagining he was plotting 
ſomething againſt him: which made them all be 
upon their Guard. To aggravate this reciprocal 
Diſtruſt, Letters appeared, ſome of which were 
ſaid to be written by the Emperour, and others 
by Prince Eugene; this by the King of Poland, and 
that by the King of Pruffia + all which was the Per- 
formance of Clement. He did not reſt there; for 
after having embraced the reformed Religion, me 
went and lodged at M. Jablonſti's, Preacher to the 
Court ; whoſe Zeal was eafily impoſed on by that 

Hypocrite. Here he got acquainted with a 
man, who had been Count Wartenſleben's Se- 
eretary; and if I miſtake not, had then the Title 
of Secretary of State: from whom he found Means 
to draw ſome Secrets concerning the Military E- 
ſtabliſnment. Clement counterfeited Letters, which 
he pretended to have received from the Miniſters 
at Vienna, or Dreſden; in which they acquainted 
him with the Intelligence they had received, of the 
Situation of Affairs at the Pruſſian Court: Which he 
communicated to the King, who thanked him for 
the Secret, and was violently enraged at his Mini- 
ſters. This was the Cauſe of M. Blaſpiel's Exile, 
and the Impriſonment of M. Kamecke ; the King 
imagining theſe Gentlemen had betrayed him, and 
not ſuſpecting Clement to be the e of theſe 
Impoſtures. 

Clement got acquainted alſo with a certain Vitor 
named Heydekamm, and another Perſon named Leh- 
mann; the firſt had been Gentleman of the Chamber 
to the Elector, Frederick-William the Great, and 
once had a conſiderable private Fortune, but by ill 
Management, in a few Years, was not only re- 
duced to Poverty, but in Debt, which was never 
payed. * his bad Management, the 

5 King, 
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King, Father of him. whoſe aner Iam writing, 
had granted him a reaſonable. Penſion; and his 
don had not only confirmed, but even inlarged it: 
in Return for which Goodneſs, Heydekamm entered! 
into a Confederacy with Clement, and told him 
every Thing he poſſibly could, to his Majeſty's 
Tr rotngs, As for Lehmann, he was a Man of 
mean Extraction, Son of an Innkeeper at Halle; 
but at Berlin, took the Title of Reſident of the 
Duke of Sax-MWeymar. Theſe are the People who 
reſolved to ſet the Empire together by the Ears, 
and throw it into Confuſion; and perhaps, might 
have ſucceeded but too well in their Deſigns, if 
Clement, fearing the Suſpicions, and Reſentment of 
his Pruff tan Majeſty, ſhould he get the leaſt! 
Scent of his Impoſtures; had not thought proper. 
to retire into a Place of Safety : which he did by- 
decamping without Beat of Drum, and marching 
with all Expedition in:o Holland. This unaccount- 
able and ſtolen Retreat, opened the King of Pru/a's 
Eyes; he immediately perceived M. Clement was a 
Cheat, and had impoſed on him ; and as ſuch In- 
juries are not eaſily pardoned, his Majeſty reſolved 
by ſome Means to entice Clement out of his Aſy- 
lum, and make ſuch an Example of him, as 
| ſhould terrify all the Impoſtors, who might for the 
future come into his Dominions. To this end he 
ciifpatched Major * Du Moulin into Holland; with 
Orders, if he could allure Clement into his Dom: 
nions, to arreſt him immediately, and ſend him 
under a good Guard to Spandau; which Commil- 
ſion M. Du Moulin executed perfectly well. He 
went into Holland, found Clement there, and told 


* The Author of the Life of Frederick-illiam, King of 
Pruſſia, &c. in German, is miſtaken, when he ſays it was - 
M. Mar/chall, who was emplyed on this Occaſion ; it was 
M. Du Moulin, then a MAT: and now a General Officer in che 
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him, he was ſurpriſed he had quitted the Pruſiam 
Court, e the great Confidence the King 
had in him; and in ſhort, diſſembled ſo well, that 
he perſwaded him to return to Berlin with him;

ſhould make his Eſcape ; this opened unhappy. 
Clement's Eyes, he ſaw what the King's Favour, 


which had been ſo much cried up to him, would 


end in; he foreſaw all that was prepared for him 


= - . but as there was. no Remedy, armed 


himſelf with Conſtancy, and ſuffered 2 to con- 


duct him to Spandau, like a Lamb; where the 


King had the Curioſity to ſee him. His Majeſty 
coming thither, ordered this Im poſtor to be brought 
to him, who dare not lift up his Eyes before his 
Judge, whom he had ſo juſtly irritated. The King 
commanded him to counterfeit his Writing, in his 
Preſence, which Clement at firft refuſed ; but being 
threatned with the Forture, he wrote, counterfeiting 
the King's Writing; and did it ſo well, that his 
Majeſty owned, after Clement was re manded back 
to his Dungeon, if he had not ſeen it done with 
his own Eyes, he ſhould never have thought ir 
poſſible, he could have counterfeited his Writing 
ſo exactly. _ 

During Clemeni's Confinement at Spandau, the 
ſeized the three Perſons who had been his = 


Intimate Friends; . and whoſe Confuſion in their 


Faces, after his Flight, from Berlin, had rendered 
them very ſuſpicious. M. Jablonſti alſo, has often 
faid, he trembled for fear the King ſhould ſuſpect 
him, becauſe he had had the Misfortune to lodge that. 
Villain; but Fredericł-NMi liam was too clear-ſighted 


not to diſtinguiſh an innocent Man from a guilty 


one: and this worthy Paſtor did not remain long 
under his Anxiety; for his Majeſty did him the 


> Honour 
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Honour to go and hear him preach, the Sunday 
after Clement's Arrival at Spandau. ome Heydekamm, 
Lehmann, the pretended Reſident of the Duke of 
Sax-Weymar, and the Secretary of State, whoſe 
Name I have forgot; were likewiſe: conducted to 
Spandau; where the laſt died ſoon after his Arrival, 
not without the Suſpicion of having ſwallowed ſome 
Poiſon, which he had concealed about him. This 
Suſpicion was confirmed, when his Body was 
opened by experienced Surgeons, who found ſome 
Signs of Poiſon. However that was, they ſewed 
up his Belly again; put on him the Clothes he uſed 
to wear, as if he was alive; and in this Condition 
carried him to Berlin in a Cart, in which he paſſed 
through the whole City, from the Gate of —_—_ 
to the Gibbet, where he was expoſed on a Wheel. 
The three other Criminals remained at Spandau; 
and they went to Work to prepare Things for their 
Trial, which were not finiſhed *till the next Tear; 
however, that I may not leave the Reader in 
Suſpence, with Regard to theſe unhappy W retches, 
I will here ' purſue the Relation of their n 
Send. 

Their Proceſs being compleated and drawn up 
on the firſt of April, and their Sentence pronounced 
on the ſecond. of the fame Month, 1720, they 
were brought to Berlin, and committed to the 
Provoſt-Marſhal's Priſon ; and their Execution 
being fixed for the 18th of April, they were pre- 
pared for Death, and on that Day, at half an 
Hour after eight of the Clock in the Morning, 
taken out of Priſon, and conducted to the Place = 
Execution. Clement, who choſe M. Schmidt, the 
Father, and Lehmann, who - choſe his Son, for 
Miniſters to prepare them for Death; went on 
Foot, about thirty Yards diſtant from each other, 
to the New-Market, where they had erected a Scaf- 
fold on * as for Baron 2 5 1 
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0 weak, they were obliged to carry him in a Chair. 
He had an old brown Coat on, and an old Wig = 
the ſame Colour, and held a little Glaſs of Spirits 
in his Hand, which he frequently put to his Noſe, 
to prevent fainting, as he would otherwiſe have 
done. As ſoon as they were come to the New- 
Market, Clement mounted the Scaffold firſt, which 
was already prepared for this Ceremony, and was 
followed by Lehmann, and the Baron, who was 
carried by the Beadle : and after the ordinary * 
of the Court had read their Sentences to them, the 
Executioner opened the Scene. | 
The Baron, who was only guilty of "wif de- 
famed the King, by virtue of his Sentence, received 
two Boxes on the Ear, from the Hand of the Hang- 
man, who afterwards touk the Sword which he wore, 
from his Side, broke it in Pieces, and threw it at 
his Feet ; after which he was taken down from the 
es carried. in a Cart to Spandau, and put a- 
mong the Rogues, where he died ſoon after. Cle- 
ment and Lehmann were attainted and convicted of 
forging Letters, ſpreading falſe Reports, giving 
falſe Intelligence, counterfeiting the Writing of 
ſeveral Powers, and particularly his Majeſty's, 
with a Deſign to make that Monarch quarrel with 
his Neighbours; Crimes that every body will own 
are very heinous, and deſerve Death, which they 
accordingly ſuffered. Clement made a Speech that 
drew Tears from an innumerable Crowd of Specta- 
tors, after which they were ſtripped naked on the 
8 with only a white Cap on each of their 
eads, and pinched all over with red-hot Pincers; 
A Caen, Soldier, who came from Clements 
native Place, performing this Office for him, in 
Return for which, Clement made him a Preſent of 
his Clothes: he alſo gave his Watch to the Miniſter, 
who prepared him for Death, and then deſcended. 
n ked from the I gs mangled all over with 


** the 
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che Bruiſcs and Burnings of the Piüchen he had 
receiv'd, to go into the Executioner's Cart, which 
waited for him. During all this, Clement did not 
ſhew the leaſt Alteration; but Lehmann was more 
dead than alive, infomuch that they were obliged to 
lift him into the Cart, which carried them out of 
the City, by the Gate of Spandau, to the Gallows ; 
where Lehmann was firſt beheaded, and then layed 
on a Table and quartered; in the Sight of Clement, 
his Limbs nailed to the four Corners of the Gallows; 
and his Head placed on the Top of it. As for 
Clement, after having ſhewn great ner of Repen- 
tance, and a fincere Return to God, affuring them 
ſeveral Times with a loud Voice, that the ſeventeen 
Months he had paſſed at Spandau, were the happieſt 
of his Life; he was put in a Sort of Chair, hoiſted 
up to the Top of the Gallows, and ſtrangled; and 
as they were hoiſting him up, cried out, as loud 
as he could, in German, I have fought a good Fight, 
J have kept the Faith, and anche a Crown of 
Fuſtice is reſerved for me. 
The King, this fame Year, on Whithin-T eſtoy, 
reviewed nine Regiments. of Intantry, which were 
aſſembled together for that Purpoſe, at Tempelhoff ; 
a Village one League and half from Berlin. This 
Review was attended with a very comical Circum- 
ſtance, which made it remarkable; the King de- 
ſigning to ridicule thoſe extravagant Sticklers for 
Faſhions; and hair: brained young Fellows, who 
think they undervalue themſelves, if they are not 
Petit Maitres, ordered all the Proveſts (a Sort of 
Servants to the Executioner) of theſe Regiments, to 
be dreſſed after the French Mode, wih great Hats, 
Feathers, their Hair in Bags, and the Cuffs of their 
Coat-Sleeves turned up with the ſame Stuff their 
| Waiſtcoats were made of. Count Rottenbourg, the 
French Ambaſſador, 'who came in his Coach, with .

The King 
was aſtoniſhed at this Letter; his haſty and 
paſſionate Diſpoſition, prevented him at firſt from 
making any Reply, to ſo preſſing a Letter; and 
if he had only followed the Dictates of his own 
Inclination,, he would perhaps have returned a 
ſharper Anſwer, than the Letter itſelf was: but 
Prudence obliged him to diſſemble.

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mentioned: Which he was pleaſed to do in the 
moſt complaiſant Manner in the World, and thought 
himſelf very happy to get Rid of che Affair for 
Threatnings only. 

The Affair which happened almoſt at the Lane 
Time at Magdebourg, was much more ſerious. 
The Officers of a Regiment, which compoſed 
Part of the Garriſon of that City, preſſed ſeveral 
of the Burghers who were in eaſy Circumſtances, 
not ſo much with a View of making them Soldiers, 
as to extort Money from them; and among others, 
took it into their Heads to ſeize a rich Merchant, 
who was upwards of ſixty. Years, of Age, and re- 
lated to a Miniſter of State. The Burghers in- 
cenſed, demanded him with Threatnings, and on 
their Refuſal to deliver him, ran to Arms, and 
came to attack the Houſe where the Merchant was 
detained. The Soldiers came to the Aſſiſtance of 
their Officers, but not having had Time to take 
their Fire-Arms, had the worſt of it: ei ghteen of 
them were dangerouſly wounded, and many others 
Aightly ;. and on the Burghers Side, than were 
only three or four Men — The Merchant 
—_ ſet at Liberty, and the Commander of the 
Place appeaſed the Tumult, and the King being in- 
formed of the whole Affair, blamed the Conduct 
of the Officers, and gave good Orders to prevent 
the like happening for the future.

dc bute to himſelf the ſole Right in the Empire,

«thought alſo that the Emperour could not take 
cc it amiſs, that he ſought for Means, in Conjunc-, 
« tion with the other Proteſtant States, and in 
<< Concert with the Diet, to protect thoſe of his

* tion they were eſtabliſhed by the fundamental 
« Laws. That although the Elector Palatine had 
* not; yet gone about to redreſs the Grievances of 
« the Proteſtants in his Dominions, for Reaſons 
« unknown to him, he had already on his Side, 
« endeavoured to come to a Reconciliation, by 
* revoking the Orders iſſued in his Dominions, 
« againſt the Catholicks. That in this Difpoſi- 
<< tion, he intreated the Emperour, not to give 
* too much Attention to thoſe, who endeavoured 
* to incenſe him againſt him; and to be per- 
<«< ſwaded that he had nothing more at Heart, than 
the Good of his Country, and the Preſervation 
« of the Laws of the Eu. 


The Emperour had already ordered, by way of 
Preface to the Satisfaction due to the Proteſtants, 
that the Church of the Holy Ghoſt ſhould be re- 
ſtored ; and the Elector Palatine had been obliged 
to obey : but as that Prince perceived very plainly 
this Reſtitution was a tacit Acknowledgment of the 
Injuſtice of his Pretenſions ; he was enraged to the 
laſt Degree againſt the Reformed.

The Creatures of the Monks at - the Electoral 
Court, never ceaſed telling the Reformed, that they 
had no other Step to take, in order to avoid the 
Misfortune which threatned them; than to go 
themſelves and offer the Church of the Holy Ghoſt 
to the Elector, and intreat him to keep it. But all 
theſe Devices were ineffectual, the Reformed chuſing 
rather to incur his Electoral Highneſs's Diſpleaſure, 
than do a Thing which would have covered them 
with eternal Shame. The Proteſtant Princes were 
far from being ſatisfied with the Reſtitution of the 
Church of the Holy Ghoſt ; there were many other 
Grievances {till on the Carpet. The Roman Catho- 
lick Students at Heidelberg, had formed a Deſign 
to aſſaſſinate M. Haldane, his Britannick Majeſty's 
1 | Envoy 
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Envoy to the Elector Palatine; and attacked that 
Gentleman's Servants : who perceiving they were 
plotting ſome wicked Action, would have diſperſed 
them; in which Attempt, one of the Servants was 
dangerouſly wounded. Theſe Students being taken, 
and convicted of having attacked the Livery of his 
Britannick Majeſty's Miniſter, were ſoon after all 
releaſed, except one who was baniſhed for Form's 
Sake. This manifeſt Connivance in the Roman 
Catholick Judges, joined to many other Motives ; 
renewed the Complaints of the Proteſtants, who 
layed" them before the Diet of the Empire. The 
Proteſtants on this Occaſion, recalled to Mind 
many old Grievances, and found Matter enough to 
fill a Memorial, which they delivered to Cardinal 
Saxe. Zeitz, Imperial Commiſſioner to the Diet. 
The Contents of this Memorial were reduced to 
three principal Articles; the firſt gave a circum- 
ſtantial Relation, of all the Diſputes which had 
happened between the two Religions, from the 
Peace of Veſtpbalia, to that of Baden; the ſecond, 
traced back all the Subjects of C omplaint which the 
Proteſtants had, ſince the laſt Treaty, to the Time 
of the preſent Diet; and the third, particularly 
included the Infringement of the th Article of the 
Treaty of Riſwick ; where they proved, by un- 
anſwerable Facts, that the Terms which were equi- 
vocal and ſuſceptible of Cad her ray wo had never 
been explained in their Favour. © 

The Court of Vienna were fo ſenſible of che 
Force of this Memorial, that they did not dare to 
_ undertake to refute it; but his Imperial Majeſty's 
Wiſdom and Moderation, would not ſuffer him 
to leave the Proteſtants in Allarms, which 4 * 
Experience was but too capable of nouriſhing” in 
their Breaſts; and therefore he wrote the following 
Letter to Cardinal Saxe-Zeitz, with Orders to com- 
municate it to the Diet.

This Letter did not = A to dis Rae Majeſty, 
a ſufficient Guaranty for the Security of the Pro- 
teſtants; and as he knew he was able to make 
himſelf feared, he. thought he had a Right to 
require more in Favour of thoſe of his Religion.

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Conferences ended in nothing, the King inſiſting that 
the Treaty of Accommodation ſhould be perpetual, 
and the Prince's Guardians wiſhing on their Side, 
that it might be only proviſional, till the Prince 
was of Age. . | 
On the gth of Auguſt, 1722, the Queen was 
happily delivered of a Prince. The King was then 
at Potſdam, but an Officer being immediately 
diſpatched thither, to carry him the agreeable 
News, his Majeſty returned to Berlin the ſame 
Day, about 11 of the Clock in the Evening: and 
the next Day receiv'd the Compliments of the 
Forreign Miniſters on this Occafion. On the 11th 
the new. born Prince was baptized by the Name 
of WiLLtam AvevsTus; and had for Godfathers 
the Biſhop of Oſ#uaburgh and the Prince of Wales ; 
and tor Godmothers, the Princeſs of Wales, and 
Madam the Markgravine Albert of Brandenbourg. 
The King of France having been declared Major, 
and that Monarch preparing for his Coronation at 
 Rheims, Frederick-William ſent the Count of 
Txuchſes-Walbourg, Colonel of the Markgrave Al- 
bert's Regiment, and one of the politeſt and moſt 
ingenious Noblemen of the Pruſſian Court, to com- 
pliment his Moſt Chrittian Majeſty. He arrived 
at Paris on the 5th of October, this Year, and 
gained the Admiration and.

ian Majeſty the Satisfaction he deſired z but the 
.  Eccleſiaſticks pretended, if the Conſenſus was ſup- 
preſſed, they ſhould open a Door to the Arminian 
and Demi-Pelagian Principles. The Regency main- 
tained on the contrary, that this Formulary was no 
way neceſſaxy, and that it was unreaſonable to com- 
pel any Perſon to ſign it; ſo much the more, ſaid 
they, as it does not contain the Fundamentals of 
Religion, and that the Doctrine of Grace, and the 
other Articles of Faith, are ſufficiently explained in 
the Catechiſm and Confeſſion of Faith of the Pro- 
teſtant Cantons.

After this, he ſet out for Poland with the fame 
Character; but had hardly left Berlin, before an 
Affair happened at Vienna, which had like to have 


ſet the two Courts at Variance again. The Lady 


of Mr. Brandt, his Pruſſian Majeſty's Envoy at 
Vienna, was paſſing through that Part of the City 
called Lcopolaſtaat, Juſt as they carried the Hoſt to 
a fick Perſon. The Populace who accompanied it, 


obliged Madam Brandt's Coach to ſtop ; and would 


have forced the Lady herſelf to adore the Hoſt: 
They dragged her by force out of her Coach, and 
would perhaps have treated her ſtill more rudely; 
if the Prieft who carried the Hoſt, hearing the 
Lady proteſt againſt the Violence committed on the 
Wife of a publick Miniſter, had not underſtood the 
Conſequence of this Affair, and obliged the People 


to let the Lady and her Coach purſue their Way. 


As ſoon as Mr. Brandt was informed of this Af- 
650 he complained of it to the Emperour, who 
gave Orders to arreſt the Authors of the Outrage 
done to the Pruſſian Miniſter's Lady; and left it 
to his Pruſſtan Majeſty to diſpoſe of their Puniſh- 
ment, as he ſhould think proper: who being ſatis- 
fied with this Reparation, pardoned the guilty, and 


conſented to their being ſet at Liberty. 


Our Monarch' thought proper to re-unite the 


College of the Commiſſioners General, with that of

and the Merchandiſes made in them may be 
improved and brought to Perfection; that new 


Manufactures may be erected in our Provinces, 


and the Spinning of Wool and Linnen intro- 


duced into the Towns and Villages; that the 
Conſumption of what is manufactured in our 


Dominions, may be favoured as much as poſſi- 
ble; that the Lands, Fields and Moraſſes now 


uncultivated, may be appropriated, and made

Thus this indefatigable Monarch laboured incef- 1 
cantly to people his Dominions, and increaſe his 
Revenue. His Care and Application did not ſtop 
here ; for having obſerved, that moſt of the Soldiers 
of his Troops who had Wives and Children, were 
not able to maintain the latter, and much leſs to 
bring them up in an honeſt and uſeful Manner; 
his Majeſty cauſed a Sort of Hoſpital to be built at 
Pot ſdam, and aſſigned it a ſufficient Revenue, for 
the Maintenance and Education of a great Number 
of Soldiers Sons. He dictated himſelf the Rules 
which he would have obſerved in it, and that 
Spirit of Order and Diſcipline, which this Monarch 
diffuſed every where, is no where in ſo high a De- 
| gree as in this Houſe. Theſe poor Children are 
there inſtructed, during their Infancy; in Religion; 
* are taught to read, write and caſt Accounts; 


and 
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"3 04 after they are arrived at Years of Diſcretion, are 
put Apprentices to thoſe Trades they have the moſt 
Inclination for. The Pruſſians owe this fine Eſta- 
bliſhment to Frederick-William, as well as many 
others equally uſeful. 

The King in the mean Time being determined 
this Lear in the Month of June, to take a Journey 
to Hanover, to viſit his Britannick Majeſty who 
was lately arrived there,. ſet out from Berlin, and 
lay the next Night at Bielefeld ; where he reviewed 
Prince George of Heſſe-Caſſes Regiment of Foot, 
and conferred the Rank of Lieutenant-General on 
that Prince, in Return for finding his Regiment 
ſo fine, and in fo good a Condition. The King 
came afterwards to Ligſtadt, where he reviewed the 
Garriſon, as he did that of Weſel alſo; and after 
he had viſited the new F ortifications, went to Cal- 

car, and ſaw there the Regiment of Horſe com- 
manded by Prince Frederick, the late Markgrave 
Philip's eldeſt Son. After this his Majeſty return- 
ed back, and went directly to Hanover, where he 
ſtayed till the Beginning of the Month of Tub ; ; 
and then returned to Potſdam. 

His Britannick Majeſty, before he repaſſed the 
Sea, went in his Turn to pay a Viſit to our Mo- 
narch. He ſet out from Hanover on the 6th of 

October, 1723, and went and lay at Clofter-Neudorf, 
ſixteen Leagues from Hanover; from whence, con- 
tinuing his Journey, he paſſed by Spandau, where he 
was received under a Diſcharge of the Artillery of 
the City and Citadel, the Garriſon being under 
Arms, and arrived at Charlottembourg, one League 
from Berlin. The King and Queen of Pruſſia, 
who were at Charlottembourg, received his Britan- 
nick Majeſty there, as he alighted from his Coach; 
and the Prince Royal, accompanied by the Prin- 
ceſſes his Siſters, and the other Princes and Prin- 
celies of the Royal Blood, with the principal Lords

and Ladies of the Court, flocked about his Britan- 
nick Majeſty, to ſhew him what Joy his happy 
Arrival gave them. Some Hours afterwards 8 
magnificent Supper was ſerved up; at which the 
King and the three Markgraves were ſeated at his 
Britannick Majeſty's Right Hand, and the Queen, 
with the Princeſs Royal and the Markgravines, at 
his Left. At the End of the Entertainment, his 
Britannick Majeſty found himſelf indiſpoſed, which 
at firſt frighted the Court, but his Majeſty affured 


them, it was only the Effect of the Nagl of his 


Journey, and that he ſhould be better the next 
Day, after he had repoſed himſelf. His Britannick 
Majeſty being intirely recovered from his Indif- 
poſition, '' went the next Day with the King of 


Pruſſia to Berlin, where he ſaw the C Juard mount 
on the Eſplanade, which that Prince had cauſed to 


be made out of the magnificent Garden, which was 
under his Palace Windows; and admixed the Beauty 
and Addreſs of the Prof, ian Soldiers. Their Ma- 
jeſties dined at Monbijoux, and as ſoon as Dinner 
was Over, returned to the Eſplanade, where the 
Prince Royal receiv'd them, at the Head of three 
hundred young Gentlemen Cadets, of which he was 


Colonel, and whom he made exerciſe, with a'Dex- 


terity that ſurprized the Britiſh Monarch 3 who 
perhaps had never before ſeen Troops move with 
ſuch Exactneſs and Regularity: and among which 
there was ſuch Order, Neatneſs and Subordination, 
as among the Pruſſian. But his Surprize was much 
greater, when he went to Potſdam, and faw there 
the three Battalions of great Grenadiers, which 


were already talked of all over Europ“; and which 


really exceeded what was faid of them, Both for the 
Tallneſs of the Soldiers, their Diſcipline and wonder 
ful Dexterity in their Exerciſe. His Britiſh Majeſty 
admired alſo the new Buildings at Potſtam, for 
W che King of » furniſhed the Mate- 


rials 
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rials gratis. Their Majeſties dined at the Palace 
here, and as ſoon as Dinner was finiſhed, the Britiſh 
| Monarch ſet out in a Poſt-Chaiſe, to return into 
his Electorate; the King of. Pruſſia, attended by 
ſeveral Officers of the firſt Rank, accompanying 
him on Horſeback, a League out of Por/dam : 
from whence he purſued his Journey towards Gobr, 
extremely. ſatisfied with the Reception the King and 
Queen of Pruſſia had given him. 
"The Prufjan Enlifters made themſebves inked 
of every Day. They had lately taken | a Brewer

« Manner in which it ended; it has been thought

ce Some Time ſince they took a n e by 
&« Force, out of a Village in Poland, belonging to 
General Count Flemming, and made him take 
4 Service in the Pruſſian Regiment of Schlippen- 
tc gach; which that General complained of by 
ce Letters, but to no Purpoſe. Some Time after 
C this, the Count being on his Road into Sauony, 
<« was invited by a Poliſh Gentleman, to dine with

Recruits in Poland, contrary to his Pruſſian Ma- 
« jeſty's expreſs Prohibition. On this, General 
Couſit Flemming ſaid, he alſo had Reaſon to 
complain of it ; and added, that the Regiment 
of Schlippenbach diſtinguiſhed itſelf in this Reſpect, 
above all the other Regiments; alledging for 
Example, the Brewer whom they had forcibly 
taken away. | 

% Baron Pudlitz, an Officer in the Regiment of 


Schlippenbach, but which Count Flemming did 


not know, being likewiſe at Dinner; imagined 
probably, that the General had attacked the 
Honour of his Regiment: ſince as ſoon as they 
roſe from Table, and the Count had taken Leave 
of the Company, he advanced toward him with 
Sword in Hand, and demanded Satisfaction. 
The Count, who had put off his Sword, to be 


more at Eaſe in his Coach, and had only his

wt Beſides, the Paron * — had . 
«+ paſſed in his Quarters, where the Count had been 
0 ſtopped in his Coach, by about fifty Soldiers, 
& conſidered in another Light; but nobody he 
e proper to. do fo. 
Laſtly, at the ſame Time the Baron com- 
{+ plained to his Court and other where, of having 
« been ill treated, and particularly by General 
Count Flemming; he alſo demanded Satisfaction 
of a Captain of. that General's Regiment, for

& ſecond Shot alſo; on which the Count fired a- 
gain, and fo exactly, that he ſhot the Baron 
quite through the Head, the Ball going in on 
<« the right Side, and coming out on the Lett, ſo 
* that he dropped down dead on the Place. 

J have given the Relation of this Adventure, to 
teach young Officers, not to be infatuated with falſe 
Points of Honour, and ſeek an untimely Death 
equally uſeleſs both to their Country, and the Prin 
they ſerve. 

In the Beginning of the Year 1724, the King 
cauſed M. Evens, his Reſident at Hambourg, to be 


arreſted. This Miniſter was guilty of having re- 
| XK 3 cCec.kcived 
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ceived conſiderable Sums of Money, under the 
Pretence of enliſting tall Men, and making another 
Uſe of them. For this Reaſon our Monarch deſired 
the Regency of Hambourg, to make him a cloſe 
Priſoner; and two Months afterwards, ſent a De- 
tachment of Grenadiers, commanded by two Offi- 
cers, to bring him from Lenſteheller to Berlin, from 
whence he was afterwards, by his Majeſty's Order, 
conducted to the Citadel of Spandau, to ſpend the 
reſt of his Days there, among the infamous. 

Ihe Prince of Eaſt-Friefland having had violent 
Quarrels with his Subjects, concerning certain Du- 
ties, which he claimed, and they conteſted with 


him; the Prince defired his Pruſſian Majeſty to 


aſſiſt him with ſome of his Troops, to keep his 
Subjects within the Bounds of their Duty: on which 
the King cauſed a Detachment of his Forces, which 
were in \ Guelderland and Eaſt-Frieſland to march. 
The Inhabitants of that Principality, ſeeing the Ar- 

rival of the 7ru/ians, ran to Arms, and there was 
a very ſmart Action, in which ſeveral were flain on 
both Sides. I his Affair was layed before the Au- 
lick Council, who decided, that the Pruffians ſhould 
immediately . evacuate Eaft- Frieſſand; and that the 
Prince of that Name ſhould renounce his Preten- 
ſions, which were unjuſt and unreaſonable. This 
induced the King to write a Letter to, the Empe- 
rour, which I have never ſeen ; but know it con- 
rained in Subſtance, That the Prince of Eafs-Frieſ- 
land could not ſubmit to the Decrees of the Au- 
lick Council, becauſe they were both too ſevere 
with Regard to him, and too favourable to his 
States, and might be attended with very dangerous 
Conſequences to all the other Princes ; who would 
by them be ſtripped of their greateſt Prerogatives, 
which muſt neceſſarily occaſion much Confuſion in 
the Empire: and concluded, with praying his Im- 
_— Majeſty would pleaſe to direct his Aulick 

Council, 


c 
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Council, to act with more Caution for the future, 
in the Sentences which they pronounced. 

Towards the latter End of this Year, the Queen, 
his Majeſty's Spouſe, was brought to-bed of a 
' Princeſs, which was baptized two Days after its 
Birth, and named Anne AMELIA. Twas his 
Majeſty s Cuſtom to have his Chidren baptized im- 
mediately after their Birth, and to Bs preſent in 
Perſon at their Baptiſm. 

There were ſeveral Ruſſians among the Pruſſian 
Troops, who were there only to learn the Exerciſe ; 


the King new clothed them, aſſembled them to- 


gether, and made them perform their Exerciſe ; 
which they did in ſuch a Manner, as did Honour 
to thoſe who had inſtructed them. After they had 


done it, the King thanked them for their faithful 


Service, and told them, they muſt now go and ſerve 
the Czar, their Sovereign, for the future; and ex- 
horted them to diſcharge their Duty like Men of 
Honour ; wiſhing they might ſoon be advanced to 
the Rank of Captains, Colonels and Generals, and 
recommending to them, in that Caſe, to ſend him 
ſome tall Men to ſerve in his great Grenadiers. 
They replied to the King's good Wiſhes, by ſaying 
in their Language, Farewel Father, | 
Fourteen Soldiers, of the Regiment of * 
Grenadiers of Potſdam, having layed a Plot t 
deſert, were diſcovered by the Treachery of one of 
their Accomplices ; the moſt guilty of which had 
his Noſe and Ears cut off, another was declared in- 
famous, and condemn'd to work on the Fortifi- 
cations 3 and the others came off with running the 
Gantlope. 


Meſſ. Wanger and Cuntzman having in a Letter 


do the King, expreſſed themſelves a little too tartly 


againſt the Regency of Pomerania ; his Majeſty had

An Affair happened at T born, in the Month of 
July, 1724, which had like to have kindled a 
War, between our Monarch, and the Republick of 
Poland. 

THORN: is the principal City of Pol % Pruſſia, 
and lies in the Southern Part of the Palatinate of 
Culm, on the right Bank of the River Viſtula, a 
little above the Influx of the Dribancz. IT he City 
is divided into two Parts, the Ola, and the New ; 
the latter of which is much better built than the 
former. Thorn is fortified on the Land ſide, with 
2. double Wall, flanked with Towers at twenty 
Yards diſtance from each other; from whence it is 
thought to derive its Name : and this double In- 
cloſure is covered by a modern Fortification. The 
River runs cloſe by the Foot of the Walls, on the 
other Side, and forms, oppoſite to it, a ſmall | 
Iſland in the Middle of its Channel; which ſerves 
for a Place of Arms, between the two Halves of 
the Bridge: and the Bridge itſelf is remarkable for 
its Length, ſaid to contain 1770 Ells. 

The City is not very ancient, being only Pult 
in 1231, and was at firſt free; but the — of 
the 7 eutonick Order, ſoon poſſeſſed themſelves of it, 
and built a Fortreſs there. The Poles beſieged it 
for two Months, in 1410, and after having ſtormed 
it ſeveral Times ſucceſſively, to no Purpoſe, were 
obliged to raiſe the Siege: but the Knights of the 
Teutonick Order, having treated the Inhabitants 
with too much Rigour, they drove them out of 


the City, and put themſelves under the Protection 
of the Poles.

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The Kings of Poland knowing what Advantage 


the City of Thorn was to them, granted it ſeveral 
very extraordinary Privileges ; ſuch as being go- 
verned' by a Free and Independent Regency, and 
the having a Sort of Reſident at Court, with the 
Title of Secretary, as the City of Dantzig has. | 
Thorn embraced the Reformation of Luther, as 
well as the reſt of Poliſh Pruſſia ; however, he 


Roman Catholicks ſtill preſerved the free Exerciſe 


of their Religion : but the Romiſh Clergy, ever 
aiming to extend their Authority, and increaſe their 
Wealth; have inceſſantly gradually endeavoured 
to exterminate the Proteſtant Religion in that City. 
The Biſhop of Culm, whoſe Dioceſs extends as far 
as Thorn, eſtabliſhed there, towards the latter End 


of the laſt Century, the Proceſſion which is annu- 
ally made on Corpus-Chriſti-Day ; and though it 
was ealily foreſeen this Innovation would be the 


Source of infinite Murmurs, Diviſions and Tu- 
mults; yet that Prelate would never alter his Reſo- 
lution in that Reſpect: ſo much has the Poliſb 
Zeal got the better of thoſe humane Sentiments, 
which other Nations ſo juſtly value themſelves for. 
This Ceremony, in other Reſpects, perhaps trifling 
enough, occaſioned the moſt diſmal Scene that has 
ever been acted, ſince the Maſſacre of St. Bartho- 
lomew. This is the Matter of Fact, according to 
the Latin Relation of it, which was ſent by the 
City to the Court of Warſaw, under the Title of

Rector, about the Diſorder | theſe Scholars had 
cauſed in the City, they attempted to break open 
the Priſon, to reſcue their Comrade ; but finding 


they could not accompliſh that, they attacked, 
Sword in Hand, 'a Lutheran Burgher, whom 


they found in the Street, and purſued him as far 


as the Royal Burgrave's Houſe, whither he fled 


for Refuge. Croſſing afterwards the Street; 


which is called in Poli 72 Crucza Ulica, and 
meeting with a German Student, who was ſtand- 
ing-in his Night-Gown, before the Houſe where 


he lodged ; they fell furiouſly upon him, and 


dragged him by Force to the Jeſuits College, 
where they put him into a cloſe Priſon, and 
threatned to murther him. They did not ſtop 
there ; for ſeeing ſome People, who ſtood qui- 


etly before their College, to ſee what paſſed ; 


they attacked them, ſtill Sword in Hand, with 


great Shouts, and continued the Diſorder till 


the Preſident was obliged to order the City 


Guard to march againſt them; who after a ſtout 


Reſiſtance, put them to Flight, and drove them 
into their College. The Preſident being in- 


formed of every Thing that paſſed, ſent a Secre- 
tary to the Father Rector, to intreat him to 


cauſe the German Student to be releaſed z and in 
the mean Time, to prevent a greater Diſturbance, 


made the Burghers aſſemble with much Precau- 


tion. On the other Hand, as it was a Holy- 
Day, 
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be. Day, and the People were walking in the Streets, 
e he aſſembled a great Number of them together, 
in the Square of St. Fohy; while the Secre 

„ conferred with the Father Rector, who refuſed ; 
c to deliver the German Student, till they had ſet

* were very much enraged, they nevertheleſs re-

The Secretary coming out of the College 
* during theſe Tranſactions, pacified Part of the

College Gates, for Fear the Scholars ſhould fally 
„out. But the Jeſuit's Scholars continuing to 
er throw Stones, and even to fire Muſket - Shot out 
of the Windows, the Populace returned to the 
«© Attack of the College, with great Fury; how- 
ever, they ſtoppped a little when the Secretary 
«brought them Word, that the German Student 
c had been ſet at Liberty. But the Jeſuit's Scholars 
* throwing Stones and firing inceſſantly through - 
* the Windows, fo that neither the City Militia, 
nor that of the Kingdom, which had been ſent 
** for by the Preſident and the Captain of the Royal 
* Guard, to aſſiſt the College, could advance to 

«« appeaſe the Riot; the Populace' grew fo violently 
<< enraged, that they broke open the College Gates, 
e forced into the Appartments, and began to break 
every Thing to Pieces that came to Hand, and 
having kindled a Fire in the Square, threw all 
the Furniture into it they could find.

The Commiſſion was nume- 
rous, and the State of the Caſe drawn up, with 
that good Order, which is fo. conſpicuous in all the 
Poliſh Affairs.

it appear the more evidently,. that the only 


Crime for which theſe poor People ſuffered, 
was the being Proteſtants : ſince, if they would

ducted in another Manner, but there would have 
been alſo quite a different Sentence pronounced.

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Who could have thought ſo preſſing a Letter, 
from a neighbouring and formidable King, would 
not have mitigated the Fate of the Inhabitants of 
Thorn? But the Poles were Maſters of it, and the 
Jeſuits were Maſters of the Poles : Auguſtus was at 
Warſaw, very well; with all his Clemency he 
could not alter the Sentence of a Commiſſion, ap- 

pointed for the General Diet of the Kingdom, 
without diſobliging the whole Nation. The Judges, 
however, ſeemed to fear, the Goodneſs and Equity 
of that great Prince, would curb their Hatred, and 
that the Solicitations of the Proteſtant Powers,

This Letter, which was publiſhed, ſhewed the 
Poles the Difference there was between their Zeal, 
and that which animated our Monarch. They ſaw 
they had ſuffered themſelves to be blinded, by the 
feigned Cries of ſome artful Monks, who, under 
the Pretence of revenging the Saints and their 
Images, had increaſed their Patrimony, with the 
Spoils of the pretended Criminals ; . whereas his 
Pruſſian Majeſty only claimed the Faith of Treaties, 
and the publick Security : and waited patiently for the 
re-eſtabliſhing of the one, and making Satisfaction 
for the InfraRtions of the others, while he could 
have done himſelf Juſtice ; and the Conduct of the 
Poles, authoriſed him to uſe more violent Repriſals

on his Roman Catholick Subjects, who were-envis 


roned by the Poliſb Dominions. Whether this edi- 


fying Conduct touched the Heart of the Poles, or

He let them-com- 
plain and clamour as much as they pleaſed, and 
only aſſured them, that he would effectually per- 
form what he had engaged to do for them, as ſoon | 
as ever Circumſtances were more favourable.”

Majeſty, againſt the falſe Accuſations which had 
been unjuſtly +. me to his Charge. 

. Europe, in the Year 1727, was in N & 
being involved again in as ruinous and general a 
War, as that which had been terminated by the 
bo reaty of Utrecht. 

The Cauſe of this War which was PEW 
was a Company that had been formed at Oſtend, 
for trading to the Eaſt- Indies, to which the Empe- 
rour had granted great Privileges ; and for which 
his Imperial Majeſty intereſted himſelf extremely, 
becauſe . he foreſaw it would inrich his Dominions 


in the Low-Countries, But the Hallanders alſo fore- 


ſeeing on their Side, that it would be infinitely 


prejudicial to them, and beginning already to feel the 
Effects of it; the States General humbly intreated 


the Emperour to aboliſh this Company, and declared 


they would come to an open Rupture with him, if 
he did not grant their Requeſt. The Emperour 
did not Go to ive himſelf much Concern about 
the Reſolution of the States; and. ſhewed plainly 
enough, . he rather choſe to break with them, than 
aboliſh the Oftend Company, which was ſo advane 

tageous to his Subjects. This Diſpoſition of the 
Emperour, contributed very much to induce” the 
States to acceed to the Treaty of Hanover; their 
High-Mightineſſes perceiving - very well, that an 
Alliance with the Lings of France, Great-Britain 
and Pruſſia, muſt. be 2 to them, in Caſe 
of a Rupture with the Emperour. The Emperour 
judged alſo on his Side, that he ſhould want both 
Troops and Money, to ſupport him in this Affair; 
and nobody was better able to aſſiſt him, in theſe 
two Reſpects, than his Pruſſian Majeſty, who had 
above ninety Thouſand regular Troops on Foot, 
and immenſe Treaſures. But that Prince was, as 
one may ſay, the Ring- leader of the Treaty of 
1 Hanover; 
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e : How then could he obtain Succours 
from him? The Emperour found out an almoſt 
infallible Way to do it. The King of Pruſſia had 
Pretenſions, which I ſhall ſpeak of more at large, 
in the Series of this Hiſtory, on the Dutchies of 
Juliers and Berg: and the Elector Palatine, who 
then poſſeſſed thoſe Countries, was very ancient 
and without Poſterity ; which attracted the Atten- 
tion of Frederick-William. He had Competitors ; 
but he did not deſpair of ſupplanting them, as he 
had the Advantage over them, in Troops and 
| Riches : however, he imagined the Affair would 
be ſtill more certain, if the Emperour was for him. 
He was in this Diſpoſition, when Count Seckendorff 
arrived at Berlin, from the Emperour; to negotiate 
a Treaty there, between their Imperial and Pruſſian 
Majeſties. The Count touched the King in the 
ſenſible Part, in propoſing to him, by a ſecret 
Article; that his Imperial Majeſty ſhould uſe his 
utmoſt Endeavours, to affure the Dutchies of Ju- 
tiers and Berg to him; and that he ſhould poſſeſs 
them in Sovereignty, immediately after the Death 
of the Elector Palatine, who then reigned. Theſe 
Promiſes determined the King to conclude a Treaty 
with his Imperial Majeſty, which does not derogate 
in any Reſpect, from that of Hanover; ; _ Sub- 
ſtance of which was as follows, 


1. The King of Pruſſia hall 47 215 all bis 
Forces, to maintain the Imperial Crown, in the Houſe 
cf Auſtria. 

2. That for the Aſſiſtance and Service of bis Im- 
perial Majeſty, he ſhall, in Caſe of Neceſſity, cauſe a 
Body of ten thouſand Men to march; on Condition, 
however, that they ſhall be only employed in the Em- 
Fire, and not in Italy or the Low-Countries. 
3. That the * ſhall in En ſend elbe 

.. Thouſand 
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Thouſand Men, to the Aſſiſtance of bis Pruſſian Ma- 
jeſty, when he ſhall have Occaſion for them. . 

4. That he ſhall confirm the Poſſeſſion of the County 

. of Tecklenbourg, to his Pruſſian Majeſty, which 
bas been hitherto conteſted with him. 

5. That his Imperial Majeſty ſhall pay him a Million 
of Crowns, or ſpall give him an Equivalent in Lands, 
in Sileſia. 

6. That the King of Pruſſia ſhall not be obliged to 
perform his Engagements, *till after the Emperour 
ſhall have fulfilled his, for which Cauſe they have 
ſtipulated the Term of ſix Months. 


All Europe was in a Seen c France 
made extraordinary Preparations for War; ſhe had 
50,000 Men along the Rhine, ready to enter into 

the Territories of the Empire, on the firſt Signal: 
Holland was equally ready tq attack, and England 
the ſame, The Emperour. had no Power on his 

Side, but the King of Spain; who layed Siege to 
Gibraltar, but without Succeſs : and the Alliance 
with Spain was very inconſiderable, in Compariſon 
of ſo great a Number of powerful Enemies. Every 
body thought a War would inevitably be kindled 
in the Bowels of the Empire, which occaſioned

puniſh him with Death: and therefore cauſed No- 
tice to be given to the Saxon Envoy, that if any 
Harm was done to this Subaltern Officer, he would | 
uſe Reprifals. This Menace, which did not con- | 
cern the Envoy, however, affrighted him; and 
they were ſurprized one Morning, to find he had 
packed up his Baggage, and was returned to his 
Court. This occafioned the following Letter, from 
his Poliſh Majeſty, to the King of Pruſſia; bearing 
Date the 28th of March, 1727.

If your Majeſty had 
Thought proper to fall on my Miniſter reſiding at your 
Court, I might more juſtly have made Repriſals, on 
your two Miniſters, who are at mine; namely, Meſſ. 
Schwerin and Viebahn: and therefore cauſed it to 
be declared to them, that 1 ſhould infallibly aft as 
Circumſtances ſhould require. I am therefore obliged

in a friendly Manner, and like a good Neighbour, the 
Nature of this Affair; and what your Intentions are 
with regard to it.

Loui s; the Prince Royal, the King of Denmark, 
and the Dukes of Orleans and Bourbon were his 
Godfathers, and the Queens of France and Poland 
his Godmothers.

GeorGt-Lovis, King of Great Britain, dying 
the preceding Year, 1727 3 the Prince of Hales his 
Son, ſucceeded him, with the Title of Gzoree II. 
The Friendſhip that had ſubſiſted between the Pruſ- 
ian and Hanoverian Courts, ſuffered a terrible E- 
clipſe, from the Commencement of the Reign af the 
new King of Great Britain, Elector of Hancver; and 


this was the Occaſion' of it. The Prigſſian Enliſters 
had taken ſeveral tall Men out of the Dominions of 
that Electorate, by Force. The Regency of Hanaver 


complained of this to the Court of Berlin; but 
whether the King could not puniſh the Guilty, be- 
cauſe he did not know them, or whether, which 


is moſt probable, there were too many of them to 


be puniſhed, without more fatal Conſequences, than 


even the. Reſentment of the Complainants they 


_ endeavoured to pacify the injured Party with fair 
Words; which ſeemed far from being fatisfaftory; 
for they began to make Repriſals with great Vi- 
gour, by arreſting all the Pruſſians, who came or 
went through the Dominions, dependent on the 


Electorate of Hanover. This happened exactly at 


the Time when it was publickly reported, their 
Britannick and Pruſſian Majeſties would very ſoon 
have an Interview; and therefore all Germany was 


in the greateſt Surpriſe, at this ſudden and extra- 


ordinary Change. Frederick-William, on the firſt 
Emotion of his Anger, ſent preſſing Orders to 
| cauſe 


„ 
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cauſe 17 Regiments of Cavalry and Dragoons, and 
19 of Infantry, to march with all poſſible Expedition; 
which, with ſome other Detachments, were to form 
an Atmy of 46,000 Men, on the Frontiers of Lu- 
nethourg. Part of theſe Troops were to eneamp 
at Lenxen near Magdebourg, and the reſt to form a 
Camp: on the Frontiers of Mecklemiboury.- If the 
Preparations could have been made as expeditiouſly 
as the King deſired, in all. A ance he would 
have immediately begun Hoſtilities; arid perhaps 
might then have done it with Succeſs, as no Body- 
in the Electorate of Hanover expected an Invaſion; 
tor an Affair that might have been regulated by 
Commiſſioners, in four and twenty Hours: but as 
it required Time to make the neceſſary N 
tions, before he began the Attack ; the King of 
Great Britain, who was then at Zell, had Time to 
provide for the Defence of his Domiinions. He 
immediately ſent Orders to Field Marſhal General, 
Baron Bulau, to cauſe Troops to march along the 
Elbe; and at the fame Time diſpatched Expreſſes 
to the Princes his Allies, to demand the Suceours 
ſtipulated by Treaties, or the Troops for which he 
paid Subſidies. The  Heſfians were ſoon in the 
Field; and ſeveral other Princes of the E 
prepared to ſend their Auxiliary Troops: ſo that ; 
they counted at the Hanoverian Court, they ſhould, 
have between 45 and 50,000 Men . rn hong 
Prufſians were aſſembled.

As to the ſecond Article, concerning the other

of him: to cauſe the Differences ſubſiſting be- 


tween the two Courts, to be examined into, and 
determined by a reciprocal Commiſſion; to puniſh 
in an exemplary Manner, the Soldiers who are 
accuſed of having committed Diſorders in the

been yet returned ; but that they have even 
refuſed. at Hanover, with great Haughtineſs, and 


in ſuch a Manner as is not even practiſed be- 


tween declared Enemies, and three Times ſuc- 


ceſſively, an Audience, which his Minifter and 


Privy Counſellour Kannegieter, furniſhed with 


Credentials for that Court, had Orders to ſolicit ;

To judge of the Solidity of the Wee con- 
tained in this Manifeſto, it is proper to remark, 
that the Prufſians. never kept any of the Agreements, 
made with the Soldiers they enliſted. They indeed 
gave large Bounty-Money, but it muſt not be 
imagined they would releaſe a Man, though they 
promiſed by Word of Mouth and Writing, with 
the Oaths uſed by Gentlemen Officers, that they 
ſhould have their Liberty, at the End of ſuch a 
Time. It muſt alſo be acknowledged, that if they 
had been ſcrupulous in this Reſpect, they would 
have endangered the ruining of themſelves, in leſs 
than three Fears; conſidering the exorbitant Sums 
they offered, to have a Man they liked, and whom 

yed with the greateſt, Eractneſs. It was 
alſo very cuſtomary with them, at that Time, never 
to obſerve any Cartel; and to reſtore no Deſerters, 
except ſuch as had not the Heighth required in 
the Pruſſian Service; as to the others, they made 
very bold with them; ; and when they were re- 
claimed, never failed of finding Means to conceal 
them, or of ſending them for a Time, into ſome 
diſtant Province; after which they made them re- 
join their Regiments, and ſtill inſiſted on it, they 
had neyer ſeen them. Tis certain, all the Powers 
the Prufſians have had Cartels with, have always 
complained of their continual Infractions of chem; ; 
whenever they happened to get a Deſerter that they 
liked. But to return to the Quarrel ariſen between 
the Courts of Hanover and Berlin; the Demands on 
both Sides, were increaſed ſo much ſome Months

verians, on his Britannick Majeſty's. Side only. 
The more the Affair lingered, the more it was ex- 

All the neighbouring Powers interpoſed their 
good Offices; France, the States General, and the 
Emperour eſpecially, as moſt concerned in the 
Tranquillity of the Empire, uſed their utmoſt En- 
deavours to pacify theſe Diſturbances, which threat- 
ned Germany with an. inteſtine War. Happily their 
Endeavours were not fruitleſs ; a Congreſs aſſembled 
at Brunſwick, terminated this Difference, without 
re-eſtabliſhing the good Underſtanding between the 
two Monarchs. F 

I think I have remarked ſomewhere, that his 
Pruſſian Majeſty bad a prodigious Memory; here 
is a particular Fact that will be a good Proof of it. 
This Monarch having heard at Wuſfterbauſen, on 
the 25th of October, this Year, that his Poliſþ Ma-

thither at ſeven of the Clock in the Morning, ac- 
companied by the Generals, the Counts Seckendor F 

and Denbof, and M. Grumkow, with ſeveral other 
Officers of inferiour Rank. The King of Poland, 
who did not expect this Viſit, was agreeably ſur- 
priſed, and embraced his Prufſian Majeſty with great 
Tenderneſs; and after the firſt Compliments, the 
two Kings, ordering the Crowd to retire, had half 
an Hour's private Converſation ; after which they 
mounted on Horſeback with the Prince Royal and 
Electoral of Saxony, and went to ſee the Regiment 
of Klingenberg, which was drawn up within half a 
League of the City. oy Find?

On the 2 gth 
of May, the Markgrave 2 at the Review which 
the King made of twenty Battalions of the Regi- 
ments of the Markgrave Albert, Prince Henry, 
Gerſdorff, Kalchſtein, Schwerin, Sydow, Loben, Gla- 
fenap, Denhoff and Goltz; and his Serene High- 
neſs extremely admired the Dexterity, with which 
thoſe Troops performed their Exerciſe. 

At laſt, on the goth of May, the Marriage Ce- 
remony was performed with an extraordinary Mag- 
nificence, the Bride having among other remark- 
able Jewels, the fame Crown with which the firſt 
Queen of Praffia was crowned ; in which was one 
of the largeſt Brilliants in Europe : and as ſoon as 

the Nuptial Benediction was given, 36 Pieces of 
Carmon, planted before the Caſtle, were fired three 
Times ſucceſſwely. The Ceremony was followed 
a grand Entertainment of twelve Tables; ſome 
which had forty Covers. There was no Body 

at the King's Table, but the Princes and the Prin- 
ceſſes of the Blood, and the Princes of Aybalt and 
George of Heſſe- Caſſel After Supper they danced 
the Fackel-Dantz, or the Torch-Dance ; thoſe who 
carried the Torches, while the King danced: with 
the Princeſs, were the Field Marſhals Counts War- 
renſleben and Arnheim, Count Finct, General of the 
Artillery, the Lieutenant Generals Grumkow, Borck, 
Gerſdorff, Blanckefie and Leben; the Major Gene- 
rals, Coums, Truckfes, Schulembourg und Denboff; 
Meff. Bodenbroutk, Dockum and Linge; and the 
Colonels Sido and Kalchſtein. What was remark- | 
able among thefe Gentlemen who carried the Torches, 

was, that the Age of the two firft, made

The Court 
went to Charlottembourg, where M. Viereck was be. 
trothed to the Counteſs of Finck, Maid of Ho- 
nour to the Queen; after which. Count Fincken- 
ſtein, the young Log s Father, gave a ſuperb En- 
certainment to the King and the Markgrave of 
Anſpach, at Belvider. In ſhort, after extraordinary 
Rejoicings and F eſtivals, the new-married Couple 
ſet out to go to the Place of their Reſidence. _.

which they deſerved, and ſtill continuing the ſame 
Outrages; this occaſioned the Emperour to write 
to the King of Great Britain, Elector of Hanover, 
and the Duke of Brun/wick-Wolfenbuttle, as Con- 
fervators of the Empire, and to his Prufſian Ma- 
as Director of the Circle of Lower-Saxony ; 
in eres to diſpoſe thoſe Princes to ſupport the Im- 
perial Commiſſion, which he reſolved to appoint 
for the 11 Government of the Dutchy of 
Mecklembour g. All this ſucceeded at firſt, accord- 
ing to wiſh; Duke Charles Leopold, preſſed” by 'the 
Emperour to give an Account of "his Conduct, 
and cloſely beſet by the Troops of the Commiſſion, 
made his Eſcape to Dantzig. The Duke's Ab- 
ſence, and the immenſe Expence cauſed hy the 
Commiſſion, made the Emperour judge, it would 
be better to appoint an Adminiſtrator for Mecklem- 
Bourg, till the Duke repented, and promiſed | to 
overn his Subjects with more Humanity. The 
Em perour communicated his Deſign, to the Princes

Duke Charles Leopold afterwards uſed all the 
Means in the World, to re-enter into the Poſſeſſion 
of his Dutchy; but "refuſing to ſubmit to the Im- 
perial Decrees, his Brother, Duke Chriftian Louis, 
was choſe Adminiſtrator, and Duke Charles Leopold 
continued a Wanderer, deprived of his Sove- 
reignty. 

Dur Monarch's Queen, in the RN of this 
Tear, 1730, was attacked by a very dangerous 

Diſeaſe; which at firſt alarmed the People, for 
whoſe Happineſs that Princeſs always had a tender 
| Concern: but her Majeſty at laſt, after having 

ſuffered great Affliction, happily recovered. 

In the Beginning of February, a Conſpiracy was 
formed at Pol ſdam, by about a Dozen great Grena- 
diers, who had reſolved to ſuborn ſome more of 
their Comrades, cut the Throats of the Guard, and 
decamp in the Dead of the Night; but this Project 
was diſcovered. The Auther of it was firſt pinched 
with burning hot Pincers, and afterwards, hanged; 
others had their Noſe and Ears cut off; and the 
reſt ran the Gantlope ſix and thirty Times. Many 
Plots of this kind, have happened in ſeveral Pruſſian 
Garriſons, all of which have been detected; which 
may be eaſily imagined, conſidering the ſevere Diſci- 
pline the Soldiers were —_ under, and the TORR:

His Majeſty made a ſhort Trip to Dreſdm, where 
he arrived without any body's knowing it, except 
Count Truſches, his Envoy, at whoſe Houſe he 
allighted. The Court of Saxony were * that Day 
celebrating with great Pomp, the Wedding of the 
young Counteſs of Coſel, his Poliſh Majeſty's natural 
Daughter, who was married to Count Maſcbinſti. 
It was eleven of the Clock at Night, when his 
Pruſſian Majeſty arrived; who, as ſoon as he had 
pulled off his Boots, and put on a Domino, went 
to the Palace in his Miniſter's Coach; and would 
appear without any Attendants, in order to conceal 
himſelf the better. He cover d his Face with a 
Maſk; and went thus equipped round all the 
Tables, at which the Court were at Supper; and 
examined every Gueſt in particular, without any 
body's ſuſpecting him to be the Perſon he was. 

His Pruſſian Majeſty at laſt, ſtopped at the King 
of Poland's Chair, and unmaſked himſelf before 
that Prince; who knew him, and was in great 
Confuſion with Joy and Surpriſe. He got up, em- 
braced him moſt tenderly, and thanked him for 
having furpriſed him fo agreeably. I had ſo great 
a Defire to ſee you, replied Frederick-William, that 
I believe I ſhould have come on Foot, rather than 
not have procured myſelf this Satisfaftion. 

The King of Poland gave magnificent Diverſions, 
on his Pruſſian Majeſty's Account, and among others, 
that which is called in German, I irtſchaſf; in 
which the Prince Royal of Poland repreſented the 
Landlord, and the Princeſs Royal his Spouſe, the 
Landlidy of the Houſe.

there 
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there: was a Houſe built, where there was every” 
Evening a Comedy and a Concert. There was a 
little Fleet, compoſed of thirty Veſſels, on the Elbe, 
which ſerved to go to Dreſden, for Proviſions and 
other Neceſſaries for the Camp; in the Neighbour- 
hood. of which, were the Magazines, Bake-houſes 
and Brew-houſes. There were alſo three flying 
Bridges built over the Elbe, the firſt and ſecond of 
which, were each of them layed on thirty two 
Boats; from whence they, on St. John's Day, 
played off a fine Fire-Work, whoſe Rockets were 
much larger than thoſe commonly made Uſe of. 
Their Pol;ſh and Pruſſian Majeſties ſaw it from the 
King of Poland's. * Pavilion ; which, as I have al- 
ready ſaid, was placed on an Eminence; and ſur- 
rounded with Barriers, before which was a Sort of 
Ditch :: and the Kitchens, Cellars, &c. were at the 
Foot of this Eminence. - The Ground-Floor of the 
Pavilion, contained ſeveral Appartments, Corridors 
and Galleries, whoſe Windows had a Proſpect of 
the Camp; the upper Story was alſo divided into 
ſeveral Appartments, in the Middle of which was 
a large Hall, the four principal Windows of which 
had Galleries; and the whole Building, which 
could cafily contain 4000 People, was painted all 
over. The Ffontiſpiece was 4 la Manſarde, and 
above the Roof were two Banners, repreſenting a 
Cheſs-Board, with . theſe Words for their Device; 
OTia MagxrrTis; and the Guard within the Pa- 
villion, was compoſed of Cadets, and that without, 
of Janiſaries. The Palace alſo, in which his Poliſb 
Majeſty lodged, with the Counteſſes of Orxelſta, 
Bielinſta and Kileys, was of a fine Structure, and 
ſuperbly furniſhed;z and ſurrounded by above an 


This Pavilion was BY the Middle of | the Plain, and com- 
manded a View of the whole Camp, ſo that the Army could 
.make no Motion, but what was ſeen from it. | 


"MA - mundred 
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Hooded Tents, moſt of which belonged to the 
Officers of the Court ; and twenty of them kept 
open Tables every Day. The Quarters of his 
Pruſſian Majeſty, and the Prince Royal his Son, 
were about an hundred Paces from this Palace ; and 


the Princes of Anbalt and Beveren lodged alſo in the 


fame Quarter; which was a ſquare Building, with 
four Avenues, fortified with a Sort of Rampart and 
_ Ditch; and his Pruſſian Majeſty's Guard was com- 
poſed of Janifaries and great Grenadiers. The 
Fents in this Quarter, twenty in Number, were 
very large and very fine; and that in the Middle, 
which was octogonal, had a great Hall, which you 
entered by four different Ways, and was adorned 
with fine Windows. The Avenues leading to the 
King's Quarters, were lighted in the Night-Time 
by Lanthorns; eight of which were very large, 
and of a particular Form; and two of theſe Lan- 
chorns were placed on each Side of the Entrance 
into the Pruſſian Quarters. They were not only 
made of very fine Glaſs, but had alſo another Glaſs 
at their Bottoms, cut into ſmall Squares, which by 
the Reflection of the Light, conſiderably increaſed 
its Clearneſs. The Cadets, Gentlemen and the 
free Companies, encamped on the right Side of the 
King of Poland's Quarters; the Janiſaries, Spahis 
and Coſſacks, on the left; and the whole Army 
conſiſted of 20,000 Infantry, and rn . 
valry. 
Among the different Corps of the King of Po- 
lands Houſhold Troops, that of the Gentlemen 
Horſe-Guards was moſt conſiderable ; and formed 
on the Idea of the King of France's Muſketeer- 
Guards. It was Stoke of Gentlemen and 
Officers; their Horſes were fine and well choſen; 
their Habits ſcarlet, turned up with blue, and richly | 
laced; they had on their Breafts a Star, embroidered 
in blue, and the King's 8 Star and Order on x 
Bac 
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Backs; they had alſo embroidered ſcarlet Houſings, 
and made ſo much the finer Appearance at this Camp, 
as both their Clothes, and the Furniture of their 
Horſes, were intirely new, to the ſmalleſt Piece. oh 
The whole Army was alſo new-clothed. The 
great Muſketeers were handſomly clothed, as well as 
the Horſe-Grenadiers ; whoſe Coats were of fine 
Scarlet, and their Waiſtcoats of a fine yellow Cloth, 
with Sleeves after the Roman Faſhion : and their 
Caps, which had the King's Arms enamelled on 
them, were ſo loaden with Silver, they ſeemed to - 
be ſolid. The reſt of the Cavalry, conſiſting of 
Dragoons and Cuiraſſiers, were proportionably fine 
and neat ; eſpecially the Regiment of Horſe-Guards, 
which was compoſed of none but picked Men, and. 
whoſe Uniform was crimſon and light blue, with 
broad Gold-Laces. | 255 
The Infantry were not inferiour to the Cavalry, 
either in Neatneſs or Magnificence; and their 
Officers in general were richly dreſſed. The Grena- 
diers performed their Exerciſe with great Dexterity; 
thoſe of them who had Silver Lace on their Clothes, 
had Plates of the ſame Metal on their Caps, which 
were of Velvet; and their Bandoleers were alſo 
ornamented with Plates of Silver. Of all the Regi- 
ments of Grenadiers, Rutowſer's. was indiſputably 
the fineſt, both for the Tallneſs of the Men it was 
compoſed of, and the Richneſs of their Clothes, 
which were Lemon-coloured, turned up with a 
light Red, and laced with Silver. The Regiments 
of the Artillery, Fuſileers, and Cannoneers, were 
alſo in very fine Order; and thoſe of the Artil- 
lery had Drums of an extraordinary Size, which 
were placed on a Waggon drawn by four Horſes. 
The Driver of this Waggon was of a Size pro- 
portioned to the Drums, and was the ſame Swede, 
that the King of Sweden preſented to his Poliſb 


Majeſty : he was eight Feet high, and was at- 
ha Dd 3 FE tended 
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tended in his Waggon, by a little Mooriſb Dwarf ; 
which made an agreeable Contraſt enough. The 
Troops that incamped feparately, were the Jani- 
ſaries, the Spahis, the free Companies, and the 
Cadets; the laſt of which were comely young 
Gentlemen, cloathed in Scarlet, laced with Silver; 
with the King's Arms enamelled on their Bando- 
leers, and Swords of maſſy Silver. The Spahis 
were a Troop in Imitation of a Body of Turkiſb 
Cavalry; they had very fine Horſes, and were 
made Uſe of to keep the Crowd off, when the 
Troops performed their Exerciſe. As to the Jani- 
faries, they might be reckoned one of the fineſt 
Corps that compoſed this Army; and you would 
have taken them by their external Appearance, 
Preſs and Arms, for real Turks, / eſpecially When 
you heard their Muſick : their Inſtruments were 
ſmall Pipes, whofe Sound, reſembling the Cries. of 
young Children, was increaſed} by the Noiſe of little 
Drums, and two Sorts of brazen Plates; which 
they ſtruck againſt each other. The Officers alſo 
that commanded this Body, were very magnificent, 
having long Robes of Taffety, embroidered with 
Silver, and the Heydukes and Porters were alſo 
dreſſed in Satin, laced with Silver. There was a 
very odd Cuſtom obſerved in this Camp, which 
was, that the King of Poland was always attended 
by eight Men, and his Pruſſian Majeſty by as many, 
_ whole Looks were as fierce, as thoſe of the former 
were mild and agreeable. Thoſe that attended on 
his Poliſh Majeſty, were dreſſed almoſt like Hey- 
dukes, except that their Clothes were of fine Scar- 
let; and thoſe of the King of Pryfia's Train, like 
Baſhaws, with Robes of yellow Cloth embroidered 
with Silver. His Pruſſian Majeſty, and the Nobility 
of his Retinue, were dreſſed in Scarlet, with Gold- 
Lace and Brandenbourgs. Having thus given a 
ſhort Deſcription of what was moſt remarkable in 
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this Camp, I ſhall now proceed to give a Journal 
of what paſſed in it. OHA h 
His Poliſb Majeſty ſet out from Leipzig to go 
to the Camp, with a Deſign to ſee the Troops 
that were to form it, arrive there; and make the 
neceſſary Diſpoſitions for the general Review, and 
military Exerciſes; and the whole Army having 
receiv'd all their new Uniforms and new Arms, on 
the 28th of May, 1730; his Majeſty cauſed it to 
be ranged in order of Battle, about fix o Clock, the 
ſame Evening; in order to ſhew it to the French 
Ambaſſador, who was come to take his Leave of 


him, to make a Tour to his own Court. As ſoon 


as the Army was drawn up; the King and Prince 
Royal mounted on Horſeback, and rode along the 
Front of the two Lines; and his Majeſty had 
Reaſon to be fatisfied with the juſt Applauſe, 
the Marquis of Monti, Ambaſſador of France, be- 
ſtowed on the Troops, which he found very fine, 
and exceedingly well equipped. M. Grumkow, 
one of his Pruſſian Majeſty's Miniſters of State and 
Lieutenant-Generals, ſeemed alſo to be very well 
ſatisfied with them; and aſſerted, he was ſure the 

King his Maſter would likewiſe be the ſame : and 
the Princeſs Royal of Poland, who had dined that 
Day with the King ; ſaw the Army from a Caleſh, 
which was open on both Sides. About nine in the 
Evening, his Majeſty returned to his Quarters 
from whence he diſpatched General Phlug, to go 
and meet his Pruſſian Majeſty : both to ſhew him 
his Joy for his near Arrival, and thank him, for 
having choſen him to be Godfather, to the young 
* Prince, which her Pruſſian Majeſty was brought 
to-bed of, on the 23d of May. © 


This young Prince was baptized on the 24th of the ſame 
Month, and named AucusTus FERDINAND. 
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T he 3oth, the "i of Poland went and lay at 
Gerisch, to be nearer at hand to receive his Pruſſian 
Majeſty; who lay that Night at Coſdorff. 
I be gift, his Pop Majeſty, riſing. early i in . the 
Morning, waited for the King of Pruſſia's Arrival, 
under a Tent half open, on the Highway to Co/- 
dar; all the Knights of the Order of the White- 
Eagle, 35 or 36 in Number, were there at ſeven in 

e Morning; the Military Gentlemen were in the 
Prince Royal's Retinue, and the others accom- 
panied Count. Frieſe, the Great-Chamberlain. At 
eight o'Clock, his Pruſſian Majeſty appeared on 
Horſeback, followed by ſeveral Princes, Generals, 
Colonels, * other Officers, to the Number of one 
hundred and ſixty. The King of Poland roſe from 
the Chair on which he ſat, and going out of his 
Tent, advanced twenty Paces to meet the Pruſſtan 
Monarch; who on his Side alighted from his Horſe, 
and came to embrace his Pohiſþ Majeſty, to whom 
he, at the ſame Time, preſented the Noblemen 
and Officers, who had the Honour to accompany 
him. His Pruſſian Majeſty afterwards received the 
Compliments, of the Knights of the Order of the 
White-Eagle; ſome by Word of Mouth, and 
others by Reverences. After reciprocal Compli- 
ments, the two Kings entered the Tent, in which 
a Table was placed, that was as well ſerved, as the 
Time and Place would permit. Their Majeſties, 
their Royal Highneſſes, ſeveral Noblemen of our 
Monarch's Train, and ſome of his Pohſþ Majeſty's, 
fat down at the Table, without Ceremony, with 
their Hats on their Heads, as had been agreed on 
before hand. A little after this, his Poliſþ Majeſty's 
Led-Horſes, Coaches, and many other Vehicles of 
various Sorts, all very magnificent, and drawn by 
ſix Horſes: each; filed off before the Tent : after 
which their Majeſties got into a Caleſh, and = 
rive 
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rived at ten o'Clock, in his Poliſh Majefty's Quar- 
 Thefirſt of Fune, the ge nora] Review was made; ; 
the whole Army drawing up in Order of Battle, in 

two Lines, with the Prince Royal of Poland, and 
Field-Marſhal Count Fackerbarth, who commanded 
under his Orders, at their Head. When all was 
ready, the two Kings, accompanied by the Prince 
Royal of Pruſſia, and the other Princes, Noblemen 
and Officers, of their Retinues, paſſed along the 
two Lines; their Majeſties were ſaluted every where 
in the-uſual Manner; and were followed by an 
infinite Number of Spectators, of both Sexes, on 
Horſeback and in Coaches. After the two Kings 
were returned into their Tents, which were erected 
at ſome Diſtance from the Front of the Army ; 
24 Pieces of heavy Cannon began the Royal Salute, 
which was continued by 48 Field-Pieces, planted 
between the Intervals of the Battalions, of the two 
Lines, and the Muſketry : and after this Salute 
had been repeated twice more, the whole Army 
paſſed by Corps and Regiments, before their Ma- 

jeſty's Tents; and then returned into their Camp. 
The 2d, was a Day of Reſt ; our Monarch dined 
with his Poliſp Majeſty, and there was a Comedy. 

'The 3d, they aw the Dragoons exerciſe. The 
four Regiments they were compoſed of, after 
having drawn up in one Line, in the Middle of 
the Place of Arms, formed two Columns, and 
marched in that Manner, within a certain appointed 
Diſtance of the Royal Pavillion ; where atter they 
had formed again in a Line, their Majeſties ſaw 
them, by paſſing along the Front of it: after which 
they marched, made their Evolutions,, and exer- 

| ciſel on Horſeback and on Foot. They practiſed 
on this Occaſion, the new Manner of coupling their 
Horſes, which the King of Poland deſired to in- 
troduce among his Troops ; and which is executed 


in 
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in ſuch a Manner, that each Regiment marching 
. ſtraight out of its Rank, immediately forms its 
Battalions in Fi ront, 155 by that Means covers its 
Horſes. 

The 4th, there was a Comedy and a Ball. 

The 5th, the Cavalry performed their Exerciſes. 
It was compoſed of 24 Squadrons of the Body- 
Guards, the Carabineers, and three Regiments of 
Cuiraſſiers. They marched in four Columns to- 
wards the Royal Pavilion, where forming in two 
Lines, they made ſeveral Motions, Marches, At- 
tacks, and other Exerciſes; which were concluded 
by a Square they formed round the Royal Pavilion; 
from whence they retreated in a Column, - marching 
round the Pavilion, to return into the Camp. 

The 6th, there was a Concert, in which | the 
Talian Singers pe rformed. 

The 7th, the 7 was to have exerciſed; but 
the two Kings being troubled with Colds, occa- 
ſioned by the Cold and wet Weather, which they 
had had for ſeveral Days; they were obliged to put 
it off *till the roth: on which Day the Infantry 
marched in two Columns, and formed a Square 
round the Royal Pavilion. Their Majefties having 
walked Abe it; they began by handling their 
Arms, which was ſucceeded by the different Ways 
of charging an Enemy; by Ranks, by Platoons, by 
Half-Diviſions, by Whole-Diviſions, and by Lanes; 
Where the Grenadiers threw a great Quantity of 
Grenadoes, into the Middle of the Square. After 
this they attacked by two Lines of the Square at 
once, by advancing: againſt each other towards the 
Pavilion, and then retreating; When this was 
done, the Infantry made the Chain and Running- 
Fires, and then three general Diſcharges of the 
whole Square ; after which they retired into the

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The 11 th, his. Pruſſian Majeſty heard a Sermon, | 
in Count Marterbartbis Quarters, who afterwards 
gave the Prince Royal of Pruſſia, a magnificent 
Dinner. The two Kings dined each in their own 
Quarters z and there was an Jalian Comedyin the 
Evening. 
The 1 2th, the Artillery exerciſed. Beſides the 
Battalion of the Artillery, and 48 Field Pieces, 
three more Regiments of Foot were alſo an Com- 
mand. After this Body was drawn up in fix Lines, 
and the Cannon divided into eight Brigades, they 
marched towards the Royal Pavilion, in fix Co- 
lumns; the Cannon and Ammunition Waggons 
went 'in the Middle of the Columns, and were ac- 
companied by a certain Number, of Cannoniers, and 
Platoons of Infantry; the Drums of the Artillery 
being in a Waggon drawn by four white Horſes. 
After all were arrived at the appointed Diſtance 
from the Pavilion; they unharneſſed the Horſes 
that drew the Cannon and Ammunition Waggons, 
and led them out of the Ranks; after which the 
— Body formed again into ſix Lines, with the 
Cannon in the Intervals appointed. While the 
Cannon made ſeveral Diſcharges, the Infantry ranged 
in Platoons, marched out of the Intervals, at each 
Diſcharge, and fired in Ranks, as well as that in 
the Front and Rear; retreating afterwards behind 
the Cannon. All theſe different Ways of attacking 
having been very well executed, notwithſtanding 
the heavy Rain that fell z the Body made a Motion, 
to advance to a certain Spot of Ground appointed, 
keeping a continual Fire. It after this formed a 
Square, having the Cannon planted on its Flanks; 
and finiſhed this Exerciſe, by a general Diſcharge 
of all the 48 Field-Pieces at once, which was fol- 
lowed by that of 52 Platoons of Infantry, ſix Times 
repeated. Laſtly, after having drawn the Ammu- 
nition Waggons out of the Square; the 9 of 
annon 
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Cannon and Platoons of Infantry, made a Motion 

to poſt themſelves on a Spot of Ground marked out, 

and afterwards retreat: Which they did, by making 
a retreating Fight, and in that Manner returned into 
the Camp. Our Monarch dined that Day, with 
the Prince Royal his Son, at Field-Marſhal Yacker- 
barth's; and the King of Poland dined with the 
Duke of Saxe-Weymar. 

The 13th, the two Kings dined. privately in their 
own de and the Prince Royal of Pruſſia dined 
in Company, at a Table which was ſerved in gilt 
Plate: In the Afternoon the Lanciers performed their 
Exerciſe. The fix Squadrons of the Body-Guards, 
armed with Cuiraſſes, Helmets and Lances, repre- 
ſented them; and five Battalions of Grenadiers or 
F oot-Guards, were joyned with them, . who had 
128 Pikes diſtributed to each Battalion. The Lan- 
ciers, as ſoon as they came out of the Camp, drew 


up in a Line, with a Battalion between every two 


Squadrons; and marched in two Lines, towards 
the Pavilion; the firſt of which was formed of the 
ſix Squadrons of Lanciers, and the other of the 
five Battalions of Infantry. While the Lanciers ad- 


vanced towards the Pavilion, the Poliſb Huſſars, 


armed with Cuiraſſes and Helmets, ran at the Ring 
before their Majeſties, and broke their Lances a- 
gainſt Machines, which were prepared for that Pur- 
poſe. When they were arrived near the Pavilion, the 

iers formed again into one Line ; the Infant 
placing themſelves in the Middle, and the ſix Squa- 
drons in the Wings, three in each. After having 

advanced i in this Order, to a certain Diſtance, attack- 
ing, and making a retreating Fght; they formed in 
the ſame Manner in- three Lines, and advanced 
again, performing the ſame Exerciſe :- after which 
the five Battalions, formed each, a ſquare Battalion, 
with the Lanciers in the Wings and performed 
di Exerciſes er. Laſtly, the four Batta- 
lions

lions of Guards, formed a great Square round the 


fifth Battalion, which was of Grenadiers; and the 


Lanciers ranged themſelves to cover them: and 
after having made ſeveral Attacks, Marches and 
Counter-Marches'; they fo ught retreating, a re- 
turned into the Camp. 

The 14th, the King of Pruſſia went by in os 
Morning to fee the Army, which came out of the 
Camp, without Arms, and drew up in two Lines; 
after which his Majeſty dined in the great Tent, 
with a great deal of Company: his- Poljſþ Majeſty 


dined alone. In the Evening there was an Hallau 
ä Comedy. 


Ae 0 being the Day appoi inted for: the 
Marches; Counter-Marches, Motions and other 


Exerciſes by Columns; the whole Army - marched 
in three Columns, towards the Royal Pavilion 
where having formed its Battalions and Squadrons 
again, of the Diviſions and Brigades the Columns 
were compoſed of, by wheeling about; it drew up 
in Order of Battle, in three Lines, by wheeling 
about by Regiments: and the Body of Reſerve of 
the third Line, came to cover the Flanks of the 
Infantry and Cavalry. They formed four Columns 
of theſe Flanks, which having made their Diſcharges 
as they advanced, the reſt of the Army followed 
them; and paſſed i in this Order, by the Side of the 
Royal Pavilion. It formed afterwards int6 eight 
Columns, which fought retreating, by filing off, 
by half-Battalions, and by Squadrons ; which always 
forming again into the Order they Were vp at 
laſt returned into the Camp. 

The 16th, was a Day of Repoſe, which they 
ſpent in eating and drinking. 

The 17th, they exerciſed by ſquare Barcalions+ | 
After having formed in ſeven Lines, it marched in 
three ſquare Battalions towards the Royal Pavi- 
lion; where having formed three Triangles of every

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ſquare Battalion, it made the winding Fire ; and 
after that formed again into feven Lines. After 
this Exerciſe and ſome others, the Army retreated 
through the Intervals towards the Camp, attacking 
by Diviſions, the Infantry having. their Bayonats a 
the Muzzles of their Pieces. 

The - 18th,- was another Day of Rooake . Our 
Monarch heard Divine Service in Count Hacker- 
barth's Quarters; and after Divine Service was 
over, his Majeſty and the Prince Royal, his Son, 
dined with te Nobleman : but che Ting of Poland 
dined in private. 

The 19th, the Army l in Squares, ms 

made the Hedge Eire; after which they drew up 
again in Order of Battle, and formed a large Square 
round the Royal Pavilion, and made the Running 
Fire. After this Exerciſe, all the Cayalry went 
out of the Square, and marched towards a Wood; 
from whence they came to attack the Infantry, 
which in the mean Time, had formed a long 
Square, alone. The Cavalry being” repulſed, re- 
tired towards the Wood; but ſoon after returned to 
charge the Infantry, in both Flanks, which had 
* another Square; by changing their Front. 
The Infantry defended itſelf by a continual Fire, 
and at laſt retired towards a: Village, that was 
covered by a Battalion of Grenadiers, to ſecure 
the Retreat; which was executed in ſuch a Man- 
ner, that two Battalions always croſſed over from 
one Flank to the other, which opened to the Right 
and Left, to make Room for the Battalions, as faſt 
as they advanced; that they might be able to form 
three other ſmall Squares in the great one, and 

they be in a Condition to ſupport it, in Caſe the 

Cavalry ſhould 'break throygh it. After this was 
done; the Army returned into the Camp. The 
Prince Royal of Pruſia dined this Day with the 
Prince Royal of Poland, at Tiſſenau; and there 
Was 
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was a Ball at Night, at the Counteſs of Orzelska's, 
where there was a magnificent Supper, of three 
Tables, of thirty Covers each. 
The 2oth, the two Kings went before Dinner, to 
ſee the Regiment of Grenadiers perform their Exer- 
ciſe, which gave their Majeſties great Satisfaction: 
The King of Pruſſia and the Prince Royal, his Son, 
dined at Count Rutowſki's: and the King of Poland 
went to Promnitz and Leſſa, to ſee the Ground, 
where they were to make the Attack of the Re- 
trenchment, the next Day. 

The 21ſt, the King of Poland having made him- 
ſelf, the neceſſary Diſpoſitions for the Attack of the 
Intrenchment, and paſſing the River, they pro- 
ceeded to put them in Execution. To repreſent 
this Part of the Military Service, part of the Army, 
commanded by General Bauditz, paſſed. the Elbe at 
Break .of Day, on Bridges which they had thrown 
over it, and having placed itſelf in hollow Grounds, 
on the other Side of the River, that concealed it 
from Sight ; it ſent out ſeveral Detachments to give 
falſe Allarms, in Order to draw the' other half of 
the Army, which remained in the Camp, under 
Field-Marſhal Count #ackerbarth's Orders, that 
Way. A little Fleet, compoſed of Frigates, Bri- 
gantines, and other Veſſels, on Board of which they 
had embarked ſome Troops, and 132 Pieces of 
Cannon, did the ſame Thing along "os 'River's 
Side; and after having blown up Part of the 
Bridge, which it found- in its Paſſage, drew up in 
a Line, near a Place named Groebe, where it de- 
barked the Troops, to take Poſſeſſion of a Village, 
fituated on the Bank of the River, in order to 
favour the Paſſage of General Bauditz's Army. 
During this Time, they had thrown a Bridge of 
Boats over the River, below Groebe, on which 
General Bauditx repaſſed the River with his Troops, 
in the Afternoon; * Uſe of the Tranſport 

N Veſſels, 
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Veſſels, at the ſame Time, which were aſſembled 
for that Purpoſe: and he cauſed a Retrenchment to 
be thrown up oppoſite Groebe, to cover his Troops, 
as faſt as they took their Poſts. They were, beſides 
this, ſoon ſupported by the little Fleet, and by a 
Battery of 36 Pieces of Cannon, which they had 
erected on an Eminence, on the other Side of the 
River, that commanded all the Country about; 
and which the two Kings had choſen for this 
. wm ˙ ( e 

Field-Marſhal Wackerbarth's Army, which had 
marched with all Expedition on that Side, where 
the falſe Allarm was given, having learned the 
true Place, where General Bauditz's Army paſted 
marched in two Columns towards that Place, with 
the Cavalry at the Head, which was followed by 
the Dragoons and the Infantry. When they were 
arrived in the Evening near General Bauditz's In- 
trenchments, that were furniſhed with ſeveral 
Pieces of Cannon, they formed their Attacks, which 
were begun by the Dragoons, who were ordered to 
diſmount. + They advanced in four Columns, and 
after a great Fire both of the Artillery and ſmall 
Arms, which was continued for. ſome Time, on 
both Sides, Night ſeparated the Combatants, and 
the whole Army returned into its Camp. 

The 22d, nothing very remarkable paſſed. 

But on the 23d, there were very fine Things. 
The reigning Markgrave of Brandenbourg-Anſpach, 
his Pruſſian Majeſty's . Son-in-Law, arrived in the 
Camp. The Army being to repreſent a general 
Engagement, was divided into two Bodies, in 
order to form two diſtin& Armies. | Field-Marſhal 
Count Wackerbarth commanded one of them, under 
the Orders of the Prince Royal of Poland; and 
Prince John Adolph of Weiſſenfels, the other. The 
two Armies marching, each in two Columns, went 
and drew up in two Lines, on the two Sides of the

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Royal Pavilion; in which the two Kings were, 
with their Courts, and many Perſons of Diſtinction. 
They then advanced towards each other, after 
having ſent out their Light - Horſe on both Sides to 
ſkirmiſh, and reconnoitre. When the two Armies 
were in Sight of each other, at a thouſand Paces 
Diſtance, the Cannon began to play; and when 
they were advanced within three hundred Yards, 
the Infantry on Both Sides, began to fire, advancing 
continually on each other, 'till they were within 
about ſixty Yards; and after ſeveral | Onſets and 
Attacks of the Cavalry; Field Marſhal Count 
Watkerbarth's Army ſeemed as if it would 4 * 
Way: but being immediately ſupported by its 
ſecond. Line, it repulſed the Duke of Meiſſenfelb's 
Army, and continued the Purſuit of it to a certain - 
Diſtance, towards a Wood, which was in its Rear. 
Here the two Armies halted, formed again, and 
renewed the Action; and the Duke of Weiſſenfels's 
was totally routed and: driven into the Wood. 
And as'the Cavalry of the right Wing of his Army, 
had gained ſome Advantage over the Field-Mar- 
ſhal's left Wing; he detached the fecond Line of 
his right Wing, to ſupport his left: and the Duke 
of Weiſſenfelbs right Wing, after having fought for 
ſome Time, was alſo routed ; and when it was re- 
tiring into the Wood, two of its Squadrons were 
cut off by the Field-Marſhal's Army. The Duke 
of Weiffenfels's Infantry then finding itſelf abandoned 
by its Cavalry, and Count Wackerbarth's Cavalry 
making a Motion to take it in Flank ; they formed 
an Angle on each "MAE; and retreated fighting, 
farther into the Wood. 

During this Retreat, the King of Poland, who 
had put himſelf at the Head of fix Squadrons, 
which he had detached ſecretly from che right 
Wing; fell into the Flank of the Enemy's left 

Wing, and made a Squadron of Poblentz's Regiment

Several Perſons of the firſt Quality intereſted 
themſelves for this young Nobleman; but the King 
told them, he was ſorry he could not oblige them, 
by granting a Pardon to this Criminal; that Juſtice

in the Sight of the Prince Royal, who could not 
forbear ſhedding Tears, at this young Gentleman's 
untimely Fate. The unhappy Katte died like a 
Chriſtian, with all imaginable Reſolution, in the 
Beginning-of-November, 1730. 8 8 
Seme Days after this, the Lieutenant-Generals 
umkow, Borck, and Boden, the Major-Generals 
Bodenbroeck and Glaſenap, and the Colonels Der/- 
chan and Waldau, with M. Thulemeyer, Privy Coun- 
ſellour of State, went to Cuſtrin, and notified — 


_ 
-the Prince Royal; that the King, out of a Paternal 
Motive, and Regard to the moſt moving Letter 
of Interceſſion, which the Emperour had wrote to 
him, with his own Hand, was pleaſed to pardon 
him: and they afterwards declared to the Prince 
his Majeſty's Orders. The Prince Royal received 
them with Submiſſion, and expreſſed great Joy on 
the being received into Favour again, by the King 
his Father; and took from the Hands of M. hu 


lemeyer a Copy of the new Oath, which he was to 


examine, and keep by him 24 Hours, according 
to his Majeſty's Orders. The Sunday following 
his Royal Highneſs was conduEted by the Com- 
miſſion, into Preſident Muncho's Appartment; 
where Lieutenant-General Lopel, in the King's 
Name, returned him his Sword, and they fixed the 
Croſs of the Order on his Clothes. M. Thulemeyer 
after this, read the Oath with a loud Voice, which, 
the Prince, who knew 'it by heart, repeated very 
diſtinctly, Word for Word, and ſigned with his 
own Hand; and as ſoon as this was done, they 
diſpatched a Courier to the King, and then went to 
Church to return Thanks to God, which the Prince 
did with great Devotion and Humility. His Royal 
Highneſs remained at Cuſtrin, where they furniſhed 
him a magnificent Houſe ; and was preſent at all 
the Conferences of the Regency, and Chamber 'of 
the New-March, to inform himſelf throughly of 
the Affairs, of the interiour Parts of the Country. 
On the 15th of Auguſt, 1731, the King went in 
| Perſon to Cuſtrin, to be reconciled to the Prince 
Royal, his Son. That Monarch, accompanied by 
General Grumkow, went and alighted at Major- 
General Lopes, Governour of the Place, and im- 
mediately ſent for the Prince Royal; who as ſoon 
as he came to his Father, threw himſelf at his Feet, 
and embraced his Knees. Colonel Der/chau, and 
Meſſ.

in the Chamber, and were Witneſſes of this Re- 
conciliation. The King raiſed the Prince up, and 
converſed with him, for near an Hour, with a 
truly Paternal Tenderneſs, after which his Majeſty 
went with his Royal Highneſs into the Hall, where 
the Nobility and Regency were aſſembled. The 
Prince Royal, at parting with the King, conducted 
him to his Coach, renewed his Submiſſions, and 

wiſhed his Majeſty a long Life and happy Reign; 
who aſſured him of his whole Affection, and em- 
braced him with 2 Tenderneſs. „ 
Some Time after, as they were celebrating at 
Berlin, the Nuptials of the Prince of Brandenbourg- 
Bareith, who had married the Princeſs Royal of 
Pruſſia ; the Prince Royal came thither 7ncognito 
from Cuſtrin, and entered into the Appartment, 
where they were keeping the Feſtival, without any 
body's knowing him: the Clothes he had on, giving 
him another Air, than what he had formerly, and 
being beſides grown very much, during his Stay 
at Cuſtrin. The Queen herſelf, did not know him, 
;Hill the dear Prince came and embraced her, with 
equal Tranſports of Joy and Reſpect. 32 
Our Monarch was Protector of the Town of 
*Eſſen, which is ſituated in the County of Marc. 
Een is a large Town, tolerably well built, and fituate in 
the County of Marck, and the Dutchies of Clewes and Berg. 
It has the Title of an Imperial City, but has neither Seat nor 
Vote in the Diet of the Empire; and only enjoys ſeveral Pri- 
vileges, that are very conſiderable. The Abbeſs is an imme- 
diate Princeſs of the Empire, and has Precedence of all the 
other Abbeſſes in Germany Her Abbey ſtands near the 'Town- 
Walls, and has its particular Territory, and the little Town of 
Steila depends on it. As to the reſt, the Abbeſs has not the 
leaft Juriſdiction in the Town, which is governed by its own 
proper Magiſtrates, who are all of the Lutheran Communion.

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and Cirele of Weſtphalia. He underſtood that the 
Abbeſs and Princeſs of the Convent of that Town, 

had ſent for 300 Palatine Soldiers, to execute a 
certain Sentence againſt the Magiſtrates of the 
Town; on which his Majeſty ſent Orders to the 

Governour of Weſel, to Kuck 700 Men from his 
Garriſon, and ſend them to Eſſen, to diſlodge the 
Palatines; which was executed without any 7 Diffi- 
culty. The Officer who commanded the Palatine” 
Detachment, retired on the firſt Summons, the 
Prufſians entered the Town, the Magiſtrates reſumed 
their former Authority, and my Lady Abbeſs was 
obliged afterwards, to make good the Dammage 
done by the Palatine Troops. 

While our Monarch, in this Manner, made. his. 
Power reſpected in'Germany ; the Staroſt Mie Mi, a 
1 Gentleman, had the Boldneſs to offend kim 8 

ſenſibly. Some Pruſſian Enliſters, had taken 
Peaſant by Force, off of his Lands; and the 
Sturoſt, out of Revenge, had cauſed a Pruſi. an 
Subaltern Officer to be ſeized, who was paſſing, 
over the Frontiers of his Eſtate. "As ſoon as the” 
 Prufſians had Advice of it, they reclaimed him, and 
young Schulembourg”s Regiment advanced into the 
Staroſt's Eſtate, to oblige him' to releaſe 'the Sub- 
altern Officer; but Mielſti would hear nothing _—_ 
it, and threatned to hang him, if they did not im- 
mediately deliver the Man, they had * by Fe orce 
from him: upon which young Schulembourg's R egi 
ment pillaged and ranſacked the Staroſt's Lands. 

Afielſti ſome Time after this, was "Yefolved to 
have his Revenge; and therefore having aſſembled 
thirty Companies of Poles, he came and ravaged » 
the Pruſſian Territories, and then retired.  _ 

As ſoon as the King was informed of this Affair, 
he would have Satisfaction for it. The Staroſt en- 
deavoured to intereſt the Republick in his Quarrel; 
but Was _ that as he had acted without . 


ſulting 
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ſulting the Republick, and had done himſelf _ 
Juſtice, he muſt get out of the Scrape as well as 
he could. The Staroſt finding himſelf abandoned, 
and fearing the Conſequences, of having to do with 
one ſtronger than himſelf ; came to Dreſden, to beg 
his Poliſwp Majeſty would 1 to uſe his Intereſt 
for him, with the King which he eaſily 
obtained from ſo — a * as Auguſtus 
was; and his Prufian Majeſty was pleaſed, at his 
Interceſſion, to be ſatisfied with Mielſti's diſowning

regaled there. The King was employed fix Days, 


in ſurveying the new-Colonies in Lithuania; a 
Country, which after having been ſo totally deſo- 
lated by the Peſtilence in the Years 1718 and 1719, 
that there hardly remained one Soul alive in it, was 
re-eſtabliſhed by his Majeſty in 1721, who tranſ- 


rted above 20,000 forreign Families into it. 


ou may ſee at preſent, in one and the ſame Vil- 
lage, French, Stil zers, Franconians, Saxons, Pome- 
ranians, Lithuanians, and People of all his Majeſty's 
Provinces in the Lower-Saxony. This Country, the 
Re- eſtabliſnment of which coſt above five Millions: 


of Crowns, has an excellent Soil; and extends 


thirty Leagues in Length and fifteen in Breadth. 
The King arrived on the 6th of Auguſt at Memel; 

and the next Day viſited the Fortifications of he 
Place; which he appointed Major-General De I Ho- 
Pital Commander of. His Majeſty, reviewed the. 
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Battalion in Garriſon at Memel, and went afterwards 


to lie at Rautenberg, an Eſtate belonging to Count 
Truſches, his Envoy in Saxony. The 8th, the King 


went by Water to Zabian, from whence he arrived 
in the Evening at Welboto; where he was received 
by General Count Finckenſftein, the Lieutenant-Gene- 
rals Blanckenfie, Katte and. Egel, with the Major- 
Generals . Bodenbroeck, Dockum and“ Coſel. The 
reviewed a Body of 38 Squadrons of the Regi- 
ments of Cuiraſſiers, of Blanckenfie, Egel, Katte, 
Bodenbroeck. and Waldau; the Dragoons of Doctum 
and Coſel; and three Squadrons of Huſſars: and 
ſeemed extremely well ſatisfied with the Beauty of 
theſe Troops, and their Addreſs in performing their 
Exerciſe. The King's Retinue conſiſted of the 
Prince of Anbalt, the two Princes his Sons, Lieute- 
nant-General Grumkow, the Colonels Krecher: and 
Derſchau, the Lieutenant-Colonels Eichſtat and Al- 
lon, and the Captains Hoch and Roder. The for- 

reign Miniſters who accompanied his Majeſty, were, 
General Count Seckendorff,; Baron Ginckel, and Colo- 
nel -Poblentz ; the firſt, Envoy Extraordinary of the 
Emperour, the ſecond, of the States General, and 
the other, of the King of Poland, Elector of Saxony. 


While Seckendeorff was at Tihſit, he received the News 
by an Expreſs, that the Empero zrour had appointed 


him Governour of Phili 1 The King viſited 
the ſame Day, three Baylivicks whoſe Fee- Farms 
had been newly built; and gave them the Names 
of the three Miniſters, who had the Honour to ac-- 
company him: the firſt therefore was named Seck- 
enbourg, the ſecond Ginctelmitten, and the other 
Polentzhoff. - On the roth, the King being at 
Dinner at General Doctum * took. a Reſolution to

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ſer out for Koningſberg; where he arrived at Mid- 


night, in a very heavy Rain. This Monarch uſed 


to travel with ſurpriſing Expedition; it was not 
extraordinary for him to go fourſcore French Leagues 
in two Days: and as he often travelled, and tra- 
velling was expenſive; and he was an utter Enemy 
to the Vice called Prodigality; he had found the 


Means of making long Journeys, at a very ſmall 


Expence. To this End, he went without almoſt 
any Attendants and Baggage: a Berlin for himſelf, 


and two others for the Officers that accompanied 


him; this, was all his Train. The Relays coſt 
him nothing; the Peaſants of the Provinces, through 


which he paſſed, were obliged to ſupply him 


with Horſes ; and thoſe of the Provinces, through 


which he did not paſs, were obliged to contribute 
annually a certain Sum, whereof a "Cheſt was 


formed, out of which they drew what was requiſite, 
to pay thoſe Peaſants who furniſhed the Relays. 
This Contribution was called / or-Spann, and the 


King often granted it to Officers he had a Mind to 


gratify ; ſo that with a Billet ſigned with his Ma- 
ty own Hand, for the Yor-Spann, a Pruſſian 
Officer might go, whenever he would, from one 


End to the other of the Pruſſian Dominions, without 


the Expence of a Penny. Beſides, that Prince al- 
ways eat at the Generals and other Officers, who 
were in his Way; and if he was obliged to go into 
an Inn, he was ſatisfied with a Cake, an Omelet, 
or ſome other Diſh, as plain and ſimple ; and then 


he payed very generouſly. I have ſeen him at a 


Poſt-Houſe, order a Dozen Crowns to be payed 


the Landlord, for nothing but a Pike, which was 


dreſſed to his Taſte, and an Herb Soupe. During 


the King's Stay at Koningſberg, he held a Council, 


that late three Hours; in which ſeveral Regu- 
lations were projected, for the Encouragement of 
Commerce and Manufactures 8 and for carrying 
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on vigorouſly. the intire Re- eſtabliſnment of Lithu- 
ania. Some Days after this, the King diverted | 
himſelf with: the Combates of Wild-Beaſts; and 
two * Ure-Oxen, among others, fought againſt ſix 
furious Bears, two of which they ſoon killed, and 
very much wounded the others. This Combat 
_ laſted about three Hours; and the King afterwards 
killed the Ure-Oxen with the Shot of ſcrewed Guns ; 
one of whoſe Balls ſtriking one of theſe Animals in 
the Middle of the Forehead, was flatted, and fell 
to the Ground, as if it had ſtruck againſt a Rock; 
the Animal being only a little ſtunned. They 
afterwards let looſe Dogs upon other Bears, which 
were let out one by one; and were killed by Count 
Schlieben, and M. Bock, Great Maſter of the Foreſts, 
for the Department of Pomerania. The laſt of theſe 
Bears, 'which was extremely furious, had like to 
have coſt M. Bock very dear. This Animal, though

Schlieben, who ifivtedianety came to his' AſMſtanci 
had not run the Animal through with a Lance. 
Ihe King after this ſet out for Pillau, a Town 
and Fortreſs of ' Brandenbourg- Pruſſia, 56 Miles 
from Dantzig, and 28 from Koning /berg. As he 
paſſed by Piſchauſen, he took the Diverſion of 
hunting the Elk, which they had prepared for him 
there; they killed ſixty of them, and the forreign 
Miniſters could not ſufficiently admire the Size, 
Strength and Nimbleneſs of theſe Animals, which 
are higher by four Hands than the talleſt Horſe. 
The King was ſurpriſed by a violent Storm, a 
League from Pillau, and the Lightning ſplit an 
Oak, within fifteen Yards of his Chaiſe; The 
Battalion, that was in Garriſon at Pillau, and waited 
for the King under Arms, was obliged to retire 
near two hundred Paces, becauſe the Water of the 
Haff overflowed with an extreme Rapidity, and 
covered the Ground on which they were drawn 
up. General Count Fintkenſtein had the Honour to 
receive his Majeſty, at the Head of this Battalion, 
who dined that Day with Lieutenant- Colonel Nata- 
lis. The King went after this to Dantzig, where 
he viſited Fort Munde, which paſſes for a Place 
well fortified, and advantageouſly ſituated. His 
Majeſty at his Return, made particular Reviews, at 
Bellegart, of Platen's Regiment of Dragoons ; at 
Treptow, of Sonsfeld's Regiment, Dragoons alſo : 
and then returned to Berlin, with ſurpriſing Expe- 
dition; having had always Relays of 200 Horſes, 
at the Diſtance of every two Leagues.

The Pre- 


late who was Archbiſhop of Saltæbcurg in 193 r, 


has made himſelf famous for his furious Zeal, againſt

the Apparition of the Dead; from whence followed

To give the Reader a nicht lan of the Whule 
Affair, [ will reſume Things a little higher. They 
had uſed all poſſible Endeavours, ever ſince the Re- 
formation, to extirpate the Seeds of Proteſtaniſm 
in the Country of Sa/tzbourg, that all the Inhabitants 
rer be . to ehe nene and his Priefts, 
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thony Elutherius, Baron of Firmian, born; the 3: — 


1697 ;. and after having been Biſhop- o f Lavau, $ Seeca 
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in Spirituals, as they were in Temporals: but not- 
withſtanding all the Pains they took for that Pur- 
poſe, nothing could prevent certain Families aſ- 
ſembling, from Time to Time, to read the Holy 
Scriptures, and the Prayers of the Proteſtants; and 
all they could obtain, had been to make them ob- 
ſerve certain external Ceremonies, uſed by the 
Roman Catholicks. Francis Anthony, Count of 
Harrach, the Predeceſſor of this Archbiſhop, was 
not ignorant of the Diſpoſition of theſe Salt- 


burghers ; but either out of Policy, Humanity, or a 


Superiority. of Genius, would not make himſelf an 
—— and winked at all theſe Things. This 
Archbiſhop, : perhaps, thought he had found an

The Emperour's Ainbwet, dearingy Date the 6th 
of December, was worthy of his Goodneſs and 
Juſticez and contained in Subſtance, That a 
local Commiſſion was unneceſſary, as the Saltz- 
Burg bers, who were attached to the Confeſſion of 
Augſbourg, only defired Leave to retire out of the 
Country. That he had by a particular Reſcript, 
' &oftrongly exhorted the Archbiſhop,” to do nothing 
$:that- might infringe the Treaty of Weſtphalia. 
And laſtly, that he had only ſent his Troops, as 
a good Neighbour, who deſires to preſerve Peace 
and Tranquillity in his Neighbourhood ; and not 
ein the leaſt to oppreſs the Satzburghers, and to 
1 : deprive them of the Privileges they ought to 
enjoy, by virtue of the Treaty of oaks, 
and the Conſtitutions of the Empire. | 

The Archbiſhop then publiſhed an Edict, im- 
porting, „That all his Subjects, who would not 
return to the Roman Catholick Church, might 
<. retire out of the Territories of his Archbiſhop- 
* rick; namely, thoſe who were not ſetled, in a

As it was capable choſs: of them who had 
Effect, could find Means to diſpoſe of them, and 
ſettle the reſt of their Affairs, in ſo ſhort a Time;

Money, and oppreſſed theſe unhappy People a 
thouſand gifferent Ways; the Proteſtant Body made 
freſh Repreſentations to the Emperour, who de- 
clared, that he condemned the Archbiſhop's Con- 
duct, and. the Perſecutions that were exerciſed; on 
the Proteſtants of his Dioceſs. But all this did not 
prevent theſe unfortunate People s being ſtill op- 
preſſed; our Monarch knew it very well; and 
being determined to put a Stop to theſe Violences, 
he wrote to the Religious Houſes at Halbenſtat, 
that if the Archbiſnop of Saltzbourg did not ceaſe 
to detain the Effects, of his Proteſtant Subjects, 
he would make Repriſals on them, and cauſe all 
their Revenues to be ſtopped, till that Prelate had 
put an End to his manifeſt Infractions of the 
Treaty of Weſipbalia, and the Conſtitutions: of the 
Empire. His Majeſty did more; he ſent Com- 
miſſaries on the Frontiers of Saltzbburg, to receive 
all the Emigrants that offered themſelves, and 
ſupply them with whatever they wanted; and when 
they were arrived in his Dominions, they had Lands 
aſſigned them to, cultivate, or were employed ac- 
cording to their different Talents. The King ap- 
pointed them Paſtors, and payed them. Salaries, 
out of his own Privy-Purſe; and in ſhort, ſhewed 
ſo much Charity and Compaſſion for thoſe poor 
People, that he deſerves the Higheſs Encomiums 
for that alone.

Count Seckenderff having procured an Interview 
between our Monarch and his Imperial Majeſty, 
thoſe two Princes went into Bohemia. The King 
of Prufſia ſet out from Berlin, the 25th of July, 
and arrived the ſame Day at Grunberg, the firſt 
Town in Sileſi ia, under. his Imperial Majeſty's Ju- 
riſdiction. As it was very late, and his Majeſty 
was beſides very much fatigued, having travelled 
one and twenty German Leagues that Day, he ſaw 
no body that Night, though they had made great 
Preparations for his Reception; but the next Morn- 
ing, Count Hautois, General of Cavalry, the Counts 
Kololinſti and Franckenberg, and ſeveral other Per- 
| ſons of Diſtinction, had the Honour to pay their 
Compliments to him. After this his Majeſty ſet 


out for Balkowitz, where he was complimented on 


his Arrival, by the Nobility, the Magiſtrates and 
the Clergy; and dined in the open Field, under 
a magnificent Tent, that was prepared for him : 
and went from thence to Lignitz, where he arrived 
the ſame Evening. The next Morning he ſaw the 
Infantry and Cavalry, who were on Guard, file 
off before him, and after having dined with Geral 
Noblemen, whom he was pleated to admit to his 
Table; ſet forward for Glatz, and went from 
thence to Torowitz, the firſt Town in Bobemia, 
where the Emperour's Officers waited far him. 
The Chamber they had prepared for him, was 
furniſhed with the lame F urniture, the Emperour

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made Uſe of in his Journies; which was Crinifon 

Velvet, trimmed with Gold Lace and Fringe and 
Dinner was ſerved up in the ſame Manner the Em- 
perour's was ſerved. - Our Monarch, in the mean 
Time, diſpatched General Grumkow, to acquaint 
their Imperial Majeſties, who were at Clumitz, with 
his Arrival in Bohemia ; where he had an Audience of 
their Imperial Majeſti ies, at eight o'Clock, that 
Evening, and thanked them, in the Name of the 
King his Maſter, for the Reſpe& they had ſhewn 
him, during his Journey. Their Imperial Majeſties 
in their Turn, expreſſed the Satisfaction they had, 
to hear his Pruſian Majeſty was ſo near; and 
then, the Pruſſian General returned back again, 
to meet that Prince at Bitz ho, where he was to he. 
After this Count Schlick went from the Emperour, 
to compliment his Pryſian Majeſty, on his happy 
Arrival; and to aſſure him, that their Imperial 
Majeſties were impatient to ſee him; on which the 
King ſet out for Klodrop, a Country Seat of the 
Emperour's, where his Imperial Majeſty's Studs 
are. The King was received as he alighted from 
his Coach, by Prince Eugene of Savey, and was 
charmed to ſee that great General again. Their 
Imperial Majeſties arrived immediately afterwards 
and the Emperour embraced the King with much 
Tenderneſs, who on his Side, ſhewed great Satis- 
faction, at the Reception the Emperour gave him, 
and endeavoured to expreſs his Attachment to him, 


and Eſteem for his Perſon. This firſt Interview 


was very moving ; but after the firſt Compliments, 
they went into a Tribune, that was built on pur- 
poſe, the King giving his Hand to the Emprels. 
Their Imperial and Royal Majeſties ſtayed there 
about two Hours, to ſee the Horſes of the Studs 
paſs by ; after which the King retired to his Ap- 
partment *till Dinner Time ; when his Maj 

went to conduct the Empreſs to the Table, at which 


that 


— 
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that Princeſs placed herſelf in the Middle, with t 
Emperour on her right Hand, and his — 
Majeſty on her Left. The Emperour drank firſt, 
to the King's Health, expreſſing the Joy he had for 
his Arrival, and wiſhing the Continuance of the 
ſincere Friendſhip that was between them: making 
Uſe of the moſt emphatical and pathetick Ex- 
preſſions, on this Occaſion. The King called for 
Drink, and replied to it in Terms, that ſhewed 
how much his Wiſhes ſympathized with his Im- 
. perial Majeſty's, and how ſincerely he deſired the 
Proſperity of his Perſon, and of every Thing that 
concerned him. They were above two Hours at 
Table. After Dinner, the King had more than 
half an Hour's Converſation with the Emperour 
and then went to his Appartment, whither the 
Emperour came to him, ſoon | afterwards, and 
where thoſe two Monarchs ſtayed alone, above 
three Quarters of an Hour. When the Empe- 
rour was retired, the King went to the Empreſs's 
Appartment, and conducted her to a Place, where 
they had made ſeveral Boxes adorned with Greens; 
and where their Majeſties ſaw the Colts of the Studs 
paſs by. The King being reſolved to go to Prague, 
took Leave of their Imperial Majeſties about five 
of the Clock in the Evening; and ſaid to the Em- 
perour, that he deſired he would pleaſe to give 
him Leave to ſtay ſome Time in the Capital of 
Bohemia, incognito. The Emperour, embracing him 
again, aſſured him, that the longer he ſhould ſtay 
in his Dominions, the more agreeable it would be 
to him: after which the King ſet out, and went 
and lay at Neubourg; and their Imperial Majeſties 
returned to Clumitz. The King on his Arrival at 
Prague, lodged in the Palace of Count Neſti#z.; 
and went from thence to Count Thurn's, where 
Prince Eugene gave him a very elegant Dinner: 


and while they were at Table, one of the Em- 
perour's 
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perour's Chamberlains arrived, who came from 
their Imperial Majeſties, to compliment the King 
on his happy Arrival at Prague. After Dinner, 
the King walked about the City ; and went in the 
Evening to an Aſſembly at Count CZernin's, where 
he played with the Princeſs of Furſtemberg, the 
Counteſs of Czernin, and Prince Eugene : and ſupped 
that Night at Count Wurby's, who gave him a 
moſt ſuperb Entertainment. The next Day his 
Majeſty went to ſee the Hoſpital for the Invalids, 
which was building; and ſpent the-reſt of the Day, 
at Count Zinzendorff's, great Chancellour of the 
Court: and the ſame Day, about fix of the Clock 
in the Evening, their Imperial Majeſties arrived 
from Clumitz, at Prague; on which his Pruſſian 
Majeſty immediately ſent General Borck to compli- 
ment them. The King before he left Prague, had 
a Mind to ſee what was moſt remarkable in it. 
He went incognito to the Church of the Court, 
where he ſaw the Cardinal, Prince of Saxe-Zeitz, 
officiate in Pontiſicalibus; and what made the Sight 
the more brilliant, was the Ceremony of giving 
the Pallium, to the Archbiſhop of Prague, during 
the Service. His Majeſty went after this to fee 
the Caſtle of Prague, and while he was there, the 
 Emperour came to him, and thoſe two Monarchs 
had another private Conference together. His Ma- 
jeſty alſo ſaw the Relicks and Tongue of St. John 
Nepomucene, which the Bohemian and Auſtrian Monks 
tell ſo many Stories of; and after having ſpent 
ſome Days in gratifying his Curioſity, at laſt took 
Leave of their Imperial Majeſties, and left Prague, 
under a Diſcharge of the Cannon; and ſaw as he 
paſſed by, the Place where the Battle of the White- 
Mountain was formerly fought. His Pruſſian Ma- 
jeſty, the Evening before his Departure, when he 
retired into his Appartment, finding a very valu- 
able Gold-Snuff-Box, which the Emperour had ſent 
| | G g ET 
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him, gave 500 Ducats to the Perſon who brought 
the Preſent. The Noblemen alſo, who attended 
on him, received Preſents from his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty; the Generals Grumkow and Borck, had each 
of them that Monarch's Picture, enriched with 
Brilliants, worth 6000 Crowns ; beſides which he 
honoured the Generals Schulembourg and Budembroeck, 
and Colonel Der/chau with very valuable Rings. 
Ihe News-Mongers could never penetrate into 
the Deſign of this Journey, and have publiſhed 
every Thing their fruitſul Inventions could ſuggeſt 
to them, concerning it ; but with more Folly than 
Appearance of Truth : as for my Part, I ſhall not 
pretend to penetrate into a Subject of this Nature, 
which was a Myſtery to the Noblemen themſelves, 
who had the Honour to accompany his Majeſty. 
I will only ſay, that it is very probable, the Suc- 
ceſſion of Juliers and Berg, was the principal Point, 
on which the Conferences between the Emperour 
and his Majeſty, turned; and perhaps the Election 


of a King of Poland, in caſe Auguſtus ſhould happen 


to die, was not omitted. Whatever it was, the 
King, after he left Bohemia, took the Road of 
Bareith, and paſſing by Cariſbath, returned into his 
Dominions, where he was impatiently expected. 

_ His Majeſty this Year, 1732, happily accom- 
pliſned the Affair of the Succeſſion of Orange, which 
had been depending above thirty Tears. The 
Prince of Frięſland being come to Majority, his 
Majeſty reſolved to accommodate the Matter with 


him, and they at laſt agreed on the following Treaty 
of Partition. | y

Thus his Pruſſian Majeſty charitably embraced all 


Opportunities of making the Proteſtants ſenſible of 
the Effects of his Protection. 


His Majeſty, in the mean Time, cauſed the 
10,000 Men he had ingaged to furniſh, to march 
to the Emperour's Afiſtance, and intruſted. the 


Command of them to General Rhoder. - The 


Ruffans, on their Side, being reſolved to puſh the 
Siege of Dantzig on with Vigour, which they had 


begun under Count Munich ; demanded a Paſ- 


ſage for their heavy Artillery, through his Majeſty's 
Territories, which he immediately granted : but 
the Marquis de /a Chetardie, the French Envoy 
at Berlin, having repreſented to him, that the 
moſt Chriſtian King would look on ſuch a Per- 
miſſion, as a Declaration of War, his Majeſty re- 
voked it; and even cauſed it to be intimated to 
General Count Munich, that he was highly diſ- 
pleaſed at his ſtopping all the Couriers, by which 
he interrupted the Communication and Correſpon- 
dence between Berlin and Koning ſberg.

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His Majeſty had been obliged to cauſe ſome of 
his Troops to march into Mecklembourg, under the 
Command of General Schwerin, for the Security of 
the People of that Dutchy, whom Duke Charles- 
Leopold threatned more than ever: and his Ma- 
jeſty's Office of Director of the Circle of Lower- 
Saxony, gave him freſh Employment this Year, by 
the Quarrel that happened, between the Burghers 
and Magiſtrates of Mulhau ſen. A | | 
The City of Mulbauſen, which is ſituated in 
Thuringia, on the River Unſtrut, within ſix German 
Miles of Erfurt, is counted among the Imperial 
Cities, and is under the Protection of the Elector of 


Hanover. It is remarkable for four large Suburbs, 


which makes it next to Erfurt, the largeſt City in 


Thuringia; and its Territory extends about two 


German Miles. It is governed by a Senate, com- 
poſed of forty-eight Senators, who govern in ſuch 
a Manner, that ſixteen of them go out of the Re- 
gency every Year. The Burghers of this City, in 
1728, complained to the Imperial Court that the 
Magiſtrates cauſed more Wood to be cut in the 
Foreſt, than they had a Right to do; upon which 


the Emperour appointed Baron Kyrizrock, Aulick 


Counſellour, Commiſſioner to inquire into this Af- 


fair, which he did very carefully : and his Report 


being intirely in favour of the Magiſtrates, who, he 
aſſured had not exceeded their Power; his Impe- 
rial Majeſty gave a Decree for the Magiſtrates. 
The Burghers nettled to find themſelves condemned, 


aſſembled in a riotous Manner, and held a Sort of 


Council among themſelves, in which it was re- 
ſolved to deſtroy the Foreſt ; and they accordingly 
marched out of the City, with a Deſign to execute 
their Refolution. The Magiſtrates ſeeing that, cauſed 
the Militia to march to oppoſe them; and as the 
Burghers would not deſiſt from their Project, they. 
came to Blows, and there was a ſmart Action, in 


which

which ſeveral Perſons were killed on both Sides; 
and among them, the Captain of the Militia, and 
one of the Members of the Senate. The Impe- 
rial Court being infotmed of theſe Diſorders, com- 
mitted the Care of pacifying them, and bringing 
the Mutineers to Reaſon, to thoſe of Hanover, 
Woalfembutile and Berlin; upon which, each of thoſe 
three Courts, deputed a Commiſſioner, and ſent: 
them with three Companies of Soldiers to Mul- 
hauſen. The Burghers, who were Maſters of the 
City, cauſed the Gentlemen Commiſſioners to be 
told, that as to their Perſons, they would let them 
enter, and willingly receive them into their City; 
but as to the Troops, they would never ſuffer them 
4 to ſet Foot in it; on which Refuſal, the Com- 
1 miſſioners retired and went to Nord bau ſen. ae 
As ſoon as our Monarch was informed of the 
Reception the Burghers of Mulbanſen gave tlie 
Commiſſioners, he ſent freſh Troops, with ſome 
Pieces of Cannon, under the Command of Prince 
Leopold of Anhalt ; with expreſs Orders to uſe 
Force, in Caſe the Burghers would not ſubmit.” 
The Burghers had drawn near 6000 of the neigh- 
bouring Peaſants to their Party, which made them 
extremely inſolent: but when they ſaw 2 or 3000 
Regular Troops, with Artillery, they perceived 
very plainly the Matter was become ſerious : and 
after ſome Compliments, thought proper to ſubmit ; 
and were very glad they were ſatisfied with pu- 
| niſhing only ſome of the moſt guilty of them. 
\ The City of Dantzig, perſiſting in their Refuſal | 
I to acknowledge any other King of Poland, © than 
AF Staniſlaus ; was at laſt, in the Beginning of 1734, 
3 beſieged in Form: and the Poles of Staniſlaus and 
"| | Auguſtus's Parties, made a cruel War on each other. 
Count Tarlo, was defeated by Sagreſti, who was of 
the Elector of Saxony's Party, in an Action that 
1 on the Frontiers of Pomerania; and his 
Ir 3 Troops 
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Troops were obliged to yield the Field of Battle. 
On the other Hand, the French Army, of more 
than 100, o Men, being aſſembled on the Rhine, 
made a rapid Progreſs; A already taken Fort 
Kehl, and drawing near Philip/bourg, wn a Deſign 
to form the Siege of it. The Emperour, who had 
already loſt all his Halian Dominions, with fur- 
priſing Rapidity; thought of nothing but defending 
his Frontiers on the Side of Aface : and though 
he was at an immenſe. Expence for it, had never- 
theleſs accompliſhed the Aſſembling of a con- 
ſiderable Army to oppoſe the French; and, what 
was more, gave the Command of it to Prince Eu- 
gene. This engaged our Monarch to go and make 
a Campaign on the Rhine, deſiring to be an Eye- 
Witneſs of the Conduct of that great General, ſhare 
in his Glory, and improve himſelf in the Military 
Art, by u Inſtructions. The ſame Deſire drew 
many other Princes to the Army. of the Prince 2 of 
Sævey; ſuch as the Prince Royal of Pruſſia, the 
Prince of Orange, the Duke * MWirtemberg, the. 
Duke of Beveren, the Prince of Aubalt Deſſau, the 
Landgrave of Darmſtat, the Markgrave of Baden, 
four Markgraves of Brandenbourg, five Princes of 
Deſſau, the Prince of Anbalt- Bernbourg, the Princes 
Maximilian and George of e Prince Frede- 
rick of. Wirtembourg, the Duke of Oels, three Princes 
of Baden- Dourlach, three of Saxe-Gatha, the Here- 
ditary Prince of Darmtat, i the Prince of Zollern, 
the Prince of Funſtemberg, the Prince of Leichten- 
ſtein, the Prince of Lowenſtein, two Princes of. Wal- 
dec, Duke Ferdinand of Bavaria, the Duke of As; 
remberg, the Prince of Rhinf4ls, the —— of 
Saxe- Hilbourg-Fauſen, Prince Cl aries of Beveren, 
and Prince Augufus-H/illiam,. his Couſin.

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rounded that of the French, every body- imagined 


there would be a Battle. His Pruſſian Majeſty in 
particular wiſhed it more than any body; but the 
Thing was impracticable: for the French had in- 
trenched themſelves ſo well; that it would have 
been too great a Riſk, to attack them in their 
Lines; ſo that they were obliged to be Spectators 
of the taking of Philipſbourg, and afterwards retire 
to Bruchſal. The King did not leave the Imperial 
Army, but followed it to its new Poſt; and the 
French, after the Reduction of Philipſbourg, repaſſed 
the Rhine, and went and encamped near Wormes, 
from whence they advanced as far as Oppenheim, as 
if they had a Deſign to beſiege Mayence. Prince 
Eugene being informed of their Motions, detached 
General Petraſch, to obſerve them on the other 
Side of the Rhine; while he cauſed his Army to 
paſs the Nectar: and the French learning this Mo- 
tion of the nnn retired behind the Spire. 
Bach. 

They then thought there would: have been an 
Action, the French publiſhing, that they had ex- 
preſs Orders to give Battle to the Imperialiſts; but 
the Campaign ended in nothing but Marches and 
Countermarches, which I have no Inclination to 
deſcribe. 


As ſoon as the Campaign was ended, the King 


returned into his Dominions ; but When 'he was 


arrived at his Caſtle of Moyland, near Calcar, he 
was attacked by a very dangerous Illneſs; it was 
a violent Cholick in the Stomach, accompanied 
with a Swelling of the Legs, Arms and Lips: 
however, by the Ability of his- Phyſicians, and 
eſpecially of the celebrated Erberfelt, he happily 
recovered. His Majeſty. was not long before he 
returned to Porſdam where he by Degrees per- 
fectly re-eſtabliſhed his Health; though not till 
aer a Relapſe, which at firſt made them looſe all 
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8 
Hopes: and the King himſelf was ſo throughly 
perſwaded he ſhould never recover, that he ordered 
his Tomb to be built in the Church of the Garriſon 
at Potſdam; deſiring to leave his Aſnhes to that 
City, which he had a particular Affection for; to 
the Prejudice of the Great Church at Berlin, which 
had for a long Time had the Honour, of being the 
Depoſitory of the Bones of the Electors of Bran- 
denboug. 

About this 3 the. Matera of — 
bow: g-Scwedt; married the Princeſs Dorothy-Sophia, 
his Majeſty s Daughter; and King Staniſlaus, fiying 
before the Ruſſians, after the Capitulation of Dant- 
zig, took Refuge at Koningſberg; lecking an A- 
ſilum in the Dominions of our Monarch, which whe 
Poles could not give him. 

The King not only — hav it, but when — 
Prince had a Mind, after the Peace, to return 
into France; his Majeſty deſired he would paſs 
through his Dominions, bore his ( harges every 
where, and would have the ſame Honours paid him, 
that were paid to himſelf. He retained him ſome 
Time at Berlin, ſhewed him a thouſand Marks of 
Friendſhip, and made him a Preſent of a magnifi- 
cent Coach, and a fine Set of Horſes; in Return 
for which, Srtaniſiaus ſent him, a ſuperb Suit of 
Tapeſtry Hangings, of the Mariofacturs. of the 
Gobelins, valued at above 60, oo0 Crowns. But 
this was not the Tapeſtry the King defired; he had 
other Views, in the generous Reception he gave 
Staniſlaus: he had a Mind by that, to engage the 
French Court not to croſs him in his Pretenſions on 
Berg and Juliers: and the Marquis de la Chetardie, 
had promiſed him, that the King his Maſter would 
never 3 what his Pruſſian Majeſty had done 
in favour of Staniſlaus; and would certainly give 
bim Proof of it, in the Succeſſion of Berg and 
Juliers. But before 1 enter into the * 
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this Affair, it will be proper to acquaint the Reader, 
with the Original of the Diſputes which then ſab-

Fiefs, and had often been poſſeſſed by Women;

This was the Reaſon, that the Princes of the 
Houſe of Saxony, Who: were Nephews of the Empe- 
rour Frederick III. believing theſe Fiefs were Male, 
and would therefore revert to the Emperour, in 
Default of Male Iſſue, after the Death of Duke 
William; reſolved to take ſome Meaſures, in caſe 
that Accident ſhould happen. Frederick, the Paci- 
fck, Elector of Saxony, who dyed in 1464, left two 
Sons by Margaret of Auſtria, Siſter of the Empe- 
rour Frederick III; the eldeſt, named Ernaſt, who 
ſucceeded his F athen 1 in the Electorate; and Albert, 
Sirnamed the Couragecus, who did ſuch, important 
Services to the Empire and the Houſe. of Auſtria, 
that the Emperour, his Uncle, who was beſides 
very glad to do any Thing for his Advantage, 
granted him in 1483, the Expectative of Juliers, 
and the other Dominions of William Duke of Ju- 
lers, whenever they ſhould happen to be vacant, 
either by the Death of that Prince, or otherwiſe. 

Maximilian I. Son of Frederic, confirmed this 
Expectative in 1486, ſoon, after he was elected 
King of the Romans; and again in 1493, two 
Years after he had aſcended the Imperial Throne: 
having a Mind, in caſe Duke William dyed withs 
out Male Hue, "that his Dominions ſhould imme- 
Wen 8⁰ to the Dukes W and Albert of Saxony. 


Duke 
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Duke William was very much diſpleaſed, to have 
his Inheritance thus diſpoſed of, during his Life, 
to the Prejudice of his Daughter, who he pretended 
was his lawful Heireſs; becauſe his Dutchy and the 
Counties of Mark and Ravenſberg, were Female 
Fiefs, and had often been poſſeſſed by Women; 

and therefore maintained this Expectative was null. 
This Duke marrying his Daughter in 1496, to 
John Duke of Cleves, declared her his Heireſs, and 
ſtipulated by the Marriage Contract, that the Do- 
| 28 of his Houſe, and thoſe of Juliers, ſhould 

be inſeparable z and prevailed ſo far with the Em+ 
perour Maximilian, that he induced him, in 1508, 
to confirm this Diſpoſition :; and at the Gow Time, 
to prevent all Diſputes that might ariſe, he capaci- 
tated this Princeſs and her Children, to poſſeſs 
Duke William's Dominions, after his Deceaſe. This 
Duke dying in 1511, John Duke of Cleves ſuc+ 
ceeded him, in Right of his Wife, and on ſur- 
rendring the Duty of Gueldre, to the Emperour 
Charles V. obtained of him in 1521, the Inveſtiture 
of the Dutchy of Glover, and of the Dominions 
united to it. 

The Princes of the Houſe of Saxony, were ſenfi- 
bly. diſpleaſed, at being abandoned by the Emperour 
on this Occaſion; however, all the Reparation they 
could get for it, was, that John Duke of Cleves and 
of Juliers, and the Dutcheſs Mary his Wife, married 
their Daughter Sibilla, to John. Frederic Elector of 
Saxony, in 15263 and agreed by the Marriage Con- 
tract, that their Dominions, in Default of Male Iſſue 
of their Bodies, ſhould go to their Daughter Sibilla, 
and her Deſcendants. This Marriage Contract was 
confirmed by the Emperour Charts V. in 1544. 
who had . — to — fair with the Elector of 
Saxony, to obtain his Aſſiſtance againſt e with 
whom Charles was, wen at War. NT

Tiage, and their Deſcendants, ſhould inherit his 
Dominions. Ferdinand I. having aſcended the Im- 
perial Throne, confirmed this Privilege in 1359, 
and added to it, that all the Dominions of 185 


Houſe of Cleves and of Juliers, ſhould be inſepe- 


rable; which was afterwards confirmed again, o 
theEmperours Maximilian II. and Rodolph II. Wil- 

liam II. had two Sons and four Daughters; the 
eldeſt of which Sons died very young, and the other 
was named Jobn-Milliam. The eldeſt of the Daugh- 
ters, in 1552, married Albert- Frederick, Duke of 
Pruſſia; and Duke William, Father of the Princeſs, 
ſtipulated by the Marriage Contract, that ſhe and 
her Children ſhould inherit his Dominions, if his 
Son Jobn. William died without Iſſue: and in that 

Caſe, that no Innovation ſhould be made in his Do-

FJobn-HMilliam Duke of Berg, of Juliers and of 

Cleves, died in 1609, leaving no Male Heir; fo that 

there were as many Pretenders to the Succeſſion, as 
there had been Siſters ; without counting Francis 
Gonzaga, Duke of Nevers, who bore the Title and 
Arms of Cleves, as deſcended from Engelbert, Son 
of John I. Duke of Cleves, and Elizabeth of Neuers; 
and the Count of Maulevrier, deſcended from the 
Houſe of March; the Title and Arms of which he 
bore. But the moſt powerful of theſe Pretenders, 
and whoſe. Claims were beſt founded, were iſt, 
The Elector of Brandenbourg, Fohn-Sigiſmund, in 
Right of his Wife, repreſenting Mary-Eleanor, Mo- 
ther of that Princeſs, and eldeſt Daughter of Wil- 
liam II; 2dly, Wolfgang-William, Son of William-. 
Louis, Count Palatine of Neubourg, in Right of his 
Mother Ann, ſecond Daughter of Duke William II. 

who was the next in the Intail, by her Marriage 
Contract, after her elder Siſter ; 3dly, Jobn, Count 
Palatine, Duke of Deux-Ponts, Son of Magdalen, 
third Daughter of Duke William II. next in the In- 
tail, after her Siſter Ann; Athly, Charles of Auſtria, 
| Marquis of Burgaw, Son of the Archduke Ferdi. 
nand, Brother of the Emperour Maximilian II. in 
Right of his Wife Sibilla, fourth Daughter of Wil. 
liam II; and 5thly,” the Houſe of Saxony, by virtue 
of the Conceſſions, Expectatives and Inveſtitures, of 
the Emperours ſince Frederick II. 
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Tien Days after the Death of Duke Foba-H/illiam, 
the eldeſt Son of the Duke of Neubourg, went to 
Duſſeldorp, the Capital of the Dutchy of Beg, to 
take Poſſeſſion bo. all the Dominions of that inhe- 
ritance ; in Right of the Dutcheſs Aun, his Mother: 
and on the 12th of April publiſhed a Manifeſto to 

Juſtify his Right, which he founded principally on 
— Privileges granted to Duke William II. in 1346, 
and 1339, by which, in Default of Male Iſſue, his 
Dominions were to deſcend to his Daughters, without 
being ſeperated ; ſo that the eldeſt Daughter of Duke 
HYilkam, who had married Albert- Frederick, Duke 
of Pruſſia, being dead, he pretended that his Mo- 
ther, who was — ſecond Daughter of Duke Wil. 
liam, and the eldeſt of thoſe who were living, ought 
to inherit the whole Dominions, which was contr 
to the Contracts of Marriage, ſigned by the Father 
of thoſe Princeſſes, when they were betrothed to the 
aforeſaid Princes. The Elector of Brandenbourg, 
much about the ſame Time, publiſhed another 
Manifeſto, in which he maintained, that by divers 
Acts and Conftitutions of the Empefours Ferdi- 
nand I. Maximilian II. and Rodolph II. all the Do- 
minions of the Succeſſion of Cleves and of Fulters, 
were indivifible; and had been intatled on the 
Princefs Mary-Eleanor, the Mother of his Wife, and 
her Deſcendants, by the Marriage Contract, in caſe 
Duke John-William died without Iſſue: ſo that the 
Electreſs his Wife, being the Daughter of Mary- 
Eleanor, whom ſhe repreſented, the other younger 
Siſters could lay no Claim to that Inheritance, eſpe- 
cially the Dutcheſſes of Neubourg and Deus-Ponts, 
becauſe they had renounced it by their Marriage 
Contracts. All this being true, it is not neceſſary 
to be a great Lawyer, to judge that the Elector of 
Brandenbourg's Right was the cleareſt. 
This Prince therefore immediately ſent his Bro- 
ther Eruęſt to maintain his Rights, and in Conſe- 
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quence took Poſſeſſion of one Part of thoſe Terri- 
tories, while the young Duke of Neubourg poſ- 
ſeſſed the other. But there was a Thing very much 
to be feared; which was, that while theſe two 
Princes were mutually endeavouring to expel each 
other, by force of Arms, a third might in 

and make himſelf Maſter of the beſt Fortreſſes; for 
which Reaſon, Maurice, Landgrave of Heſſe, their 
common Friend, adviſed them to unite their Inte- 
reits Tl Emperour Rodolph II. uſed his utmoſt 
Endeavours, to hinder thoſe two Princes coming 
to an Agreement: but in Spite of all his Art, 
he could not prevent the two Competitors, con- 
cluding a Treaty at Dortmund, in the County of 
Marck, by which they ingaged on both Sides, to 
remit their Diſpute to the Deciſion of Arbitra- 
tors, or terminate it by an amicable Accommoda- 
tion; and that in the mean Time, if any Perſon 
ſhould attempt to diſturb them in the Poſſeſſion of 
theſe Countries, they ſhould join their Forces to 
repel the Enemy. 

The Emperour was extremely - provoked at this 
Treaty, and ſent the Archduke Leopold, his Couſin, 
who though Biſhop of Straſbourg, commanded his 
Army in Bohemia, with the Title of Commiſſioner 
of the Empire; which Prince came into the Dutehy 
of Juliers, and made himſelf Maſter of the ſtrongeſt 
Fortreſſes in it. The King of France (Hen. IV.) 
ſeeing that, joined with the Princes in Poſſeſſion ; 
the United Provinces did the fame, and Part of 
the, Empire followed their Example : the other 
Part united with the Emperour; but that did not 
hinder Prince Maurice of Orange from taking of 
Duſſeldorp, and obliging the Imperialiſts by Degrees, 
to evacuate almoſt all the Poſts they had taken 
in thoſe Dutchies. Rodolph had no Reaſon to be 
pleaſed with the Event of this War; and though 
he 1 to intereſt the Roman Catholick 

Ree. 
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Religion in it, yet the Princes of that Communion, 
gave him but very little Aſſiſtance; becauſe they 
perceived, he acted only from the Motive of private 
Intereſt. For this Reaſon, he endeavoured to be re- 
conciled with the Elector of Saxony, and offered to 
confer the Dominions in Diſpute, on him; provided 
he could prove he had a better Right to them, than 
the other Princes; that he ſhould make no Altera- 
tion there, with Regard to Religion; and that he 
ſhould- reimburſe him and the Archduke, for the 
Expence of the War made on this Account; and 
ſatisfy the Pretenſions of the Marquis of Burgaz, 
and the Duke of Nevers. But this Plan, which 
the Emperour afterwards propoſed to the Diet, 
aſſembled at Prague, for the Regulation of this 
Difference, was rejected by moſt of 'the Princes and 
States, of both Parties; becauſe it was, thought 
more proper to imbroil Affairs, than terminate 
them. Laſtly, after many uſeleſs Conferences, the 
two Competitors ſigned a Treaty at Duſſeldorp, the 
11th of May, 1624, by which it was expreſly ſtipu- 
lated, that both Sides ſhould keep Poſſeſſion of - 
what they had ; that, with regard to-the Houſe of 
—— this Right ſhould remain to all the 
Male Deſcendants; but if that Branch ſhould hap- 
pen to fail, or be extinguiſhed ſooner or later, 
that then the Poſſeſſion in ſolido of thoſe two Dut- 
chies ſhould revert to the Elector of Brandenbourg; 
as the only Maſter and Poſſeſſor of all the Domi- 
nions of Cleves, of Juliers, and of Berg; and in 
this caſe, that thoſe Dominions ſhould be for ever 
reduced under one fole Government, according to 
the Deciſions and Confirmations 'of the Hogg | 
I think. whac * have: related. concerning the 
Original of this famous Diſpute, will be ſufficient 
to give a Reader of tolerable Attention and Judg- 
ment a good Idea of it; and ſhall not enter more 
- minutely 
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minutely -into it, for fear of wandering from my 
Subject. I ſhall only add, that theſe Diviſions 
vwere not finally adjuſted, till the Peace of Meſtpha- 
lia confirmed thoſe Princes, in the Poſſeſſion of 
what they had, without making any Mention, of 
the Pretenſions of the Houſe of Saxony. And one 
would have thought this Affair, which had occa- 
ſioned above twenty Treaties, and Wars,. in which 
good Part of Europe had ingaged, ought not for a 
long Time, to have rekindled the F lame of Diſ- 
— 5 when at laſt, a new Cauſe of Broils had like 
to have ariſen in our Days, which I will briefly 
deſcribe. _ 
'  Charles-Philip of Neubourg, Elector Palating, 
born the 4th of November, 1661, was the Prince 
who had like to have occaſioned theſe freſh Diſtur- 
bances. He was the Son of Philip-Milliam of Neu- 
Bourg, Count Palatine of the Rhine, who was called 
to the Electorate after the Extinction of the Branch 
of Simmeren, in 1685: and ſucceeded his Brother 
Jobn-Milliam, in the Electoral Dignity, who died 
on the 8th of June, 1716. He is the ſame who 
had all thoſe Diſputes, with the Reformed in the 
Palatinate, which I have mentioned before, con- 
cerning the Church of the Holy-Ghoft ; and was a 
Prince endowed with many great Qualities, and 
among the reſt, with an uncommon Goodneſs and 
Clemency., He married on the 24th of Fuly, 1688, 
Louiſa- Charlot, Princeſs of Radzivil, Daughter of 
Bogiſlaus, and Widow of Louis Markgrave of Bran- 
denbourg, who died the 25th of March 1695 ; and 
for his ſecond Wife, on the 1 5th of December 1703, 
Thereſa Catherine, Princeſs Tal who died the 
17th of January 1712 3 and all the Iſſue he. had. by 
her died in their Infancy. By his - firſt Wife * 
had one Daughter, named Elizabeth- Auguſta, born 
the 15th of March 1692, and married the 2d. of 
My 1717, to Foſeph- Charles-Emanuel, Hereditary 
K K Prince 


. 
Prince of Sultzbach, who dyed the 18th of Fuly 
1529; and ſhe dyed in January 1728. By this 
Means the Elector Palatine then | reigning, was 
without Male Iſſue, and very much advanced in 
Yeats; which occaſioned the Pruſſian Court to 
think of ſecuring to itſelf, the Poſſeſſion of the 
Dutchies of Berg and Juliers, by virtue of the Rights 
J have mentioned. The Court of France at firit 
flattered the Monarch, whoſe Hiſtory I am writing, 
in the Views he had on this Succeſſion ; but as ſoon 
as the Poliſh Affairs were concluded, and the Moſt 
Chriſtian King had made Peace with the Emperour, 
the French Miniſtry ſeemed to forget their Promiſes, 
and intend to ſupport the Intereſts of a Prince, to 
whom they had no Obligations, while Gratitude 
ought to have inviolably attached them to thoſe of 
his Prufian Majeſty. rs, 
The Prince, for whom Funce ſeemed to intereſt 
herſelf, was the young Prince of Sultzbach, who is 
deſcended from Auguſtus Palatine of Newbourg- 
Sultzbach, the youngeſt Brother of Wolfgang-William, 
and Son, as well as he, of Ann of Cleves. It ſeemed 
as if the Line of Wolfgang-William being extinct, 
and that of his Brother Auguſtus ſucceeding naturally 
to all its Rights, that the Poſſeſſion of the Part ad- 
Judged. to the Houſe of Neubourg by the Treaties 
of Partition, ought naturally and of Right to re- 
main to the Prince of Su/tzbach, in whom the 
Rights of the Dutcheſs Ann are reunited : but our 
Monarch foreſeeing this Objection, did not want 
good Reafons to ſhew that he was the only one, 
who had a Right to claim the whole Succeſſion. 
_ FT could make a very large Volume of the Pieces 
only, which the Houſe of Saxony, and thoſe of 
Pruffia and Sultzbach, have publiſhed to explain 
their Pretenſions, and mutually refute each other; 
but I will relate none of them, for fear of being 
a bbliged, 
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obliged, by reaſon of the Connexion theſe Sorts of 
Writings have with one another, to relate them all. 
But Fredericł-Milliam, foreſeeing very well he ſhould 
be obliged to defend his Rights, otherwiſe than by 
Writing, ſtood. on his Guard. His Troops were 
continually exerciſed, and every Spring, from the 
General to the Drummer, were to be in a Readi- 
neſs to march; ſo that this Monarch could, in a 
very ſhort Time; cauſe 50,000 Men to act, in the 
| Dutchics of Berg and Juliers. In the Beginning of 
the Year 1737, he reinforced the Garriſons of” the 
Country of Cleves, and ſent Sonsfeld's Regiment of 
Dragoons thither ; he augmented - the Magazines, 
ſent a new Train of — to Wezel, and with 
that, had Money in his Coffers. France fearing 
this Affair would ſet all Europe in à Flame, defired 
to have it amicably accommodated ; and had the 
Addreſs, to make the Emperour enter into' her 
Views: who on this Occaſion, forgot his Quality 
of ſupreme Judge of the Empire, which the Em- 
perours have always been very jealous of, to be- 
come a Mediator. France was gp ſatisfied with 
having drawn his Imperial Majeſty, into the Plan 
ſhe had formed in favour of the Prince of Sultzbach, 
and which, ſhe deſired, under Pretence of main- 
taining the Peace of Europe; but . ſhe alſo laboured 
to bring the States General and the King of Great. 
Britain into it. It was not difficult for her to ſuc- 
ceed with the States General, whoſe Proximity to 
the Countries in. Diſpute, muſt naturally incline 
them, to keep them from being the Seat of War, 
as much as they poſſibly could; and as to Great- 
Britain, her Intereſts were too much connected with 
thoſe of Holland, for her not to come into the 
pacifick Meaſures France affected. It is even pre- 
tended, there was a Treaty concluded at that Time, 
on account of this Succeſſion, between the Ns 
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of Bavaria, Palatine and Cologne, under the Gua- 
ranty of France; the Motive, or Pretence of which, 
Was the Preſervation of the Roman Catholick Re- 
ligion, in the Dutchies of Berg and Juliers: I ſay 
Pretence, becauſe every Body knows the Roman 
Catholick Religion is in no more Danger, in his 
Pruſſian Majeſty's Dominions, than in the midſt of 
Old- Caſtile; eſpecially when the Proteſtants are not 
_ oppreſſed, by the Roman Catholick Princes of the 
Empire. 

The Court of France, in the mean Time, left no 
Stone unturned, to concert with the Emperour, 
the King of Great Britain, and the States General, 
the Means for preventing Extremities, in caſe che 
Elector Palatine ſhould happen to die; but as it is 
the common Fate of this Sort of Negotiations, to 
conſume much Time; his Pruſſian Majeſty, weary 
of All theſe Delays, had a Mind to try, whether he 

could not himſelf come to ſuch an Agreement 
with the Elector Palatine, as would prevent what 
the four plotting Powers ſeemed ſo much to appre- 
hend; and with that View, ſent Count Degenfeld- 
Schombers to the Court of the Elector Palatine, to 
make the following ese to him. |

from whence he was afterwards'called Pepin Herſtal, to diſtinguiſh - 
him from Pepin the Short, Father of Charlemagne, Some Au- 
thors derive the Name Hertal, from the Word Hariftallium, 


which, in the Language of thoſe Times; fignifies, Military 


Quarters; but thoſe who derive it from the Feutonick Words, 
Herr, ſignifying Lord or King, and Stall, a Stable; ſeem to 
have a better Foundation.

„ tacked by a violent Cough ; who immediately 
« ſaid. to them: Alaſs! I can neither live nor die. 
I bave ſent for you to pray by me. Upon which 
he made a pretty long Confeſſion, of the Sins 
<« he had committed; the Grief he felt for them; 
< the Bleflings he had received from God; the 
« Confidence he had in the Satisfaction of Jeſus 
« Chriſt; and the Reſignation, with which he left 

« 'this World. After t bis the two Miniſters prayed 

< one after the other; but the King could hardly + 
“ accompany - them, on account of his violent 
« Agitations. A Calm ſoon after ſucceeding kt

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Reſtleſneſs, the King began to praiſe the infinite

That Prince was as great an 
Enemy to Ceremony, as his Father was a Lover 
of it; and he was interred as he had directed, with- 
aut much Ceremony, on the 16th of June, in an 
Alabaſter Tomb, which he himſelf had cauſed —

The P Phyſicians chat opened his Body, hive given 
an Account-in German, of their Obſervations on it ; 
and I would willingly have given a Tranſlation of 
it in Engliſd, but it is full of ſuch barbarous Terms, 
that it muſt have made a very bad Figure at the 
End of this Hiſtory : I ſhall therefore only fay, 
that he died, of what they always feared he would, 
a Suffocation of the Breaſt. He was towards the 
latter End of the fifzy-/econd Year of his Age, and 
in the twenty-eighth of his Reign, when it inge 
God to take him out of this World. 

This Monarch was of a midling Heighth, but 
extraordinary thick; he had a lively Eye, full 
Face, large Forehead, a very handſome Mouth and 
Noſe, and well made Leg, and ſpoke very much 
through the Noſe. His Head was very large, and 
he wore a Wig, whoſe Sides were ſhort, and curled 
into one ſingle Buckle, which increaſed the natural 
Largeneſs of his Face. He was in continual Exer- 
ciſe, to prevent the fatal Conſequences of his ex- 
ceſſive Fatneſs. He piqued himſelf on being a 
good Phyſiognomiſt, and when he perceived any 

one confounded at his Preſence, concluded he had 
a bad Conſcience. He was never miſtaken with 
regard to Forreigners, whom he diſtinguiſhed at 
the firſt Sight, from Prufſians; and when he faw 
one, informed himſelf . . of vey Thing con- 
cerning him. 

The beſt Way to have his Approbation on theſe 
Occaſions, was to look full on him, to make few 
or no Bows, and anſwer him without Helitatien. 
He as often aſked Queſtions, as much to divert 
himſelf, as out of Curioſity. I remember one Day 
at Potſdam, a Gaſcon, a Comb-maker by Profeſſion, 
who had left France on account of Religion, and 

came 
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came to Berlin to ſeek for Work, don to ſee the 
Great Grenadiers at Potſdam, as he paſſed through 


that Place, perform their Exerciſe. The King, 


who, perceived. him, came up to him, and aſked 
him, I bo he was, whither he came from, where be 
was goings c. to which the Gaſcon anſwered, call- 
ing his Majeſty always Sir. Upon this an Officer 
drew near him, and told him he was ſpeaking to 
the King; Tell that to others, reply'd the Gaſcon, 
zohat. do Kings wear Spaiterdaſhes? The King 
heartily at this Man's Simplicity, and was 
much les ſhocked at ſuch an Anſwer, than he 
would” have been at the Airs of a Petit- Maitre, or 
2 Coat, with Sleeves after the French Faſhion. 
He loved his Troops extremely, and it was im- 
pollible to ſee. finer than his, the Number of which 


exceeded an hundred thouſand Men. When the 


Regiments he bal ſent to the Rhine, mne from 
diſtributed rag . b Which Was given chem 
gratis, at Patſdam; and embraced the Cenerals and 
principal Officers tenderly. f 
His Soldiers were new e every 'Year.; 3 
and as to the reſt of their Neatneſs, one muſt have 
ſeen them to believe it. Every Battalion had its 
Conſort compoſed of Hautbois, Baſſoons, and 
what was never other where, a Silver Trumpet, 
that accompanied thoſe 1 All thoſe of 


the Cavalry; were of the ſame Metal, as well as the 
Kettle-Drums, and all the Gorgets of the Officers. 


The Colours were not uniform, as a Pruſſian Baron 


has written in his Memoirs; but of different Co- 
lours, and all magnificent. The Uniformity ex- 
nded even to the Buckles of their Shoes, t ; 
-ravats, and the Ruffles of the Officers Shirfs.. 


— or Lear, and if they. did, they were imme⸗ 
diately 
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diatdly and ſeverely puniſhed. Galantry and Driviſe- 
ing, were the greateſt 'Obftacles to the Ad vanee 
ment of Officers; and though a tall Man might 
fatter himſelf with gaining his Majeſty's Attention; 
and be gratified/with a goed Employment!; yet if 
he had the Reputation of being a Man of 'Galan- 
try, a Gameſter, Swearer or Hrinkeer of Brandy; 
he had nothing to expect from him, but His Con- 
tempt. He loved to ſmoal Tobacco ; vand Rad a 
Modeſty and Baſhfulneſs rarely to be found in 4 
Sovereign. He loved the Queen, his auguſt Spouſe; 
tenderly; and was ſcrupulouſly faithful t ber; 
and perhaps, abhorred no Crime more than Adal: 
tery. He loved Juſtice, and puniſhed ſome Per- 
ſons very rigorouſly, who having conſiderable Em- 
ployments in the Provinces of his Dominions; 
made Uſe of his Name to inrieh themſelves, at the 
Expence of his poor Subjects. Tis true, he ex. 
ctiſed many little Things in the Soldiery, and was 
not quite ſo rigid with regard to them. He hardly 
ever ſhewed Mercy to Thieves; and having aſked 
the Marquis de la Chetardie one Day, how they 
puniſhed Servants who robbed their Maſters, in 
France, and being told they were hanged” before 
their Maſter's Door: he ordered a Servant of one 
of the Burgomaſters of Berlin, who had robbed his 
Maſter, to the Value of eight Crowns, to be. ſerved 
in the ſame Manner; and would have all thieviſh 
Servants phat were catched; ſerved the ſame, for 
He was equally inexorable with regard to Duel- 
lers. Two Gentlemen who were Brothers, one of 
which, if I miſtake not, was a Major; fought a 
Duel; and one of them wounded the other very 
ſlightly : but he hating his Brother mortally, ſuffered 
himſelf to die, by pulling off the Plaiſters that 
were laid on his Wound, and making the Blood 
| | flow; 
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flow; knowing very well if he died, that the King 


would never pardon his Brother; who was indeed 


| beheaded, * ! all the Surgeons could 
fay, x) who attended the wounded Man. 


The King had a great Fund of Chriſtianity, and 
the Churches he built at his own Expence, are a 
Proof of it. He frequented Divine Service very 


much, but had a great Contempt for Trifles and 


Superſtition. He made a Reform in the Clergy. of 
his Dominions, whom he reduced to a greater Sim- 
plicity i in Divine Worſhip, and a laudable Unifor- 
mity in their Prieſtly Garments. He even pub- 
liſhed an Edict, ſome Months before his Death, by 
which he forbad all the Clergy that preached in his 
Dominions, to uſe an affected and bombaſticx 
Stile in their Sermons, or Theatrical Geſtures in 
their Delivery; but exhorted them to imitate I xsus 


_ CarisT and his Apoſtles, who preached with Sim- 


plicity and Energy; inſiſting particularly on Ex- 
ample, which is much more perſwaſive than Words. 
He hated all perſecuting Zeal, and was ſo far from 
deſiring to lay any body under Conſtraint, with 


regard to their Faith; that he had Prieſts for his 


Soldiers of all the Chriſtian Sects, which he payed 


at his own Expence : he even entertained Prieſts of 


the Greek Communion, for the Ruſſians he had 
in his Troops. Nothing was ſo fine as to ſee the 
Pruſſian Soldiers go to Church; they were con- 
ducted by their Officers; in the ſame Order, and 
with the ſame Silence, as if they were going to 
Battle: and were ſo neat, that you would have 
taken them all for Officers. This Great Prince had 

2 ſurpriſing Genius, and the good Order he left in 
his Troops, his Arſenals, lis Fortreſſes and Fi- 
nances, is owing. to it. He entered into the mi- 
nuteſt Particulars, and knew the Soldiers that died, 
and the Recruits that were raiſed, every Fear, > 

| eac 
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each Battalion, by Means of a Regiſter, which 
every Adjutant was obliged to ſend him, twice a 
Tear. 

Our Monarch was ſuch a Lover of Oeconomy, 
that he eſtabliſned a Profeſſor at Hall, to teach it 
publickly; and believed a State wanted nothing 
but Oeconomy and Troops, to make it flouriſh. 
He deſpiſed Aſtronomy, and all the abſtracted 
Sciences in general; probably for want of knowing 
the Relation, the different Sorts of Sciences have to 
each other. 

Laſtly, this Great King died with the Conſola- 
tion, of leaving behind him, a Succeſſor of a mild, 
humane and magnificent Diſpoſition, and who has 


ſignalized the Beginning of his Reign, by the Wel- 
fare of his Subjects.
